My dear Aybcndina y 
have you forgiven it me? Do you again; behold 
rue with Joy? And may I flatter myfelf with the 
Thoughts of having been always beloved by the 
•* only one I ever adored ?" 

** Yes, my Lord, (anfwer'd fhe, hurried away 
" by her Paffion) never has your Apbendlna eea- 

4 * fed to be yours; I have mourn'd my Rival's 
*' Happincfs, and I have Ihed Tears; but I have 
" been no lefs conftant in my Afreclion, which will 
"""follow me to my Grave : And if this Confeflion 
"•"can be any Satisfaction to my Emperor, he may 
4< be aflur'd, that J feel as much Pleafufe in xmk- 
*' ing it, as he can in hearing it." 

One mint love with as much Ardour as Of/MU, 
to be well able to conceive all that pafled in his 
Heart, at that Inilant. He was alone with Aphtn* 
dirnu and there was nothing to re drain him from 
giving full Scope to his Tranfports ; he threw 
hiirilclf at her Feet, and taking her by the Hand, 
imprinted thereon a thou fa nd ardent Kifl'es ; nut 
being able to exprefs his Joy, other wife than by

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he had to fay : But as it was the firft and only Fa- 
vour in e had ever allowed him, he accompanied 
his Tranfports with filth Marks of Reipect and 
Submiffion, as might remove iier Fears of feeing 
him attempt, to take Advantage of this happy 
Moment. 

The Muftfs Daughter, confounded to fee her 
Emperor on his Knees, obliged him to rile ; and 
made all the moil tender and paffionate Returns 
to his Love, that Modefty and Virtue would per- 
mit : And the* amorous Ofman % returned to his 
Pa vi 11 ion, as well fati.sfied with the Suceeis of 
his Vifit, as if his ufrnoft Wifhes had heen crown- 
ed, and he had had no more to hope for from, 
her. His Paffi on being fo refined, that he fourio! 
as much Pleafure in Jphwdtnas Virtue, as others 
find in the Enjoyment of their MiftrefTes; 
delicate, tender, and refpeclful in his Love, it 
never came into his Head, cither to lay or d'6 
any thing, that might make the Daughter of 
Jjbad blufli, at having yielded^ him her Heart : 

And notwithstanding iuch Sentiments may fee m 
extraordinary in a <lnrkrjh Emperor, there being 
a thoufand Examples of the contrary in Ofman$ 
Predecelfors and Succeffors, and the Sequel of 
this Hiftory, will evidently flicw that it is true. 

This great prince, ordered frefh Rejoicing* 
in his Gimp, on the Arrival of Jphendina, an4 
caufed the raoft remarkable Honours to be paid 
heron all Oecafions which publick Feftivais af- 
forded him ; and when he bad fixed aDay'for his 
triumphant Entry, not. bcintj wiHing'flie 'fiidulH 
ftcm.to be of thcifflift^-i^ecn^iiicfjnuc, h<* 
caufed her to be 'tohduc'te^'back to QttfavtMpplp % 
and cveutbkei* 'Father's own Palace, with the

fajne Ceremony as had been obferved on her co- 
ming to the. Camp. This done, he difmiifed the 
reft of the Afian Troops, with thofe of Europe 
and Africa ; referving only the Janizaries^ and 
Spahis, with all his Houfnold in general, to 
grace his Triumph, which was as follows. 

Twenty thoufand Spahh, with twelve tbou- 
ftnd Janizaries began the March ; after theie 
two Corps, richly dreffed, came all the Officers 
and Pages of the Seraglio ; then followed all the 
Vizitrs and Bajfa's, belonging to *the Divan , on 
Horfeback, magnificently dreffed, and furrounded 
by their Guards and Slaves ; next to them came 
the Chariot of the Sultana Queen, followed by 
thofe of her Retinue ; then in a large void Space, 
one might fee the Grand Signior alone, mount- 
ed upon a ftatcly Horfe, hts Turban and Veft 
all covered with Jewels, which caft fuch a Luftre 
that it dazJed the Eye ; and could be exceeded 
by nothing but the Charms of his Countenance, 
the Beauty of his Shape, the Majefty of his 
Air, and the Graces that flione all over his Per- 
fon, which reflected yet a greater Luftre. Three 
Pages of his Chamber earned his Arms, and he 
Was furrounded by his ufual Guard, 

Next to him came the Mufti, and the Grand 
filter ; after whom appeared feveral Sets of Milk- 
white Horfes, drawing the Cannon the Poles had 
j>refented to the Sultan* and a Page, who carried 
openly the rich Javelin ; which was like wife part 
of their Prcfent ; Then came the Polijb Ambaila- 
dor, who was the beft made Man of his Time, 
jnounted ujxm a beautiful Horfe, and magnifi- 
cently habicecU as well as the Nobilitjr of his 

'Nation, who made up .his Train ; then followed 

the 
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the Cadiliskiers, Cadis, Imam, and other Doctors- 
of the Law, according to their Rank, and the 
Rear was brought up by the Capigis, and ano- 
ther Body of the JavizMUi and Spahis, who clo- 
fed this ftately Cavalcade. 

In this Order, the Turkijh Monarch entered 
Cor.ftantinopUy by the Gate of Adr'mr.opU ; the 
Cannon firing all the while from the Seraglio, 
the Ramparts, theArfenal, the Suburbs of Pmr, 
all the Veffels of Gallipoly, Scutari, and the o- 
ther Places along the Befphorits, which continu- 
ed anfwcring each other, till very late in the 
Night. The Streets were all nrevv'd with Flow- 
ers ; the Houfes like wife were adorned with 
Flowers, interwoven with Laurel Branches : 
And every Shop was fet oft* with the rkhcft 
Carpets, and the beft Furniture the Owners 
could provide. 

The great Officers of the Porte, to diftinguifli 
themfelves yet the more, had triumphal Arches 
erected before their refpedtive Palaces, where 
the Laurel, and the Myrtle, artfully interlaced, 
formed feveral Compartments, in each of which 
the Name of Ofman was every where to be dif- 
covered. Amongft all thefe Palaces, that of 
the Mtfty, attracted the Eye, by the magnifi- 
cent Structure of the triumphal Arches, which 
the tender Jphtndin* had caufed to be there c- 
reeled ; in whofe feveral Compartments of 
Flowers, Laurels, and Myrtles, artfully inter- 
woven, one might fee the Attributes of Mns 9 
Peace, Love, Glory, and Minerva,

Never before did the People of^this Nation, 
behold fo glorious an Pntry, nor fb magnificent 
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a Sight. Their Joy was Co perfect, that they 
teftifyed it by a thoufand Acclamations, making 
the Heavens re found with the Sultan's Name, to 
which they joined all the pompous Epithets that 
their Zeal and Admiration could fugged. Great 
Rejoicings were ordered, that continued twenty 
Days without Intermiffion, during which, the 
City ftill remained in the fame State of Magnifi- 
cence, the better to celebrate Of mans happy Re- 
turn, to this Capital of his Empire. 

All thefe Rejoicings being ended, this Monarch 
paid to his Son's Memory, the pious Duties re- 
quired by the Law on fuch Occafions. To tin's 
End, he had ordered a ftately Tomb to be fet up 
near his Father Achmet\ % wherein he put that 
young Prince's Body ; and he added to the Mag- 
nificence of theFuneral Pomp, theFigure of a Bow 
and Quiver, embellifhed with precious Stones, 
which was placed over the Monument. Having thus 
difcharged the Duty of Fatherly Affection, 
he bent all his Thoughts upon the Poffeflion of 
the beauteous Jfhend'ma\ has Paflion was come 
to fuch a Pitch, that he could no longer bear 
the Sight of the Sultava Queen, or the other La- 
dies of the Seraglio \ their Advances and Care to 
pleafe him, inlpired him but with Scorn, and 
lncrea fed his Eftecm for the Muftfs Daughter ; 

referring the lea ft look from her, to all the 

latteries of her Rivals. 




He never pa fled a Day wirhout feeing her ; 
'twas at her Feet, and in the Charms of her Con- 
versation he would divert him{ejf,afterrhe Fatigue 

of the Hours he employed in State Affairs, which 
notwithftanding his Love he never negledted. At 
laft, not being able to live any longer without 
Jpbenditta, he took 4 firm Refolution tb venture 

all, 
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all, to make himfelf happy ; bur as the Defign 
he was forming, was not without Difficulties, 
he was willing firft to try once more if this vir- 
tuous Maiden would not confent to enter his Se- 
raglio, hoping to oblige her ro it, by the Hon- 
ours he would have paid her, and the Rank he 
Yfould affign her. 

With this Intention, he went feveral Times 
to the Muftfs Palace ; but when he was upon the 
Point of making her the Propofal, the Modefty, 
that reigned all over her lovely Face, obliged 
him to Silence * his Voice forfook him, a tender 
Fear feized him all over, and one would have 
thought, on feeing him in that Condition, that 
he was no longer Of man t the haughticft and 
moft eloquent of Mankind, but the moft iubmif- 
five Subject of a mighty Queen : The common 
Effect of Paffions founded upon Eftcem and Vir- 
tue, which cannot f after even the Shadow of Li- 
centioufnefs. Never the left, as Cuftom authori- 
sed this Prince in his Demand, aruKhis Love 
would no longer admit of any Delay, he at laft 
conquered himfelf fo far, as to prefs Jphendka 
to yield to his ardent Paflion. But whatever he 
could fay, and although he made ufo of all his 
Charms to overcome her, he found her in^ 
vincible upon this Head. Exafperated with a 
RefufalfofuUofRefolution: . . 

11 I find but too plainly, (faid he, with a melan- 
11 choly and ferious Air, ) that you have never Io- 
u ved me. The Pleafure alone, of feeing your 
44 Emperor fighing at your Feet, has made you

u Peath of Ofmm ; his Love is odious to ydu,

^ The Siiltafi utterM thefe Words in fuch a mo- 
ving Manner, and fliewed lb plainly that he be- 
lieved what he (aid, that Jphcndhia was ftruft 
therewith as with a Thunder-bolt * her Eyes o- 
verflov/ed with Tears, and falling at his Feet. 

" Ah ! my Lord, laid ihe, how greatly does 

** yourHighneis wrong the unfortunate Jphendina * 
u I, who would Sacrifice even my Life for yours; 

4< I, who breath only for you; I, who have loved 

« you, even from my Cradle, do I wifh your 

41 Death ! Ah 1 if it is poflible that you can re- 

** ally think fo> do not delay mine one Moment ; 

*< Life ib odious to me, if the great Qfman y whom

Jphendina was fo lovely in her Sorrow, and her 
modeft Looks foftened fo effectually what her 
Love, forced her to fay, that Of man could not 
refift them. He rais'd her up the very Minute 
Ihe had fallen at his Feet, and held her Hands, 
to prevent her doing; the fame again; and not 
being able fufficientfy to exprefs his Repentance 
for having grieVd her by Words fijfficiently, 
Sharp, he kept his Eyes long fixed upon hers 
without uttering a finete Syllable ; But this dumb 
Language was infinitely more Eloquent than the 
bed chofen '^Expreflions. At laft, forcing himfelf 
to break Silence. ** Adorable Jphendina y fa id 
*« he, forgive mc my Defpair ; I will no longer 
u queftion yourTendernefs; but, continued he, 
« 4 with a deep Sigh, What then would you, have 

» toe do T v j .. ■ 

Let 
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« Let yourHighneis love me, replied ftie, readi- 

« ly * let him permit me to devote my Heart wholly 
« to him; and let him exact from my Love only the 
" Confeftion I make thereof every Day ; fiace no 
" other Favours are confident with Virtue, as 
« they are not lawful. This is what I expe<± 
14 from my Emperor, and what I dare defire of 
« my dear Of mart- Let us love, my Lord, con- 
<* turned flic tenderly, for the fole Pleafure of 
« loving. If my Love was attended with Am- 
*< bition, I would accept, without Hefitation,. 
" the Honour, you think you do me ; I would 
4< go into the Seraglio , and brave the Pride of 
" the Sultana Queen ; I fhould enjoy the Term. 
(i of my Happinefs, as fhe has enjoyed her's, with- 
" out troubling my felf about its Continuance. 

11 Rut, my Lord, 'tis not the Emperor I love;. 
tl it is Ofman ; and not being able to poffefs hirn 
" alone without Fears, and without Rivals, I 

leave them the Monarch, and will only referve 
{t myfelfthe Lover; I want neither Grandeur,. 
" nor Riches, my own Rank fatisfies my Pride, 
M but your Heart alone can fatisfy my Love". 

The amorous Emperor, whofe Soul was no left 
generous than Jpbcndwas, could not forbear 

convinced 
er, he left 

her vet more enamoured than when he entered^.

jfphevdina having informed the Mufty of this 
Convcrfation, that he might endeavour to dilpel 
the Sultan's Sadnefs, he began to be actually a- 
fraid, this Prince would atlaft havcRecourfe to 
til Authority ; and having obftrvedbimibtfome 

B 5 Days 
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Days afterwards, to remain (till pen five, and e~ 
ven to behave with a fort of Coldnefs to him, 
he dreaded left he ihould take ibme violent Re^ 
folution. Struck with this Thought, he commu- 
nicated it to his Daughter, who not being able to 
fuffer, even in her Father, a Sufpicion that was 
injuftice to Ofmans Glory, fpared no Pains to 
put it out of his Head. 

«* What ! my Lord, faid flie, is it poffible, 
•' that having educated this Prince, and that 
« being privy to the Bottom of his Heart, from 
" his moft tender Infancy, you fhould believe 
*« him capable of rendering himfelf unworthy of 
41 your virtuous Inft ructions? Which ofhisA&i- 
** ons, induce you.to judge fo ill, of the inimitable 
u moft virtuous Monarch that ever yet filled 
the Ottoman Throne ? Has he ever yet done 
<l any Thing contrary, to the Principles which 
44 you have inftilled into him 1 Do you fee him 
" form any cruel, unjuft, or bloody Defigns \ 
* l What greater Proof can lie give of the Exccl- 
41 lence of his Soul, than the Care he takes of 
"the Education of his Brorhers, and the Af- 
*« fection he has fliown them 1 Far from taking 
" away their Lives, according to the barbarous 
" Cuftom of his Predeceflbrs, he only endea- 
# « vours to render them worthy to fecond him, 
" in the glorious Defigns, which he is continually 
** forming for the Grandeur of the Empire ; and 
" abhorring the inhuman Policy of his Family, 
•« he refolves only to imitate the Virtues of the 
« Great Ottmm from ^hom hfc derives -his.au- 
" guft Origin. Such, my Lord, fucht Ifl Ofman } 
« and if you are afraid that Love will m?Jkc hip> 
*« derogate from flich noble Sentii^0|i^ inow to 

*« remove jtcJur JBVws, that atfw jtWfo^gjb* 
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« violence of his Paflion, notwithftanding his* 
<* being pofleiVd of abiblute Authority, he has- 
« never laid any Thing to JjhctAh Daughter, that 
** could make her blufh at his Affection. Com- 
« pole your felf, therefore, my Lord, purfued 
« the charming A$htn&ma y if the Emperor is 
" pen five and if he lliews you any Coldnefs, it 
« is wholly owing to the Situation of his Heart, 
u for his JEfteem towards us is not in the leaft 
« diminished". 

The Mrfty, who r in his Soul, did the Sultan 
the fame JulHce as his Daughter, and had only 
ihflered himfelf to be rnifled by Fear ; becaufp- 
he could not conceive, how a Prince of fuch an 
Age, could put fuch a Conftraint upon himfelf> 
to forbear majcing ufe of all his Power to fatisfy 
a violent PalTioo,. yielded to her Reafons ; and 
refolved not to fav any Thing to this Prince, thar 
could give him Koom to think, he had taken any 
Notice of his pretended Change, but to behave; 
to him as ulual. 

But whilft the Mtftf, and dphendir:a y judged 
fo rightly of this Emperor's real Temper, tfye 
Sera flic , contained fome Perfons who were not ft* 
well afte&ed to him ; and notwithftanding their 
being perfectly well acquainted with the un- 
common Virtues of this Prince, their Hatred, 

Jeajpufy, and Ambition, would not fufler them 
to icfgefl: him. 

%c &lt*ntfi Klefem, whom Ofinans 
^.ft^4jtfe;inthe Stragthy to take Care of the 
JEldvvCf^iiQtKipf his Btbt hers,, having not beheld, 
WWte^'JS©¥y> his Advancement to the Empire, 
^||$^^ to.deftroy him, and 
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place her Son Arrwrath upon the Throne* was no 
fooner informed of the Honours he had caufed to 
be paid the Muftfs Daughter, than lhe took an 
extreamGtre, to excite againft her, the Hatred 
and Jealoufy of alt the Ladies in the Straglio ; 
And as ihe was not ignorant of the Murmim' of 
the Janizaries, and the Emperor's Oath to punift 
them for their Bafenefs, fhe would not let (lip (b 
fair an Occafion to put in Execution her pernici- 
ous Defign. 

To this End, fhe kt at Work feveral of her 
Emiflarics, to exafperare this Body of Troops yet 
more againft him, by giving them to underttend, 
*hat this Prince having been higWy offended at 
their Diibbedience would never forgive it them. 
The JaniZAtitSy ftruck with this Thought, which 
the exceffive Severity of their j4ga*$ t who puniflied 
the leaft Offence with Death, feemed to confirm ro 
thenvfvere inlenfibly wrought up to a Spirit of Se 
dition, and the Continuance of thefe daily Punifh 
xnents, increafed it yet higher ; infomuch that 
they no longer did their Duty without murmur- 
ing ; crying openly, that Qfman laviifted fllame- 
fiiliy the Blooa of the Mujfulmen without Reafoir, 
and only to fatisfy his Cruelty and Caprice. 

Kiofim being informed of this DifafTe&ion, re- 
folved to fpread it likewiie all over the Empire ; 
and as during h«r great Intereft in Jchmet^ 
Reign, fhe had placed Numbers of her Crea- 
tures in the beft fofts of the Empire, who 
were intirefy devoted to her Service, and whom 
die Emperor O/w/iwthad kept in their Employ* 
ments, ou^ of Refpcdk to his Falhcr^ (h&rqmrif 
to make Uft of them againft him. AccOlrdi%!y 

ftc feat avfay various Pcrfon?> whole Flcfchty 

was 
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'was well known to her, to every Place where 
her Creatures where in Poft^ to inform them of 
the Difcontcnts of the Soldiery, and to add, that 
the People were yet more diffatisfied than they; 
befides which, they were to fubjoin a thoufand 
Falfhoods concerning Ofmans Character, and In- 
capacity for Government. 

All thefe Calumnies worthy of the worft of 
Women, were inftantly fpread abroad, without 
her appearing to have any Hand therein, fo well 
had fhe concerted her Meafures ; laviihing her 
Treafures among her Emiflaries, that they might 
take Care to procure her new Creatures, in every 
Province, where they rambled to publifh their 
fmpofture*. 

At length, Things were carried fo far, that 
the Brother of a Sangiack of Syria, who had been 
one of Kiofems Domefticks, arriving at Damafcus y 
broke out into Inve&ives againft the Govern- 
ment, in the Prefence of feveral Perfons of Di£ 
tin&iori*; the two Brothers turning into Ridicule 
the Polijb Expedition, and (paring neither the Em- 
peror, nor his GrandFivtr, of whom they faid all 
that the blackeft Calumny could invent. 

Thefe Afperfions were repeated fo often, that 
at laft they reached the Earof the Bajfa of Damaf- 
cut> who in the Beginning defpifed thefe Slan- 
ders : But their perfifting' there in having opened 
his ?yes, he judged that this, deliberate Malice, 
againft a Prince who was the Darling of his Peo- 

Slfej could only proceed from a premeditated De- 
gn; both igainft hirn and' the State ; the rather 
%?8&(e thi* Baffa, who was one of the mofrun- 
4**i*atri*ng:Men of the Empire, had Oudy'd Qf. 
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:W## with a particlar Attention, when he joined 
•him in the Camp againft the Poles, and had found 
none but great Qualities in him, and a thoufand 
Virtues, without Allay ; This devoted him fo 
ftrongly to that Prince, that 'twas piercing him to 
the Heart, to jay,or think any 111 of him. Where- 
fore to difc over the Source of fo many Lies, he 
caufed the two Brothers to be ieized ; who ha- 
ving been fe pa rate iy examined > were found fo 
guilty, that they were put to the Rack ; and died 
iSn the moft exquifite Torments ; without its be- 
ing ever poflible to make them confefs, who 
were the Perfbns who employed them. 

But the Proceedings having been tranfroitted 
to the Porte, the Sufoicion fell wholly upon Qfaim t 
fecond Ftzier y who in the End bore all the Pu- 
nifliment; the inhuman Kiofem taking Care to 
confirm every one therein, without feeling -any 
Remorfe, at the Innocents fullering the Pains 
Jue.only to her Grimes. 

All thefe Rumours, however, as well as the 
Difcourfc, and Murmurs of th^Jtnizariej, were not 
•known by Ofmati, till long after, the Grand-ViZM 
Dilaver^ having employed his utmoft Care, and 
Authority to deftroy them. This was the more 
eafy for him, as thefe Slanders had not made the 
kaft Impreflion, upon any Perfonof Diftin&ion, 
nor even upon the .fyxfy of the People ; the for- 
jner being near at Jfand itO;obftrve all the Vir- 
tues of this Monarch, and the latterilovsng him 
-even to Adoration.

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deviated from what that prefcribed him, not 
even in the Height and Ardour of his Love ;. 
which having made him form a very bold De- 
fign, did not, however, induce him to put it in 
Execution, without conMting Perfons capable of 
giving him fuch Lights, as the Excefs of his Love 
mi^ht have made him over fee. 

Wherefore, he fummofted the Grand Vixitt^ 
the Captain B$a$ or High Adrriral, the Kaima* 
tarty or Governor of Conftanttncrpie y and the Ag<* 
of the JanazaritS) Colonel General of all the 
Infantry, vhich are the four chief Pofts of the 
Empire : He fummon'd likewife the Kifler-Jgajy^ 
who was an Officer of Importance in whom his 
Father repofed an entire Confidence, The firft 
four of thefe Minifters had had their Employ- 
ments conferr'd on them by Ofman> who knew 
their Capacities, and therefore loved them ; and 
as he had an Efteem for the K\fkr-Agafy % he 
fummoned him alfo to this Cabinet Council. 

Thefe five Perfons then having haftened to 
obey his Orders, he led them into his Clofet, 
and told them, that he had not fummoned them 
as Emperor, but as his Friends, to whom he 
wanted to communicate an Afiair which regard- 
ed himfelf perfonally, and about which he wa* 
willing to confult them. This Difcourfe, which 
prepared them for fbmething extraordinary, gave 
them fome Surprfce; but they made no other 
Anfwer then by bowing very low, to tcftify 
their Submiffton ; whereupon Ofman y after ha- 
ving paus'd a Moment, fpoke to them as follow*.

" of this mutual Affection, I am not a jet 
** the more Happy. u4pheridwa t whofe Beauty 
11 has no Equal, is yet a thoufand Times more 
** virtuous than ihe is beautiful : All my Ser- 
w vices, my Prayers, and my moft advantageous 
** Offers, have never been able to induce her 
u to enter my Seraglio , and enjoy the Honours 
«* I would there have render'd her ; the Thought 
** thereof alarms her Virtue ; flie loves me, bat 
** ihe loves her Honour yet better; And I own 
" to your Faces, that thefe Sentiments have 
u devoted mc a thoufand Times more to her, 
** than ail the Luftre of her Beauty. I know 
44 the Extent of my Power* and that with one 
M Word I can make my felf obey'd ; ,but inei- 
** ther can nor will have Recourfe to my Au- 
M thoriry, a gain ft the Daughter of the M#y> 
u Such an Aft of Violence ibits fa little with 
€t my Temper, that, it has never Co mtfefeas 
u - entcr'd my Thought* on any of Afjfaj^ 9 * 
» Denials.. More charm'd with hcr,r^t&p> 
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" than with her Beauty, I have chofe rather to- 
4 * imitate them, than to endeavour to force 
" her; but as I find, that I cannot live fatisfidd 
<* without enjoying her, I have formed a Dtfign

" I am not ignorant of the Law made by the 
Divan, during the Troubles, which the Chil- 
dren of Bajazet excited in the Empire ; but I 
" know likewiie, that this Law has never been 
«' juftified by any of my Predeceflbrs ; and that 
" the illuftrious Ottoman, Founder of the Em- 
" pi re, his Son Orcan y Amurath I. and Baja&t y 
41 enter'd each of them into the Marriage State. 
H I am inform'd, that the Divan did not make 
° this Law, but upon a Report that after the 
« Lofs of the Battle of Srv*s y which *Tamerlane y 
u great Cham of fTartary, gain'd over the toov 
" unfortunate Bajazet, when this Prince, and 
il almoft all his Court were taken Prifoners; 
•* that the barbarous Tamerlane being at Table 
44 with Bajazety and the Empreis his Conform 
11 of the Blood of the FaUohgws, had the Cru- 
11 city to command that Prince fs to rift, bring 
H his Cup, and fill him fome Drink ; and that 
'twas affirmed this Affront Chine Bajazet more 
fenfibly, than all the Rigours of his Captivity : 
<c But this Adventure was never well proved ; 
41 and it was without examining well into it, 
** that the Divan made this Law, to which even 
Awutaib II. paid no Regard , fince he mar- 
ried the eldeft Daughter of the Dtfpet of 
u Servia, of the fame Family of the PaUokgues : 
Neither did Soliman, II. pay greater Sub- 
niiffion thereto, "having firft fct Roxolito* free 
fi?onS ; his Sovereign Authority, and afterwards 

ituufrytt her.

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« Neverthelefs, I will not conclude an Affair 
<( of this Importance, without taking your Ad- 
u vice thereon : I efteem your Counfels, and 
** notwithftanding the Violence of my Love, 
« be affured that I will receive them as Proofs 
" of your Zeal and Affection for me, however, 
*« you ihall determine. 

The B/tjfas, who during Of mans Difcourfe, 
had admired his Addreis, in pointing out to 
them the Difficulties, wherewith they might have 
combated the Examples which juftified him in 
following his Inclinations ; finding that he had 
ailed ged himielf all that they could have an- 
fwer'd, and knowing befides, by the Fire that 
animated his Words, that his Love would get 
the better of all Reafons to the contra*)-, 
judg'd each of them within himfelf, that it 
would be to no Purpofe to attempt to divert him 
from a Defign, whjch he had forra'd upon fuch 
mature Reflexion. Wherefore, as foon as he 
had done fpeaking, tr^ey began by giving hb 

Thanks for the Confidence where wh he ho 
nour'd them, adding, that they could not too 
rauch«4mire his Prudence, on fuch Qcca/ions, 
wherein ^commonly Princes of his Age glory 'd in 
having none ; ana that, in ftort, the Misfortunes 
alone of £ajazet's Reign, having given Birth to 
the Law, which was not favourable to his Dc- 
fires, the Happinefs that might beejpefted under 
his, might juftify bim in tranfgrefung ir ; and 
that with fo much the lefs Difficulty, as he might 
be well affured, that neither Ottoman, Q.mn> tlie 
:firft or fecond AmutAfh or Selimmlh .wh° rc 
{Examples he was inclined tp fajjotfi! hajl ever 

been more beloved, more hon<nw7J> *tf m° rc 

ieai'M 
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fear'd than his Highnefs, for bis numberlefs 
Virtues. 

This Anfwer gave the Sultan an extream Plea- 
fure, which he teftify'd by a thoufand Marks of 
his Benevolence, and by entering with them in- 
to a familiar Converfation, wherein he difplay'd 
Graces that were peculiar to himfclf; and difc 
cover'd fuch a furprifing Wit and Penetration, 
that they were in Raptures when they heard 
him. Then enjoyning them the ftri&eft Se- 
crefy, not being willing that the Mufty y or his 
Daughter, lhould be made acquainted with his 
Intentions but by himfelf, he difmifs'd them ; 
treating them with fuch difttnguifh'd Goodnds 
as fo much aftefted them, that they unanimoufly 
agreed, there could not be a Prince either more 
lovely, more worthy to be beloved, or more 
capable of gaining the moft difficult Points. 

The very next Morning Of man went to the 
Mnft/s Palace ; but on going in, he put on fuch 
a grave and ferious Air, that it gave Jphendma 
feme Uneafineis. The Sultan omerved it, and 
refolving that Day to revenge himfelf agreeably 
for all the Trouble his Love had caufed him, he 
joined to this fevere Carriage fome Words.' that 
were much more fo.

11 her, before the Mufiy ; your Denials have 
t( brought me to fuch a violent pals, that I can 
11 no longer make any Rcfolutions which are not 
11 fo.

*« fovereign Pleafure ; but at the fame Infant, 

u by putting an End to my Life, I fliall knew 

** how to punifli my felf, for having infpired the 

*' greateft Monarch in the "World with fuch un» 

41 worthy Sentiments. 

O/man, who obferved her attentively all the 
while flie was fpeaking, taking Notice that ftc 
grew pale, and believing he already faw hn 
expire, trembled in bis Turn ; and immediately 
throwing off his Diffimulation, and following 
$ only the Dictates of his Love : <* No, no, cry'd 
v ** he, with Precipitation, you fliall not die, ray 
•* deareft Jtjhendina> my sentiments are always 
worthy of your tendereft Affe&ion ; You fliall 
indeed, jgo into the Seraglio, but fo far fhall 
you be from entering it as a Slave, that you 
14 fliall only enter it as my Equal, by fliaring 
«* my Tyrone ; in a Word, you fhall enter it 
41 as my Wife. And you, my dear JJbady con- 
" tinued he, turning to the Mu[ty % you, whom I 
4 « have always called Father, become fo in Rea- 
** lity by this illuftrious Alliance ; let it be your 
u Haopinefi, as it is about to compleat my 
•« Felicity ; and from this Day no longer look 
11 upon JfhftitHna, but as your Emprefi. 

Never was Surprize greater than that of the 
beauteous Aphtndlna \ the Mtfty andjflie would each 
have proftrated thcmfclves at the Saltan's Feet ; 
but he prevented them : And the Love and Joy 

which 
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which fparklcd in his Face, having reftored 
Tranquility to the Minds of the Father and 
Daughter, they each of them exprefs'd their 
Gratitude and Affe&ion in the livelieft Terms, 
and return'd him Thanks for this glorious Proof 
of his Goodnefs and Efteem. 

The Mffyt who had long had this exalted 
Rife in View, and had flattered himfelf with 
the Hopes thereof, from the Moment he had an 
Infight into Ofman s Temper, was not fo much 
aftonifhed thereat as Afthmima ; all his Surprize 
being confin'd to the Suddennefs of the Refolu- 
tions, and the Secrefy he had obferved therein ; 
but as for Jphendha, fhe was fo much the more 
amazed thereat, as flie had never railed her 
Thoughts to this eminent Degree of Grandeur ; 
all her Ambition being confined to the fole Hap- 
pinefs of being beloved by the Prince ihe ador'd ; 
and this perfedfc Difintereftednefs was fo deeply 
rooted in her Heart, that her Nicenefs making 
her fear, the Sultan ftiould think her Refiftance 
had been only defign'd to bring him to this 
Point, Ihe juftified herfelf with a Modefty (b 
full of Charms, that Ofman could not prevail on 
himfelf to interrupt her, by Reafon of the Plea- 
sure he took in hearing her, altho' he was fully 
allured ot the Candour of her Sentiments. 

* 

At laft, after having allow'd a fufficicnt Time 
to the firft Emotions caufed by this extraordi- 
nary Event ; Ofman and Jplendina, more ena- 
mour'd than ever with each other, broke out 
mutually into the moft tender and paflSonate Ex- 
prcflipns that Love could di&ate ; and the Sal- 
tan being willing to delay his Happineli as little 
as poffiblc, left her only to confidcr of the proper 

Prcpara- 
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Preparations Ar this auguft Ceremony. Accord- 
ingly he gave effectual Orders, that nothing 
fhould be wanting to the Magnificence of fo 
great a Solemnity ; wherein he was ib punctually 
obey'd, that in a Fortnight every Thing was 
prepared to his Defires. 

The Report hereof being diffufed abroad in 
the Seraglio and the City, there was not one who 
did not approve of this Prince's Choice. The 
Divan defircd tuey might be permitted to con- 
gruculare the Suit fin thereupon ; which being 
granted, thej/ waited on him, and without fo 
much as mentioning the Law againft it, extoli'd 
and applautled this illuftrious Match; TheGi- 
Mlesktm aiJo, with the /mans, and other Doftors 
of the Law, had the fame Honour. Thefe Proofs 
of their Zeal gave the Emperor an extream Plea- 
fure ; but what crown 'd his Satisfaction was, rhe 
hearing that all Confi antinople refounded with the 
Names of Of man and Jphendina^ and that the 
News having reach'd the fartheft Provinces, the 
whole Empire extoli'd his Wifdom, and cry'd 
him up beyond any of his Prcdeceflbrs. 

At laft, all Meafures being taken for thii 

S;reat Solemnity, it was proclaim'd the Day be- 
ore, by the Firing of the Cannons. of the Seraglio, 
and the City Ramparts, which were continually 
anfwer'd by thofe of the Arfcnal, of Pera, and 
the Veflels and Caftles on both Sides of the Bcf- 

phorus. The fame Day the Sultan fent his Pre- 
icnts, which were of ineftimable.Valne, .to the 
Mtftys D.iughrer, by the Kaimacan, ;#lpn thi* 

" " Q&onii had 
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The next Day, the two Cadileskievs, the Cadis, 
and fe ve ral Imam, with the whole Divan, went to 
the^/f/y's Palace. The High-Tr&Uurer, the 
' filler -Jgafy, and the four principal white Eu- 
nuchs of the Seraglio repaired thitiier alio with 
a pompous Retinue ; and the Sultan himfelf, to 
whom the leaft Delay was now become intoler- 
able, going thither likewiie, that his Prefen'ce 
might cut oft ieveral Ceremonies, and the Affem- 
bly being compleat, Jphendina entered the Room, 
magnificently drefled, and her Face covered with 

a Veil. 

Then the two Cad'tUskim read aloud the Che- 
tin or Patent, whereof Cure had been taken that 
it fhould be iu the beft Form that was poffible, 
and wherein the Emperor Ofmdn declared, that 
Jphendha JJhada was free, and abfolute Miftrcfs 
of her own Will ', that he received her as his 
Wife; that he affigned her a Million of Sufta- 
niiis out of his Demefhes for her Dowry, and 
that he endowed her with the like Sum, it being 
the Cuftom in <7wfy, for Husbands to -give Por- 
tions to their Wives. 

This being r>ad, theJAffy preftnted to the two 
Lovers the Book of the Jlcoran , out of Which they 
were made to repeat albud ftveral Pray Ufa and 
Engagements to which theif Law obliged rn'cfita : 
This done, Ofman and Jpbefidiva laid theif Ha8d* 
upon the Book, and pr6rnife<rtoutually ro obfeVtfC 
the LzM 0pi>taihed therein; arid t6 defeatf tfepi

Thefe Words werefeyeral Times repeated in the 
Miftys Palace, a qdiMfa thence were communi- 
cated throughout thSSjl^ After this Ceremo- 
ny, during all whibfi/fcWwrf* had feemed tranf- 
Krted with a Joy f which his grave ^ mpdeft 
rportment could hot wholly Conc^il fl he gave 
fill! Scope thereunto, and approaching 'Jpbendins 

Wore a)l the illuftrious Aflembly : " At laft then, 
1 ' faid 
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ftid he, with an Air full of Charms, c< My 
« dearcft J-phendina y I may prociuim the entire 
« Love 1 bear you, without forcing a Blufh from 
« your Cheek* : No, added .e, turning to the 

( < whole Affembly, my H-aypineLs could not have

At thefe Words, >he Acclamations were renew* 
cd, and the mcu«,ll Jphendiva returned an An- 
swer, with equa.Submiiiion and Tenderneis ; after 
which the Emperor retired, and all Thoughts 
were bent on conducting the E m pre fs to the; 
Scraglioy which, was done, in the following Order. 
A thoufand young Jiv;iz.aYies ) who had been 
chofen out from the m^ft comely amongft that 
Corps, were at the Head of this porr* f.-u.s Procef- 
fion ; fix Bajfas magnificently drefleUj jad mount- 
ed on (lately Couriers, came after rhem, attended 
by their Slaves very richly habited ; then, at a 
certain Diitance, followed the EitrirSy or DeJcen- 
dants of the Prophet Mahomet ; after them came 
the two Carfilf skiers, rhe Cadis> the Imay:s, and 
fever al Superiours of the Santons and Dervtfcs, 
who are a Sort of Mahometan Monks. 

Thefe were followed by all the [him of the 
Dfoan y covered with Cloth of Gold and Jewels, 
and mounted upon white Horles, to teftif) their 
""*" mr.

Tale' hung down to the Ground, and adorned 
with r^yal Trappings. 

Behind him followed fevcral Slaves, dreffed in 
white Sattin, carrying three great lighted Tor- 
ches, or* Virgin-Wax, and of an extraordinary 
Height and Bigne's, full of Gold Plates, and pre- 
cious Stones ;' after them came the Kflar-Je^ 
accompanied with a great "Number of Officcis, 
defigned for the Service of the Emprefs. Tlten 
appeared four large Canopies, two of Crimfon, 
and two of blue Velvet, and covered with Pearls 
and Emeralds, which were only for State ; but 
Ibme Diftance after, was brought a Fifth, by ft- 
veral Black Eunuchs which caft fuch a Lu litre, by 
Reafon ofthevaft Quantities of Gold and pic\oim 
Stones whereviih it was imbellifhed, that it 
dazzled the Eye : It had Crimfon Curtains that 
hung down to the Ground, and drew cloie on 
every Side, under which the Eniprels rode on a 

moft beautiful Courier. 

After this followed her Coach drawn by eight 
white Horfes, which was fo rich in Jewels, rhat 
one would have thought they had ranfacked the 
Eajly for Pearls and other precious Stones to a- 
dorn it : The Harnefs were of Crimfon-Silk, and 
Gold, the Bits of Silver, and the Buckles and 
Boffcs of the Bridles of pure Gold. 

This was fallowed by eight other Coaches, 
filled with Odtrltsks, of an uncommon JJeauty, 
having Black Eunuchs on each Side, magnifi- 
cently ^drefled and mounted. After tbcfe came 

a 
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a hundred young vSlaves, as handfome as the 0~ 
dalisks, mounted upon white Horfes, -all dreffed- 
in white Sattin adorned with Ribbons of different 
Colours, and wearing a fort of Cap, to which 
was fattened a Plume of Feathers enriched -with 
Diamonds, part of their Hair being tyed up* 
and parr playing upon their Shoulders: Five Hun- 
dred Spalis dole the Cavalcade. 

This pompous Proceffion pafTed through great 
Part of the City, accompanied by the Shouts of 
an infinite Number of People, and arrived at the 
firft Gate of the Seraglio ; where the Sultan on 
Horfcback, attended by hb principal Officers, 
was waiting the Em pre is \s Coming. They then 
croiTed all the fpacious Courts of this vaft palace, 
where the Acclamations redoubled, wbilft all the 
Cannon were dheharged. Asfoon as the Empreis 
was arrived, at the Bottom of the Stair-Cafe be- 
longing to the Appartmen s appointed fur her, 
Of man himfelf helped her to dilmount, and be- 
ing willing to give this Part of iris Sub.ccns, the 
Satisfaction of feeing this Prince is, contrary to 
the jealous Cultom of the forks, he caufed the 
Curtains of the Canopy to be drawn, that as ihe 
got off her Horfe, Hie midit be feen on all Sides. 
Jpher.dwa v\ould have failen at his Feet, but he 
prevented her, and taking her by the Hand, lifted 
up the Veil which hid her Face, and difcovcred 
to ail their Eyes that prodigious Beauty, of which 
no Heart could be inicitfjbk ; tit en raiting his 
Voice : Ah>jft*lnifn n laid hc,o;/oy for thefrfi Tim** 
tie Happ'wffs to Lvhold your fcwprrfs ; yc t ti h t \w al-

C l After 
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After thefe Words, he again let fall the Veil 
of Jphcndwa, whole tranfcendentCharms, tall, fine, 
ana nmjeftick Shape, Svvccrnefs, and uncommon 
Mod city, tranfported the Spectuors with fuch Ad- 
miration, that not being able to find Words to 
exprcls themfelvcs, tliey broke out every Moment 
in 10 Shouts that pierced the Skies; and a.sibon as 
they could utter themielvcs, it was only to repeat 
a thoufand Times, long live our invincible Emperor, 
and cm incomparable Enrprrjs, Of man then con- 
ducted her into the Apartment prepared for her, 
whole Magnificence is not to be deicribed : \w 
fhort, it was fuch, that the Bcrjfaa whom the 
Sultan had retained with him, could not forbear 
being fur prized at the elegant Fancy of this 
young Monarch, who had ordered and managed 
every Thing himfelf, not having referred the 
Care thereof to any one. 

This Prince's Joy was then Co pcrfe£c, that it 
dil]layed itielf in all his Actions ; never had the 
great: Officers of ids Court feen him of ih free 
and aftabSc an Air ; (biting with lingular Art, the 
Majefty of his Rank, to the Familiarity w here- 
with he was willing to honour them : It is like- 
wife certain they all loved him to paffionately, 
that riiey would have facrificed themfelves for 
him. At Night, there were Illuminations all o- 
ver the Seraglio, with feveral Fireworks in thofe 
fjmptuous Gardens- The Sultan gave llkewlfe a 
rcagnificcnt Entertainment to his principal Mi- 
ni Iters. The whole City of Confiantinople was illumi- 
nated, the Shops were all open, and fet oft* with 
the richeft Furniture the Owners could provide, 
befides vaft quantities of Torches and Tapers, 
vhofu Light being reflected by Numbers of 

Cbyftd 
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Chryftul Branches, and Glafles, made a moft 

glorious Day of a mo ft obicure Night. 

All the Places on the other Side the Bofphrus 
were likewife illuminated to the btft Advantage ; 
bat what aftorded a Siglit at once terrible and a- 
grceable was, to fee theSea covered with Fire works, 
representing the largeft Sea-Monftets combating 
each other, and throwing Flumes from their 
Mouths and MofTrlls, with fuch a dreadful Ko~ 
lie, that all the Shore refounded therewith; which 
together with the Thunder of the Cannon that 
were continually firing, (truck the Mind with 
a fort oi Terror, that one could not mailer. 

Thefe Rejoicings la fled about three Weeks* 
during which Cor»pa?itincpIe put on every Day a 
new Face ; the great Officers, arid the People, 
{hiving equally to fignalize their Joy : And what 
was very admirable was, that during all thefe Rejoy- 
cings, not the lcaft Diiturbance happened, nor 
the lcaft Quarrel * the Turks being the fworn Ene- 
mies of all Diforders, obferve fuch an exa6t Dil- 
cipline in their civil Government, and are fo fe~ 
vere, that thofc who tranfgrefsit arepunifhed im- 
mediately upon the Spot, without any Mercy. 
The fame Rejoicings were likewife celebrated in 
all the Provinces of the Empire, Orders having 
been difpatched for that Purpofe, long before the 
Day of this Ceremony. 

As foon as the Sultan had conducted the Em- 
prefs into her Apartment, all the Ladies of the 
Seraglio waited upon her, to have the Honour of 
killing her Hand. The artful Kb/cm was at their 
Head ; and although flic was ready to burft with 
Envy and Malice, as well as the others, as flie 

11 * \i*s 
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was a Miftrefs of Dxflimulation to the higheft De- 
gree, no one knew any Thing that patted in her 
Heart. The virtuous J-phewd'ma received her 
Congratulations, with the lame Sincerity m fhe 
thought flic obferved in that wicked Woman, 
who to conceal her inward Rage, did not ferupie 
letting an Example to the others, by falling at the 
EmpreiVs Feet. Hereupon the Prince is, who 
knew the Rank and Authority fhe held during 
ufchmefs Life, railed her up immediately, and 
embraced her with great Goodnefs. All the 
other Odalhk's did the like, and the Em pre ft 
fhe wed each of them a thoufand Marks of £- 
ftecm. But the young Adirza^ who, but two Days 
before, was ftiii Sultana Queen, and that Moment 
loft her Title, her Rank and the Heart of Of- 
man for ever, did not approach dphepd/na, but 
with Sorrow ; and as fhe made no Halle to pay 
her Rival thofe Honours which pierced her Soul, 
ihc was the laft who kifled her Hand. 

The Suit aw fs Khfem> who named them one 
after another to the Emprefs, having prefentcd to 
her Aftrza? who drew near, with a trembling Step, 
and her Veil half down, to hide the Tears which 
trickled down her Cheeks, Aphendha was moved 
therewith, and touched with a generous Pity. 
Wherefore, flic no Iboner faw her humble hcr- 
frlf lb far, as to offer to kneel down, than fhe 
prevented her, by reaching out her Hand, which 
thedifconfblatc Sultana killing, let fall a Shower 
of Tears thereon, which fhe could not re (train. 
But the Emprefs, far from relenting this Grief, 
6n a Day when nothing but Joy was talked of, 
exprcflcd only the more Goodnefs to this unfor- 
tunate Lover ; giving her a thoufand tender Ca- 

rcflcs 
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reffes, and endeavouring to comfort her by the 
moil obliging Looks and Expre (lions. 

A Procedure fo full of Charms, wrought part- 
ly the EiVect ftie expected in Ajir%a» Heart; the 
young Snltava y fenhble of the particular Proofs 
.the gave her of a fincere Kindnefs, loit the Ha* 
tred flie had conceived againft her, and joining 
to her Aftonii"hmenr, at thu Prince \s s dazzling 
Beauty, the greateft Admiration of her Wit, 
Sweetnefs of her Temper, and Sympat hiring in 
the Sorrows of her Rival, fhe could not refuie 
her the Prailes flic fo much deferved ; and with- 
out ccafing to love Ofman> and to be defperately 
afflicted at hk Lois, ihe conceived a real Friend - 

ihip lor the incomparable sfplerhiha. 

When all the Ceremonies of the Day were o- 
ver, the new married Pair again came together ; 

and never did two Hearts tenderly united, bet- 
ter know the Value of their HappineU, than 
this auguft Couple. The Day after this happy 
Night, the Emperor ordered an Eutcrtuiament 
on the Bofphomi. The Vcil'cls wherein this Prince 
and theEmprefs were themielves> with Part of the 
Ladies of the Seraglio, was gilt even to the Wa- 
ter, as w*ll as the Oars \ the Cords ot the Tack- 
ling were all of Silk and Gold, the Malls gilt, 
and filled with Devices and Cyphers, wherein, 
the Names of Of man and Jphendim were inter- 
woven a hundred different Ways ; and the Sails 
were Silk, and of a deep Crimibn, which being 
the Stiltons favourite Colour, none betides dure uic 
it. To com pie at the Pomp of this magnificent 
VeiTel, it was (leered by the Baft*wgi Bftjfai or 
Chid of the Gardiners (an Office of great Im- 
portance among the &i<r$i) who, as has been bc- 

C 4 fore 
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fore obferved, has alone rhe Right to be Pile* 
to the Grand $?gxior y when he takes the Air on 
the Bofphorus ', and all the Rowers and Sailor^ 
were young i el eft Bojlapgis, drcffed in Silk of 
various Colours. 

Divers other VcfTels, magnificently equipt, 
attended the Grand Sigmor y in which were all the 
great Otficcrs of the Pcrte Never did any Thing 
rnorc gallant or more fplcndid appear upon that 
Sea ; ail the Baffas having difHnguifhed them- 
felvcs, by ftriving to out-do each other, in fome 
pa rtk u 1 a r M a gn ifi ce nee . A t t he fa me Ti me the 
Emperor Ofman, being willing to give all hij 
Subjc&sfreih Marks of his Confidence and Good- 
nefs, had deli red the Emprcfs to throw a fide Iter 

Veil, which Hie did as foon as the Veflcl began 
to move; fhe was fo richly dreffed, and fo well 
fet off with Diamonds, that it was hardly poffible 
to Support the Splendor wherewith fhe was fur- 
rounded ; but flic was fo exquifitively beauti- 
ful, that flic even out fliined her own Ornaments : 
And accordingly the enamoured Ofinati, beheld 
her with an Eye, wherein, Love, Joy, and Sa- 
tisfaction, were painted to the higheft Degree. 

On the other Hand, J[)her?dwa> who was now 
no longer retrained by vain Scruples, made a 
Suitable Return thereunto, by Looks full ofTen- 
derneSs and a thou fund ingaging Ways, which 
Sufficient] y fliewed without any A ftc elation, that 
in the mid ft of fo many Honours, and lb many 
Witncfles of her Grandeur, flie thought Of man 
alone, worthy of her Affection, or her Regard 
And indeed, it is certain, that they alone Surpaf- 
led each other in all that was great and lovely ■ 

The 
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The Emprefs had herfe If named the Ladies who 
were to be of this Party ; and as flie was entirely 
free from all Jealoufy , fhe had pitched npot the molt 
beautiful ; She intended alio to have had tliu 
charming J-.//^** i but that difeonfolate Suit am fa 
conjured her ib ftrongly to excufe her, that fhe 
preifed her no farther ; and as fhe perceived fome 
Alteration in her Looks, which fhewed fhe was 
indifpofed, fhe exprelfed a kind Concern thereat, 
and on leaving her de fired fhe would be careful 
of her Health, and be allured fhe would fpare no 
Pains to alleviate her Misfortune. So much 
Good nets entirely gained the Heart of M'irza y 
but nevertheless fhe ceafed not to be as unhappy 
as before ; for being unable to hate her Rival, or 
forbear loving her Emperor, the Struggle between 
Love and Friendfhip eauied her more Torments, 
than fhe could poflilly have furt'e red from Hatred 
and Revenge. 

Ofmari) who had been informed, what had 
palled between the Emprefs and Aftrza, found 
therein frefh Caufe for efteeming that Princefs 
more than ever \ neverthelefs he took not the 
Icaft Notice thereof to her, but was fb well plea- 
fed with it in his Heart, that he refolvcd to fhe w 
her his Acknowledgment by his Indifference 'to 
all that could give her any Umbrage. Accord- 
ingly he would not lb much as Name MWz,a s or 
inquire after her in any Manner; and although 
he faw very well flic had not accompanied the 
Emprefs, he afle&ed not to have taken any No- 
tice of it, ftudying only how to convince that 

Prinsef* of his Love and Fidelity. 

C j " After 
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After ir.joying the Pleafure of the Water for 
fo me Time, Of man ordered tin. Bcflawgi Bajja to 
itecr for Scutari., formerly Cakedoma y where he 
had jecrtdy prepared a magnificent Entertain- 
ment, with Dcfign to furprize the whole Court 
The Pulace aud Gardens of this delicious Piuce, 
lave heen fo much imbcllijlied by the Care of 
the Ottoman Emperors, that they have made it a 
a Tent (trial Paradifc, notwithfianding the Bar- 
rennnefs of the Soil. This was the delightful 
Manfion, appointed by Ofman> to give his Court 
a Tafte of that fweet Freedom, lb uncommon a- 
mong the Great, and fo unufual with the AJvfftil- 
wieriy when admitted to fliarc in the Pleafure of 
their Sovereign. The Sultan, whofc good Senie, 
andScniimcn's, were above the ceremonious For- 
malities nicpar.iblc from his Rank, and who en- 
deavoured to make himfelf as much beloved as 
fca red , was on i" his Oe c a f\ on a 1 1 G oo< 1 n e f s , G a icty> 
and A liability ; and whilft his Highncis was re- 
galing the great Officers of the Porte, the Em- 
prels with the Ladies of her Retinue, were fail- 
ed in another Room, with equal Magnificence. 
This Entertainment lafted till Night came on, 
•when this illuftrious Company reimbarked again, 
in order to return to Ccnjl/wtincfle> and entered 
the Seraglio by the Gate that opened to the Sea. 

Here they were again furprized with a new- 
Entertainment ; a multitude of Fireworks were 
played, off to Admiration, and as the Cap- 
tain Bajfa, or High Admiral paffed by, a Num- 
ber of Sea-Monfters, throwing out Flames on 
•11 Sides, came with the great Violence to attack 
his Vcflel. That Officer was not in the lead 

prepared for them, but judging that the Sultan 

had 
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had ordered it (b to take him unawares, and divert 
himieif the better, he humoured the Jeft. with a 
good Grace, and endeavoured ro give him all the 
neafurc he I lad hoped for. Accordingly he put 
himfelfina Puiture of Defl'nce, and ipared no 
Fdins, to render ilv: Combat wort ivy his Mailer's 
Attention- h laftcd almoft during all their Pal- 
ftge, with the great Appiaiiie of all this little 
FiCct, and great Marks of Satisfaction in the &/- 
tan, and his beauteous Conibrt. 

Next Day, his HighnclT: permitted all the Mi- 
nifters and Bajfas at the Porte, ro congratulate 
him on his Nuptials, at the Foot of his Throne. 
On this Occafiott again, one may judge of the Gran- 
deur of the Ottoman Monarch, by the Splendor 
and Magnificence of the Grandees of his Em- 
pire ; for not to mention the Grand ['izicr, or the 
three next great Officers of the fvrftf Soiinnw^ 
fisjjli of Efypty will alone fuiiice for a Proof there- 
of. This Bnjfa, who was one of tire bed made 
Men in the .Empire, entered the Smwlw f mount- 
ed upon a fine Jhnhian, whole Accoutre- 
ments were valued at a thoniand Chceuins * his 
Robes were covered with Pearls and Diamonds, 
which were fet oft with a graceful Peribn, that 
had at once an Air of Majefty, Sweetnefsand War. 
He was attended by twelve Hundred of his Houf- 
liold, richly dreiled, and mounted upon heautiful 
Mrahiani ; and he made the Sultan a Preftmt of a 
hundred thouland Sultanins, which are about half 
a Million of French Livres : The other Bajjas 

did the fame in Proportion to their Employr 
mencs. 

The following Days all the Orders of the Im- 
perial City had the la dm Honours ; but not one 

of 
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of them approached the Throne, without fome 
Pre lent ; it being the Law of the Seraglh, that 
no Body, whether a Foreign Ambailador, or 
Subject of the Empire, muft come near the Grant 
Signior, without a Pre fent worthy of his Highnejl, 
The Kejoycings for thefe Nuptials lafted twen- 
ty Days, during which, feveral Games and fine 
Shews were exhibited in the Hipprodome, and 
other pub lick Places of this great City, and 
the Emperor frequently honoured which with his 
Prefence. 

As this Prince, to all his other fine Qualities, 
was very grateful for any Service that had been 
done him, or any Friendship that had been fliown 
him, neither his Joy, his Pleafures, or hisGreat- 
nc§, made him tbvgtt y that F/itima y Wife to 
the Sangiac-leg of the Afcrea,had formerly exprei- 
fed for him the Affection of a Mother, and that 
he had loved her as if ftie had really been lb. 
"Wherefore not doubting but fhe would be over- 
joyed to fee him again, as well as the admirable 
jObhetidina^ who had paifed part of her Childhood 
with her, he wrote to her and the Sang\ac-heg of 
the Mote a to come to Cojiftantinople, This Proof 
oV Of mans Remembrance, gave Fatima ib much 
Plea lure, that fhe thought fhe could notfhewit 
better, than by her ready Obedience. Accord- 
ingly they loft not a Moment, and when they ar- 
rived at that Capital,, lent Notice thereof to the 
Stthany who immediately rlifpatchcd the Kijkt 
jigafy to KitimaiQ bring her to the Seraglio, where 
that Prince received her in the Emprcis's Apart- 
ment. 

As foon a* this Snltanefs ftw the Emperor, &e 
would have thrown hcrfclf at his Feet ; but Of 
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0/ip, reaching out his Arms, embraced her ten- 
derly, and culled her his Mother; after which 
leading her to the Empre's, who iikewife pre- 
vented her kneeling \ li Tnis my dor Faiima t 
** faid he, is the incomparable Jfhettdha f whole 
m Wit and Charms you have io often admired. I 
«* was willing to let you fhare a Moment in 
( < Happinefs flie makes me enjoy, to the 
w the End I might lhew you I have never tor- 
" gotten you • and although I am lenfible your 
" Stay in my Seraglio, will deprive the San- 
" pack of his greateft Delight, the Emprefs and I 
li could not retuie ourfelves the Satisfaction of 
< 4 keeping you with us fome Days." 

Fatima had been Co much darkled, with the 
Increafc of Aphendina and Ofman's Beauty, and 
took lb great a Plealure in beholding them, 
that Hie had not been able to find Words to ex - - 
prefs herfelf, but fuftered the Emperor to go on, 
without fo much as thinking of breaking Silence, 
feeming in a manner confounded, at the Sight 
of fo many Charms : But, at laft, feeing Ofma* 
expected her Anfwer. 

" My Lord, laid flie, your Highnefs eafily 
u fees the Reafon of my being Speechlefs, at 
l( thefe Teftimonies of your Goodnefs. In Ef* 
u feci:, continued fhe, with a charming Air, 
4< who can behold an Aflemblage of lb many 
u Beauties, in two auguft Objects, without being 
4t feized at once, with Love, Joy, and A.dmi- 
<( ration! I had rightly judged from your Infancy*, 
u and that of this great Princefs, that you 
u would both be the Mafter-pieces of Nature ; 
14 but I muft confefs, that whatever Idea had 

** formed to myfelf thereof, or whatever De- 

•« fcription 
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u fcription. I have heard thereof from Fame, I 
€i never expected what my Eyes now fee: A 
** Moment ib much the more valuable to mc v 
11 in that your Goodnefs in giving me thi.s giori* 
'* oils Satisfaction, is plea fed to join thereto the 
" Teftimony of a Friendfhip a thoufand times 
u dearer to me than Life.". 

Fatima uttered theie Words with fo much 
Gra-.e, that the beauteous Aphevdiva could not 
fortvar imbra ing ^cx again, to tcirify herlirati- 
tuoe ; and if thu Prince is was looked upo 1 as a 
Prudigy, fhc. was no lets charmed with Fatima; 
that Sultana having ititl preferved her Beauty al- 
though fhc was no longer young ; and as flic had 
a great and noble Air, her Agerendeted iier yet 
more to be re i pelted, fo that one could not fee her 
without having for her all the Efteem and Value 
flie defcrved : And indeed, Ofman, and the Em- 
pre ft were fo much taken. with her, that they 
Kept her a Fortnight in the Seraglio, ftriving to 
out-do each other, by a thou land Proofs of their 
perfect Friendfhip and entire Confidence 

During this Stay, the Sangiac-beg her Husband 
had the Honour tokiis the Emperors Hand, and 
to be often fen t for ; and his Highnefs having found 
him wort h y of his Efteem, made him a Bajfa^ 
both to reward the Services he had done under 
the Reign of his Father Jhhmtt, and to give Fa- 
tima frelh Marks of his Good-will: And they both 
fet out from Corfavtwop/r, crown'd with Honours, 
and loaden with Prcfents from the Emperor and- 

Emprefs, who did not part with Fatima without a 

ftnhbJc Regret.

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In the mean while, a/1 thefe Rc.oicings, Plea- 
fures, and OccuphLion.^ dta no: pre rem Of mans 
applying linvtclf aihuuoufly to uV; h\\,%*t; of State, 
to \\ iiicli he gave ine ucmolt f%*izv tic . having 
never (pent a tingle Day, witiiuu; . i/W , taij<; fee 
Hours to confer ubour t h :; it) with us Bli;iiilers. 
ISot long aher the Rcjoici -gs for \h JNianiage, 
three Suns were ieen in the Heaven>, arvi^ita 
Clock in the Nlornii g The People of i. . Otto* 
man Empire, more Stu-crftuious than others, > ^re 
terribly allarmed theicjt, imagirr g u porre^cud 
fome great Misfortune to the Suite ; but r'ne Sul- 
tan, who was verted in the Effects of Nature, 
being willing to difpet the Terror chat had iciv.ed 
even on the molt reiblute, diiplayed in a full Z>/~ 
van, the Sublimity of his Genius, and fhewed 
•he was as admirable for his Wit, as for the 
Charms of his Pcrfon, explaining to them byline 
Rules of Philoibphy, the Caufe of this Pb<enM6k 
von ; till at laft by his Eloquence and profound? 
Knowledge, be removed their Fears, and made 
them as much aihumed therco , as they were in 
Admiration at his uncommon Endowments 

However, the ambitious Kicfem^ whole Soul was 
torrurM with the moft cruel Envy, Hatred and, 
Jealoufy, inraged to fee the Peoples Love for. 
Ofnmn and the Emprefs, and taking Advan- 
tage of every Thing to attain her Ends, did not 
let flip the Opportunity of this Phenomenon to ex- 
cite Jealoufies and Discontent in the Hearts of the 
People : Efpecially the Jmiwrieiy who were the 
more difafFeftcd to the Emperor, # as they not, 
only knew they had been Anting in their Duty. 
to hiin, but like wife that tjxcy were not .much in his 

Efteem. Wherefore, fhe caufed her EmiflEirics to r 

give 
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give out among the People, and the Soldiers, 
that the three Suns lately feen, were a Prefage oi 
the Misfortunes that were to happen under Of 
mans Keign ; that Prince defpifmg the Laws ex- 
actly observed by his Father, and Predeceffors ; 
as|he had evidently fliown, in being married ; that 
this was a Proof, there was nothing fo fa c red, 
or fo much to be refpefted, which he wasnot 
ready to violate, to indulge his Caprice and his 
Paffions ; wherefore they were o expect nothing 
but the mod fatal Calamities under fucb a Go- 
vernment. 

Thefe Words, a thou fand times repeated, fail'd 
not to make mifchievous Impreflions on thefe 
bafe and groveling Souls ; and dilpofed them in- 
fenfibly to fliake otf a Yoke, which ieemed to them 
the more intolerable, as they had not Wit nor 
Senfe enough to know the Value of, anddiftinguifli, 
the Virtues of Sultan Ofmartf from the Vices of 
his Predeceffors. This Prince's fine Qualities 
ieemed to them ftrange and of no Ufc, having 
had no Examples of the like in other Empe- 
rors ; a common Effect of the Judgment of rude 
mercenary Fellows, who never being able to raifc 
their Thoughts above what is in them fe Ives, can 
only di (cover in others, thofe Perfections that 
come within their own narrow Sphere, and repre- 
fent Virtues as Vices, becaufe they are t hem- 
ic! ves Strangers to them. 

The Emperor 0/w4w, to whom thefeReportsand 
Murmurs were related , and who than was informed 
the Affair of Ptrnafcus^ and the Infoiencies of 
the JatrizarkSy was only yet the more cxafperated 
againft them, and more bent than cvor on being 

revenged on them : But as he had formed a great 

Pro- 
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Project, and was -wholly taken up about the Mj&tis 
to execute it, he delayed the Effects of his ju'ft 
Anger againft the Mutineers, to enable himtelf 
the better to punifh them as they deferved ; where- 
fore, without troubling himfelf about the injurious 
Difeourfes of thefe Soldiers, lie laboured without 
Imermiffion, at his vaft Defign. 

This was, to arm powerfully both by Sea and 
Land, in order to feize on Sicily ; to go from thence 
and make a Defcent upon jfpulia> and Calabria; 
to conquer the Kingdom of Naples, and march 
from thence directly to Rome, at the Head of 
three hundred thou fan d Men, and thereby f un- 
due nil Italy \ not in the lea ft doubting of an in- 
fallible Succcfs ; as knowing the Spaniards 
were fully employed in defending themielves a- 
gainft the victorious Arms of Lewis XIII. King 
of France , and the Emperor was fcarce able 
to make Head againft the Swedes, who had puflied 
their Conquefts to the middle of Germany. 

He had even already iflued out his Orders, to 
have the Magazines httcd all along the Grafts, 
from the Afore a to D aim at i a and Sclavonia ; a Pre- 
caution the Sultan\ never fail to take, whenever 
they have formed any great martial Defign. Two 
or three Years before they declare War, they 
fill their Magazines with all neceflary Stores ; 
which is the more eafy, as this extcnfive Empire 
is divided into Governments under Betrkrhegs, or 
Lords Paramount, or under fiajfas, who are Lords 
of an inferior Degree, and a icis extcnflvc Jurif- 
diclion. Every Government is again divided into 
fcvcral Sangiacks, which are, as it were, Lieute- 
nancies, and every Santriack is divided into feveral 
c tit?iars } which are a fort of Cornraandcries, 

All 
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All thefe Officers are obliged to furnifh the 
Sultan with a certain Number of Soldier*, both 
Horic and Foot, whenever he commands it ; as 
alio to pay and maintain them. They are like- 
wife obliged to furni/h Ammunition and Provi- 
fion ; and the Chrijtians who are poflefled of 
Freeholds, befides paying fo much a Head, are 
obliged to give the Sultan a Tenth of all their 
Fruits, and to have them carried, at their own 
Charge, to the Places appointed them by the civil 
Magiltrates. Thus without its cofting the Sultan 
any Tiling, the Magazines are always filled; and 
as the Troops are paid in Money, they are obli- 
ged to buy all they wanton their March, Grin 
the Camp, at the Sultans Magazines ; This 
brings that Prince in immenfe Sums, the Soldiers 
being prohibited on the moft ievcre Penalties, to 
exa6t the leaft Trifle, from the People fubject to 

the Empire, that lye in their Way as they pals, 

Not content with all thefe Precautions, the 
Emperor Of man ill lied Orders for the building two 
hundred Galleys, and a great number of other 
Veflels with all Speed ; as alfo for the forging 
prodigious Quantities of Arms of. all fom, 
and cafting Store of Cannon. Thefe great 
Preparations alarmed all the Powers of Europe and 
Jfia ; but whilft every one reafoned according to 
his Fears or his Politicks, the Orders of the Otis- 
man Emperor were executed with incredible Di- 
ligence. Nevertheleft, inSpightof the Satisfacti- 
on he felt, in being foon able to put his Projeti 
in Execution, there were fomc Moments w lie rein 
he appeared Melancholy and Penfive ; and alrho' 

it was plainly feen that he endeavoured to conceal 

his 
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his Trouble, he could not contain him felt fa 
much> bat that the Empreis perceived it. 

This Princefs, whom Love made watchful of 
hisleait Actions, could noc behold with £afe the 
Alteration that appeared in her Husband's Tem- 
per ; but not being willing to let him know ail 
her Uneafmefs, before Ihc had dif covered the 
Caufe of his, fhe lent for the Grand P'izier, and 
the I man who had been Of mans Preceptor, of 
whom Hie enquired, if they knew not the Rea- 
lbn of that Prince's profound Melancholy ; being 
more likely to be acquainted therewith, than his 
older Minifters, as he repofed more Confidence 
in them. But they having anfwered her that 
they were Strangers to it, fhe refolved to force 
the Secret from the Emperor's own Mouth, as 
foon as ihe fliould have a favourable Opportu- 
nity. 

She did not wait long ; for that Prince ha- 
ving held a Cabinet Council next Days wherein 
he declared to his chief Minifters the Scheme he 
had laid for the Conqueft of Italy, he received 
fiich Applaufes upon it, as mult have latisfyed 
him, if his Mind had been more compoled. In 
Effect, the wifeftof them unanimoufly admired his 
Capacity, and were infinitely fur priced, that a 

\i have formed of himfeif 
prudent ; wherein he 
fecmed to have forefeen ail the Difficulties that 
could arife, and at the fame Time to have found 
the Means to fur mount them. Jrhey all encoti 1 
raged him to purine this great Enterprise, aflur- 
ing of the Confent of the whole Divan to the 
putting it in Execution. . . 



Prince of his Age, mould 
a Plan, fo skilful and lb 
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As he came from the Divan, he went dire&ly 
to the Emprefs, and although he ought to have 
been pleated with what had paiTed, he was no 
iboner at Liberty, than he fell into his ufual Me- 
lancholy. Whereupon the Emprefv, not being 
able to bear any longer to live in.. the Condition 
to which this Sadnefs brought her, and hearken- 
ing only to herDcfpair, threw herfelf at his Peer, 
and imbracing his Knees, protefted he would 
foon fee her expire, it" he did not inform her of 
the Caufe of his Uneafinefs. 

The Sultan, touched to the Quick with this 
Action of Jfhendinas, raifed her up immediately, 
with the greatefl Tencfcrnefs ; and fearing tie 
fhould impute his Melancholy, to fome Change in 
his Affections with refpecT: to her, he put a torce 
upon himfelf to appear more ch earful ; and look- 
ing on her with an Eye, wherein the fincerefl 

Love was painted : My deareft Aphwdina, laid 
€l he compofe your Mind ; the Chagrin you ob- 
u ferve in me, will neither prejudice ray Love 
u to you, ncr the extreme Confidence I fliall al- 
u ways have in that you bear me \ 'tis an Affair 
* c of State that eaufes all my Uneafinefs : I do

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The Emprefs, whom thefe tender Proteftations 
reftored to Life, anfwcred them with all the Love, 
that a Paffion flich as Ofmaris could deferve; 
and knowing him fincere in what he laid, did 
not in the lead doubt, but it was force thing of 
Importance to the State, which took up his 
Thoughts, and waited till next Day to be inform- 
ed thereof; not being willing to prefs him to tell 
her lboner, fince he had refolved other wile, 

In Effect, he fent for thole three Miniftere, 
with whom he alio joined Viver Effendi Cojfa, and 

Mdhmtti dga<> Bcftangi Bajfa. Bd gcorne, beco r -* 
ducted them into his private Gofer, where the 
Emprefs was before them, richly dreffed and feat- 
ed in an Alcove, v>ith her Face veil'd. To thefe 
he began again to mention his Defign in T*.xly \ 
v-hkh was alio again admired by thefe fivr Mini- 
fies, who were Men of the greateft E 1 erience 
in the Empire, and in whofe Abilities jfman re- 
pofed molt Confidence : But this Puncc inter- 
rupcing the Courfc of their Praiics, 

H I fee, with Ple.afiire, faid he, your Appro- 
" bation of my Defign, and am not infenfible bT 
H the Praifes you be flow thereon; neverthelefs, 
H continued he, with a deep Sigh, I have ft til a

The Emprefs made no other Anfwer to this ohlig- < 
ingDifcourfc,butby a low Bow with lu*r Head, and* 
waited till the Minifters had declared their Sen- 
timents : This they did, by beginning with their 
Admiration of his Courage, and jufl Keufonirg. 
Then they represented to Iiltn, a That the more 
** infolcnt the Janizaries were, the more it was 
'* to be feared, upon the lead Report of their being 
li to be broke, they would have ReeouHe to the 
« utmoft Extremities ; that they were Mailers of 
" thcjlmperial City ; and that his (acred Pe r foil 
u would remain expofed to tlie Infults of this cx- 
t€ afperated Soldiery, who being capable of 
u throwing oft" all manner of Relpeft, would 
»< maflacre indifferently, and without Diftin&ion, 
« even Perfons the moll to be revcr'd ; that never- 
** thelefs it was juft to punilh fo much Infolcme, 

« and to revenge at once \\\<zSulta?is hii Fted* rf. 

« fcrs, 
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'< fors, and himfelf, of the Revolts of the fcdi- 
*' tious Mutineers ; that the great Officers of the 
i{ Porte had long thought this Corps too powerful, 
" and tli at the Sultans kept too great a Number 
« of them at Conflanttnoph, which enabled them 
« to give Law to their Sovereigns ; but that 
" fince their being fettled there, thefe fame 
« great Officers of the Parfe, not having found in 
« any of the*SWtawj,anInclination to humble them, 
" notwith (landing the fatal Misfortunes they 
** caufed ; whether it was that they loved them, 
11 or that they had not the fame Courage as his 
" Highnefs, not one of them had dared di£. 
" cover what they thought of this Corps ; and 
li that fince his Highnefs was refolved to get rid 
*' of them, before he (truck this bold Stroke, he 
u muft begin by removing the Imperial Seat, 
4( that he might be in a Condition to have no- 
" thing to fear from them ; that Damajcus, the 
" Capital of Syria, one of the hneft Cities of the 
" Etifti and Grand Cairo, famous for having been 
u the Refidence of the Kings of Egypt, were e- 
u qually fit to receive that Honour ; that in either 
a the one or the other, he might, at Pleafure,ex- 
" terminate the Enemies of the State, and punifli 
<( the Seditious ; that it would be approved of by 
11 all his People, who looked upon the Janizaries 
11 as their Tyrants, by Reafon of the Robberies 
w they every Day committed upon them ; but 
u that, in fliort, the only Way to efteft it would 
" be to change the Imperial Seat. 

This Advice pleafed the Emperor Of man ex- 
tremely, however he begged the Emprefs to tell 
her Sentiments, not being willing to come to any 
Resolution, before fhe had likewifc fpoken her 

Wind Hereupon, this difcrcct Princcfi, who 
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had Ihuddered fcveral Times with Terror, du- 
ring thii Conversion, had the Prudence ro con- 
ceal the Trouble this Advice of the Miniftcrshad 
exci'ted in her Soul, and anfwered, « Tb jt fhe 
was not fufficiendy verfed in Affairs of Govern- 
ment, to determine about a Thing of that lm* 
11 portancc,in the Presence of the wiieir and moft 
" able Miniftcrs of the Empire ; and that fince 
" they approved his Defigns, and had given 
" him their Opinions, fhe thought that ought to 
" fuffice ; that neverthelcfs, if it was hisabiolate 
Will fhe fhould declare her Judgment up- 
on this Head, fhe begged him to give her 
4 < Time to confider a little upon it, and fhe 
** would tell his Highnefs her Opinion/' The 
Sultan by thefe Words, imagin'd Jpbendhia would 
not explain herfelf but to him alone, and did 
not prefs her any farther, but addreffing himfeif 
to his Minifters rjjjd them, that he would follow 
rheir Counfcls, and that he pitched upon Grand 
Caho to be, for the future, the Scat of the Otto- 
man Empire. This faid, he difmifled them, 
having firft enjoyned them the ftrifteft Se- 
•crefy. 

When the Minifters were withdrawn, the Em- 

fjre Is feeing herfelf at Liberty with her Spoil fc, 
ifted up her Veil ; and Ihewing him her Face 
all bathed in Tears : « What Advice my Lord, 
«< faid fhe, is your Highnefs goingwTolW ? Do 
u youcorfidcr, that this iniolent and numerous 
« Body of Soldiers, is Matter of he Imperial Ci- 
« ty ( That at the leaft Repdrt of the Change 
*< you defigu to make, they will come and fall 
«< upon the Seragfb, and knowing themfelves 
« guilty of fo many Crimes, will endeavour to 
« procure Impunity by yet greater ; ib that you 

2U* 
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« are about to haxard your Empire, and pcrhap* 
" your Life, if this Secret jfhould get Air. 
( < Who can aflure us that none of your Mini- 
" fters will betray you ; each of them have 
< l his particular Interefts to take care of; if 
« the Changing of the Scat of the Empire is 
" advantageous to fome of them, it is riifad- 
« vantageous to others ; they who defire it will 
« be faithful to you, but they who fear it may 
« perhaps betray you. Alas! My Lord, r.on- 
« tinucd ihe, kifling his Hands, which Ihe 
" bith'd with her Tears, what would become of 
** me, if thefe Barhsrians fhould dare lay Hands 
" on your iacred Perfon : In the Name of our 
" Love, my Lord, defift from your Enterprise, 
" and ex pole not your Wpkevdwa to Misfortunes 
11 flie could not behold without dying. 

The Emprefs was fo pierced with Grief, a* 
flie fpoke thefe Words, that fhe feem'd as if flic 
actually at that Time faw thofe Evils which fhe 
only fearM. Her Condition, and the Strengrli 
of her Rcuibning affected Ofmm ; he was even 
iomc Time without anfwering her, wavering 
within himlelf between Jphevdinas Intreaties, 
fl and his own Dcftre of ridding himfeJf of a 
Body of Soldiers he could no longer endure. 
But as his greateft Fault was having too much 
Courage, and believing that alone fuificed to a£ 
fn re him of SucceCs, even in the moft difficult 
Undertakings, his Intrepidity triumph 'd ' over 
the Fears of the Empieis : He was even, in ihrnb 
Mcadire, afhamed that chcy had ttagger'd him 
one Moment; and railing himiclf above what- 
ever could happen, he endeavoured to encour-aee 
her, by promising to take his Mcafures* fb iuftFy, 
that his Defign mould not be known 'sift 1| was 
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put in Execution ; giving her to underftand, that 
his own Safety, his Glory, and the Welfare of 
die State, abfolutely required this Sacrifice. 

Jphtrdina was not ignorant that the Emperor 
had an Underftand ing and Prudence much above 
his Age ; butflie knew likewife, that the Great- 
ncfi or his Courage, which even bordered upon 
Raflincfs, blinded him very often as to inevU 
rable Dangers. This prevented her now from ccuf- 
ing her Fears, notwithftandingallO/m^'s Efforts 
to compofe her ; and feme Days after the hold- 
ing this Council, fhe had frefh Caufe for her 
Terrors, through the^ Interpretation that was 
given to a Dream, which made Tome little Im~ 
predion upon the Emperor himleif. 

This Prince dream'd that he was travelling 
to M&€*) mounted upon a very large C-.mcl; 
and that as he was riding along, in a very fine 
Road, the Camel had flipt away from under 
him on a fudden, leaving only the iiridle i i his 
Hands, and that taking a r.-tpid Flight iuto the 
Air, he had loft Sight of it among the Cum .s. 
The Start he gave in his Surprise, awaked . : j 
from his Sleep ; he even ruminated a com. 
able Time upon it; but as he was a good Pn, 
lofopher, and Superftition had no manner of 
Bower over him, he imagined, that having re- 
folved to pretend a Vow to Mecca, as a Cloak for 
his Departure fiom Qmfimtinopk^ his Mind, 
ftruck with this Thought when waking, had he 
living Rife to this odd Dream : For this lieafoii 
id not conceal it; but in the Morning, when 
Uffain Effftidy y his Preceptor, came to his Levee, 
he related it to him, without feeming to lay any 

great Strefs upon it ; but Uffain Effcndy thought 

it 
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it fo extraordinary, that he affur'd his High- 
nefs it contain "d fome great My fiery, and adviferi 
him to confult his Uncle Muftafha, who being, 
as he laid, in a perpetual Contemplation with 
the Angels, would certainly interpret it fo him, 
becaufe it mud have been revealed to him by 
God in a Vifioti* 

The Emperor fmiled at this Difcourfe ; but 
being incited by the Curiofity of having a Spe- 
cimen of his Uncle's pretended angelical Know- 
ledge, he fen t for him, and ordered him to ex- 
pound his Dream. Adufiapha no fooner heard 
it, but he immediately anfwerM, without Hefi- 
ration : That the Camel he had feen was his 
Empire, which "till then had been obedient to 
him • but that the Camel having dipt from under 
him, fignify'd he would likewife lofe his Au- 
thority over the Empire, which would rebel againft 
him, and that even during his Life, another 
Emperor would be placed upon the* Throne. 

This Interpretation highly difpleasM the Sul- 
tan> who imagined that Muftapha had given it 
that Turn only to offend him, fo much was he 
prepoflefs'd with the Opinion that all thefc 
Warnings are of no Signification : But the 
Thing getting Air in the Seraglio, and fpreading 
from thence throughout the Imperial City , 
ftrnck every Heart with Terror and Conftcma- 
tion. The People crowded in Droves to the 
Mofques, to pray for the Prefervation of the 
Emperor, and the State *, every one asking what 
could be the fatal Event that cou'd fet any other 
on the Throne than Sultan Of man y a Prince fo 
worthy of reigning by his Virtues, and his Love 
for his Subjcfis ; But the Soldiery, who were 
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not fo Well affected to him, confcious that the}' 
deferved all his Refinement, did not (peak in 
the fame Terms ; and far from apprehending a 
Change, they excited each other to prepare for 
it, an«i even to favour it, imagining the Thing 
to be pail all Doubt : Vulgar Minds are eafily 
inclined to what they believe inevitable, and 
'tis often from this very Opinion alone, that 
the Things they imagined take Effect. 

Thefe Reports, thefc different Reafonings\ 

and the traiteroiu Difpoiition of the Jarizaries, 
were not unknown to the Sultan. He even took 
Notice thereof in a full Divan , treating as Illu- 
sions the Prefages that were drawn from his 
Dream, and explaining to them the Caufe there- 
of with his ufual Learning and Eloquence, 
which difpell'd the Terrors of the People. But 
all this Philofophy could not prevent the Fears 

of the Eraprefs, who, notwith (landing the So- 
lidity of her'Underftanding, and the Constancy 
of her Mind, could not forbear being fubject, 
on this Occasion, to all the Weaknefs of her 
Sex : And although flic had read much, and 
knew as well as Of man* how little Credit was to 
be given to thefe fantaftic Notions ; the Violence 
of her Love rendcringher Superftirious, in fpite 
of her fine Undemanding, fhe could no longer 
mpy any Quiet fince the Emperor's Rclbiu- 
tion ; and ir was with the utmoft l<*row flic 
law him perfevcre in his Ddign of putting it in 
Execution, 

In the mean while this Prince, as 1 much taken 
up as he was, about removing the Seat oi 
the Empire, labour'd no lefs to com pais b ls 

Dcfign upon Italy. . He had ordered great Levies 

of 
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of Troops throughout the Empire ; and above 
all, had charged the B*ijfa\ of Grand Cairo, 
DamafcuSy and Suez, to raiie the mod numerous 
Body of Arabians chat was poffibic ; nib Defigri 
beincr to fuppiy with them the Place of the 
' { famzari?s, whom he was fully refolvcd to ex- 
terminate : He often paf^'d whole Days at his 
Palace atScutariy with the Grand P'wer, and 
other Minifters in whom he had the moil Con- 
fidence ; there he held Cabinet Councils^ to 
concert proper Me a lures, to take from tiie fa- 
notaries the lea ft fhadow of Sufpicion ; and in 
Order to deceive them the more eillctually, it 
was at la ft refolved to give ont, that the Km- 
peror had made a Vow to go to Mecca, to vifit 
Mahomet's Tomb. 

This Pretence was fo much the moreplau- 
fible, foafmudi as by a Law of their Religion, 
every Afajfulman is obliged to take that Pil- 
grimage one. The People, who never dive 
to the Bottom of any Thing, and who, befide^ 
had iiich a Love for Ofman, that they extoll'd 
his leaft Actions, approved of his Piety, ind 
unanimoufly applauded this religious Humiliatioui 
but the Politicians reaion'd qnue otherwiie, and 
rightly judged that this Juurney was the Cloak 
to fume .great Myftery, 

The artful Klofenu who was watchful of all 
Events, in order to make them turn to the Ad- 
vantage of her Sons, no loo tier heard of the 
Sultan $ pretended Vow, but fhe was alarm'd 
thereat more than any one ; and that the more, 
becaufe 'twas (aid Ins Hijjhncfs would take all 
his Brothers, and his Uncle ^/ufiapba with him, 
which gave her Room to be apprehenlive of 
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fbme finifter Defign againft herfelf and 
her Sons. She refolved therefore to let all her 
Inftrument.s at Work to get this Voyage broken 
oft"; being governed by this Maxim, that in 
gaining Time one gains every Thing, and hoping 
ftill to find fome favourable Opportunity to 
execute her Defigns: And as her Intereft made 
her ftiarp, fhe knew fb well how to put toge- 
ther what fhe heard faid on one Side and t'other 
fa the Seraglio, with fach Things as came di- 
rectly to her Knowledge, that fhe no longer 
doubted but the Motive of the Sultans Voyage 
was quite different from what was pretended; 
and without being able to dive^ into the real 
Caufe, fhe was fully fatisfied within herfelf, that 
it was very remote from Devotion. 

Struck with this Thought, fhe never hefitated 
on making it paft for a Certainty, that fhe 
might render it the Bafis of her pernicious De- 
figns : It was a ticklifh Step ' % but her Ambition 
fetting her above all Hazards fhe might 
run, flie ventured to have it given out by her 
Emiflaries amoneft the Spahts and Janizawh 
that the Sultan's iLtfcntment and Revenge had 
a much greater Share in this Voyage than Re- 
ligion : That this Prince not being able to for- 
get their pafs'd Revolts, had refoJv'd to cany 
them to the Defarts of Arabia , where he ha*i 
Troops ready to extirpate them entirely ; that 
'twas faid the Bajfa % $ of Dam a feus and Grand 
Cairo had Orders to raife an Army of Arahianiy 
Syrians and Egyptians for this bloody Execu- 
tion ; and that they who cou'd efcape from the 
Edge of the Sword, would infallibly perifh 

with Hunger and Thirft in thofe horrid De- 

ikrfs. _, . 
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This Difconrfe effectually alarmed the Sol- 
diery ; fiowever, as it was not attended with 
any Proof, it did not yet produce the Effects 
which Kiofem expected ; and the Emperor having. 
been informed of the fe Rumours, and being de- 
firous to know the Authors thereof, cauied ftrict 
Search to be made after them : But this Suit am Js 
always concerted her Mcafures fo well, that not 
fo much as the lea ft Sufpicion could fall on her, 
which rendered all Inquiries to no Purpofe. In 
the mean while Ofman y impatient to be gone 
from a City, wherein he was fatisfied the Ob- 
jects of his Hatred were the ftrongeft, omitted 
nothing that might haften his Departure, which 
he hVd on the firft Day of the next Year y 
One Thoufand Six Hundred Sixty-two. 

To this End, he had given Orders for the 
fitting out twelve of his beft Galleys, and fix 
large Men of War ; thefe being all ready, he 
caufed all the Treafurcs of the Seraglio, with 
the Cafna or military Treafure, and all the 
Icwels hoarded together by his Predeceflbts, to> 
m put on board them ; all the rich Furniture 
likewife of this ftately Palace, even that of the 
Emprefs's Apartment, which had been newly 
fitted up, was carried on board theft Veffels ; 
on Pretence that his Highnefs intended to make 
a more magnificent Offering uuon Mahomet's 
Tomb, that had ever been made oy any of the 
furkj/b Emperors. 

But as foon as it was known that Ofman had 
Hmfelf been gt the great Molque, and had taken 
from thence all theltichcs which Devotion had 
confronted to the Memory of divers Sultans T 
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Virhout fparing even the Tomb of his Father 
Jchmety or that of his own Son, from whence 
he had caufed to be carried oft* the rich Quiver, 
which he had hiiwfelf placed thereon; and that 
all was t rani ported on board his VeiTels, there 
•was no longer any Doubt of his Defigns : The 
Sufpicions were turn'd to Certainty, and th« 
Politicians diving partly into the Truth, gave 
out publickly, that the Sultan was going to 
abandon them, and leave the Imperial City a 
Prey to the Chrijiiaris. Thefe Reports, how- 
ever, could not ltop Ofman, who ftill purfuing 
his Enterprise, gave Orders for the Security or 
Cotiftanthiople y and the other man tine Places > 
To which End he commanded twenty large 
VefleJs, and forty Gal lies, to be like wife got 
ready to reprcls the Pirates. 

All thefe Preparations, together with the 
above-mentioned Reports, and thofe which the 
Sitltanefs Kiofem canted to rpread about borh 
flight and Day, it ruck the Janizaries at bft 
with Terror ; confei-om that they had given the 
Sultan j uft Caufe of Offence, they could not re- 
iift the Drllruft which feized upon their Souls ; 
but far frona endeavouring to regain the Em- 
peror's Favour by Submiflton, an humble Be- 
haviour, and Repentance, Jthey form'd nothina 
but Projects of Sedition and Difobedience ; and 
the Spahis and Janizarus, joining then in their 
Sentiments for the firft Time, refblved unnni- 
moufly to oppofe this Voyage, -which, according 
to their Way of Reafoning, would infallibly 
caufe the Subversion of the Mate. ... 

. The Sttltam iaforiti'd of this RefoTuticn* was only 
the more exafperated agaktft them, and proteftcd 

than 
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that no Confederation whatever fhould make him 
change his Mind. The Aditfty and Emprcfs, juftly 
alarm 'd at all theie Troubles, whofe Conic- 
quences they very much dreaded, represented to 
him the Danger to uhich he was going to ex- 
pofc himfelf, if the Sedition, juft upon the point 
of breaking out, fhould be carried to an Ex~ 
tremity ; in which Cafe, neither his own Life, 
or that of any of his Friends, would be in 
Safety : The beautious and tender AphtnAina, to 
add more Weight to her Intreaties, laying afide 
all ceremonious Refpect and Submiffion, had 
Recou rfe to the Rights or a lawful Union, and 
employ *d the mod pafftonate Careffes, to make 

Jiim retradr. his Deugn of leaving Confiantftiople ; 
and embracing him a thoufand Times, with all 
tho'e Graces that were peculiar to hcrfelf, flic 
ipared no Pains to get the better of his Reib- 
lution. 

The Mufiy, fenftble that his Daughter's Charms 
would have more Influence upon this Prince's 
Heart, than all his Remonftrances, left them 
together, whilft he went and ufed his utmoft 
Efforts to appeafe the Mutineers. To this End 
he fent amongft them thcCadileskievs, the Imavs, 
and other Doctors of the Law, who pretending 
to enter into their Sentiments, endeavoured to 
incline them to be e a fy ; but Khfcm's Emiflaries, 
who had difpers'd thcmfelves amongft the Sol- 
diers, the People, and the Troops belonging to 
the Fleer, call'd at ConjlantwQple % Levant wes, 
managed Matters fo dextcroufly, that the Sedi- 
tion, inftead of abating, increas'd every Moment, 



to that Degree, that the Mutineer* being ai- 
fcmbled together in the Hippodrome, obliged the 

two Cadikikim to go twice after oac another 

to

to the Suit arty in the Name of all the Soldiery 
and endeavour to difluade him from his Reio- 
lution. ' 

The firft Time, they made ufe of the mc-ft 
refpe&fiil Terms to reprefent to him ; that this 
Voyage being generally difapprov'd of, was 
attended with luch dangerous Circumfhnees, 
that it was to be fear'd it would draw along 
with it the Ruin of Conftantinofle % and perhaps 
that of all the State : But the $ultan y exafpera- 
ted to fee with what Obftinacy they pretended 
to oppofe his Defign, having juft before refufed 
the Emprefs, for whom he would have facrificed 
even his Life, interrupted the Cadi It skiers } by 
telling them his Voyage was refolved on, and 
he would teach the Mutineers to revere their 
Sovereign's Will and Plea fu re ; this (aid, re- 
peated his Orders for getting all Things ready 
for his Departure on the firft of June. 

The Cadi U skiers being retnrn'd, and having 
given the Revolters an Account of tlve ill Sue- 
cefs of their Commiflion, they obliged them to 
return forthwith to the Seraglio y and tell the 
Suit art) that if he did not Jay afidc his Voyage, 
they would oppofe it with all their Forces, and 

have Recourfc both to Fire and Sword to prevent 
his^Departure. 

Thefe infolent Menaces were (b far from 
intimidating the Sultan^ that it only added ro 
his Fury, to fee with what Audacioufncfs thefe 
impudent Rebels pretended to prefcribe him 
Laws ; wherefore he anfwer'd the Cadileskiers as 
one that would be obey M, and fent them back 

again, with the moft bitter Scoffs and Invective* 

jigainft 
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againft both them and the Janizaries: Thfs 
being told that audacious Corps, they ran imme- 
diately to Anns; and'A/o/rw, attentive to all 
their Motions, diftribu ring underhand considerable 
Sums among them, obliged part of the People 
to join the Soldiers, as well as the Levantines, 
who left their Vcflels and united with them. 

The whole City of Ccnftantinople was in an 
Alarm ; nothing was to be heard but Cries and 
Lamentations, all honeft Men deploring the 
Calamities they foreiaw to be inevitable. The 
Mftyf over-whelm' d with Grief to fee the Pre- 
cipice into which Of man was upon the Point of 
falling, lent word to the Emprefs in what Con- 
dition Things were, conjuring her to redouble 
her Efforts : But the Emperor, whofe invincible 
Courage made him imagine nothing impoffible 
to the Supreme Authority, when founded upon 
Juftice and Virtue, was not to be moved 
by Jphendinas Intreaties : He anfwer'd all her 
Ilea Jons with Love and Goodncfs, but was not 
the lefs ftedfaft in his Refblutions ; being per- 
fuaded that he was bound in Honour not to 
give way to the Torrent ; and looking upon it 
as a piece of Cowardice, unworthy of a great 
Soul, to give the leaft Room to think that any 
tumultuary Rout lhould have forced him to 
change. 

The Muftyi no longer knowing what to do 

to oblige the brand Signhr to lay afide this fatal 

Voyage, and to appeafe the Mutineers, propofed 
to them the delivering a Fit/a, or Point of Law, 
which mould absolutely prevent the Sultan's 
Departure. The whole Multitude approved of 

this Defign of the Mvftfh who flattering himfelf 
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that the Emperor would apprehend his Mean- 
ing, and that it would giye Time to appeafc 
the Rebels, deliver'd the Feifa that Inftant, 
which was : 

<fhat a Sultan could n$t undertake a Fey age to 

Mecca, without expofing his Empire to the grcatejl 
*f Dangers, and that therefore he violated the Law 
infiead of fulfilling it* 

The Cadileskiers were again commiffioned to 
Carry this to his Highnefi, who having nead it, 
without ihewing the leaft Alteration in his 
Countenance, tore it in Pieces, threw the Bits 
at the Cadileskiers Feet, and immediately com- 
manded Ifufy Aga of the Janizaries, to take his 
Guards and difperfe the Mutineers, : This done, 
he gave the laft Orders for his Jpeparture, with- 
out making the Cadileskiers any other Anfwcr. 
Hereupon they went back to the Soldiers, and 
informM them in what Difpofition they had 
found the Emperor ; upon hearing which, the 
Rebels fell into fuch a Fury, that all the Ex- 
hortations of the I mans and Mufty cow Id not ap- 
peafe them : In vain did they repeat to them, 
that they ought toafcribe Of man's Voyage and 
Kefolntion only to the bad Counfei that was 
given him; that he was too jrudent not to be 
perfuaded by the Reafbns ot the Emprcfs and 
Mufty, who neither of them approved of his 
Departure ; and that therefore they ought not 
to attempt anv Thing contrary to the Kefped 
they owed his Highnels, whole Refolution they 
knew, wl^cn hijf PJcaiure was oppofed ; whereas 
he wa$ eafily prevail*/! on, when Submiflion and 

Obedience was ufed to overcome him. 

Theft 
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Thefe Words, -which would have appeafed 
reaibnable Men, did but exafperate thefe Muti- 
neers, who had long waited a favourable Oppor- 
tunity to revolt openly; and who, after fuch a 
Step, no longer hoped for any Favour or Par- 
don : The more becaufe the Suhanefs Kiofem t 
who loft not a Moment to compafs her Ends, 
had introduced among them (6 many Perfons of 
different Ranks, to foment the Sedition, that as 
foon as one Voice was raifed to ipeak in the 
Sultans Behalf, the others cry'd out aloud that 
he was an impious Wretch, and had never 
own'd Mahomet as a Prophet ; that he had often 
called him Impoftor ; that the little Reftecl: he 
had paid to the Aduftys Fetfa was a Proof of his 
Contempt of Religion ; and that his Voyage to 
Mecca was only a Pretence to revenge himfelf 
of the Janizaries and Spahis, by deftroying them 
ill in the Defarts of Arabia. 

This Difcourfe, and great Sums of Money 
diilributed by that Sultan*, making more Imprei- 
fion upon the Hearts of the Revolters, than all the 
Prailb bellowed on Ofman, foon multiplied them 
to the Number of fifty thoufand Men ; who be- 
ing allured by this Power that their Crimes 
would not meet^ with their due Punifhmcnt, 
began by plundering the Palaces of all the Baff*$ 
of whom they had any Diftruft. The Emperor, 
exattry inform'd of the Difpoiition of the People 
and the Mutineers, calTd a Cabinet Council, 
confiding of Dilaver Grand Vizitr y the Bajfay, 
Co/a, the Boftangy Baffa^ the Ki/kr Agafa the 
Stlitfar-j4ga> and the Capy-Jga. To thefe he 
open'd himfelf, and after having acquainted the 

three Utter with the Reafons that bad induced 

htm 
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him to quit Conftantirtopky and remove the Seat 
of the Empire elfewhere ; he added, that he 
had nor funimon'd them with Intent to change 



he 



any Thing in his Defign, but only to find t ._ 
Means to pacify or deftroy the Kevolters, and 
facilitate his Departure ; he (kid all this with the 
iame Calmnefs, and the fame Compofure of 
Mind, as if all had been at Quiet in the Im- 
perial City. 

The Kijler-Jgafy, Selittar-Jga, and Ca$y-Aga, 
who had no Notice of this Defign before, and 
whofe particular Intereft it was to oppofe it, 
heard it not without Terror; and although thele 
three Officers were efteem'd, and confefs'd tc be 
Men of the greateft Wit and Prudence, they 
confider'd nothing at that Inftant but their own 
Intereft, without having any Regard either to 
the Glory or Satisfaction of their Sovereign. 
Neverthelefs, each of them driving to conceal 
the Trouble this News had caufed in their 
Hearts, they laid hold of the plaufible Pretence 
of the Welfare of the Srate, and the Safety of 
the Sultan himielf, to oppofe this Refolution. 

And falling at his Feet, they begg'd him not 
' (to undertake this Voyage, and change the Seat 
of the Empire, whicn his Anceftors had fo pru- 
dently eft abliihcd there ; adding that he might find 
other Ways enough to revenge himielf of the 
Infolencc of the Soldiery ; but that in executin 
this Defign he would expofe his Empire, an 

Serhajjs even his Life it felf ; that thofe who 
ad given him this Advice were worthy of a 
thoumnd Deaths ; that they conjured him to 
nam© them, and give them a Commiflion to 

punifli them as Enemies both to his Highncft and 

the 
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the State ; and that when they were once dead* 
he would fee all the Rebels return to their Duty 

in a Moment. 

Thefe Words made the Sultan redden with 
Anger ; incenfed to the la ft Degree, that they 
could think him capable of appeafing the Sedi- 
tion, by delivering up thofc wirh whim he had 
advifed ; he was even ready to have anfwered 
them fharply; but flattering himfelf that the 
Zeal alone of thefe three Minifters had made 
them fpeak in that Manner, he put fame Cotv- 
ftraint upon himfelf, and gave thetn to under- 
ftand with the fame Goodnefs as he had begun ; 
" That he had known too many Examples of 
il the Infelence of the Janazaries to give them 
44 any fuch Satisfaction ; that no fooner had any 
4t one had the Weakne fs to grant them one 
u Head, but they had demanded another ; that 
** Blood inur'd them to Blood; that the more 
iX they fiied, the more they thirfted after it ; 
** that he ihould no fooner have pardon'd 
" them this Sedition, but they would let on 
<( Foot another ; and that he was not of a Hu- 
44 mour to bear with their Audacioufnefs, or to 
" fupply them with Victims. 

" He added, that the only Thing which had 
" prevented his refolving lone before to have 
<( quitted Con ft ant i nop le y was, the Love his Peo- 
u pie bore him ; but that, notwithftanding his* 
11 Abfence, he would give fuch Orders, that 
<( tlieyflionld not be left happy, nor have the lefs 
u Love and Value for him ; protefting that he 
€i fliould never have thought of removing the 
" Seat of the Empire, but for the too great 
* Power of the Janizaries in Conftantirtofh ; but 

«< that 
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*} that the more formidable they represented that 
** infolent Corp, the more he was refolved to 
u break them. 

T he G rand Viter, the Boftangy-Baffa, and the 
Baffa-Cofa, who confider'd nothing in this At- 
fair but their Mailer's Satisfaction, and a very 
great £a& for all the People, if he could de- 
tfroy this audacious Body of Soldiers, unanimous 
. a p pro v*c d -<>f h is Rje a fons ; and 'the Kifler-Jgaf^ 
SeJiffar-Jtga^nn&Capy-Jgz, having nothing die 
to Urge againft them but the Sedition, about 

which the Grand Signier did not leem much to 
trouble himfelf, were forced, in fpjte of thenj. 

felves, to applaud them like wife : Whereupon, 
that vjcry Moment, the Emperor commanded a 
Caiaker'tf, or Order, jtothe Bajfa of Grand Cain ) 
to be drawn up, which was immediately done in 
tfaefe Terms :

We give thee Advice % that for many Cwji dera- 
tions, <ve have refohed to transfer the Seat of our 
Empire from this City of Stamboul, where Hit 
in no manner of Safety, to that of Grand Cairo, 
mnto which tve are going to tranfport both our cm. 
rfreafures and thofe of our Father ; Wherefore m 
command thee, as foon as ever thou Jhalt halt 
received this prefent Order, to fat out to meet 
us and our Sublime Porte both by Sea and Lznd y 
with all the Forces of our Kingdom of Egypt. 

Given at Stanthoul, 
May 1 8, in the 
Year of the 
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knlchcglan af the Prefence Chamber, in whom 
0/wtftf repofed great Confidence, was comrni{£on*d 
ro carry this Imperial Order, and to embark on 
board a Galley arnVd for that Purpofe, which 
was ready to fee fail ; after this Of man broke 
up the Council, and his other Minifters being 
withdrawn, the Seli&ar~AgA y Capy-Aga % and 
Kifter-Agafy join'd Company, to communicate to 
each other their Reflections on this Event, As 
they had all three an equal Intereft in prevent- 
ing its Execution, their Offices and Employments 
becoming of no Importance, if the Sultans did 
not re (id e at Confi avtinopk , it was not difficult 
for them to be of the fame Mind ; and without 
having any Regard to what they ow'd O/mw, 
who had raifed them from nothing, to the con- 
fide r able Pofts they then enjoy 'd on account of 
their great Abilities, and without being fhoQk'd 
at the Thought of betraying his Confidence* 
they refolved to hazard every Thing to fecure 
them fe Ives from this Misfortune. But of all 
the three the Kijler-Agafy dreaded mgft this 
Turn of Fortune, feeing that by this Change 
his Office would be entirely laid afide, which 
already had loft great part of its Advantages by 
Qfmxns Marriage ; the Chaflity and Fidelity of 
this Prince rendering ufclefs, the mod valuable 
Prerogatives of this Chief of the black Eunuchs ; 
the Ladies of the Seraglio ferving now only as Or* 
nanieuts to the Imperial Majcfty, by contributing 
to make the Court of the Emprefs more fplcnd'ut 

Wherefore the Seliffav-Aza, and Cafy-Aga, 
having found him entirely difpofed to join with 
them in their treacherous Dcfigns, con* 
eluded that they muft give Information of tba 

Sultans 
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Sultans Intention to the Janizaries , Jj^J/^ 
GW/s, BoftangiSy and all the Officers of the 
Seraglio ; but efpecially to the Suhanefs Kh(em l 
whofe Sons Of wan intended to take with him. 
The Kifler-Jgafy was deputed to inform ha 
thereof, the Prerogatives of his Office giving 
him free Liberty, to enter the Apartments of 
the Ladies of the Seraglio , at all Hours of the 
Day : He was alio to Jpread the News all over 
this Palace ; and his two Accomplices took upon 
themfelves, either to tell it, or give Intelligence 
thereof, to all the Orders of the Empire. 

Till that fatal Moment not a Soul had dit 
covered the Sultan 's real Defign ; the Secret ha- 
ving been kept inviolably, by all ' to whom lit 
had intrufted it, and with whom he had ad- 
vifed. Mod part of the Divan, with the Great 
Officers of the Porte were in his Meafures, and 
found them fo neceflary for the Safety of their 
Emperors, and fo prudently concerted by 0/man t 
that their Fidelity had been unfliaken ; and it is 
certain, that this great Defign would have been 
fuccefsful, had it not been for the Treachery of 
the Kifler-Jgafy y the Seliftar-Aga, and the Caff 
Jga. 

But the Evidence of thefe three Tray tors, who 
were known to be fbmc of the Chief of Ofmaih 
Council, had all the Effect they expected : Both 
the Officers of the Seraglio, and the Soldiers, 
who had all an equal Intereft in keeping the 
Seat of the Empire at Conftantinople, became his 
irreconcilable Enemies. The People themfelves, 
who, thro* their extreme Love to him, look'd 
upon this Change as the greateft of Misfortunes, 

could not hear of it with any Patience ; and 

• fuffering 
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Offering themfelves to be tranfported by their 
Defpair, united with the rtft ro prevent its 
raking Effect The Suhanefs Kiofem y ftruck wirh 
what the K$er~Jgafy told her, was fo much 
the more furprked, that in fpire of her Cunning, 
Subtilty, and Policy, Ihe had nor been able to 
foreice iuch an Event ; but looking upon it as 
a certain Prefage of the Death of the Princes 
her Sons, ihe animated herfelf with frcfli Cou- 
rage ; and her natural Boldnefs increafing in 
Proportion as ihe imagined fixe forefaw greater 
Dangers, Ihe came immediately to a Refolution, 
and begg'd the KiJUr-Agafy to get her conducted 
to the Palace of the 8eti8ar-Jga> 

The Eunuch in vain reprefented to her the 
Difficulties that oppofed fuch a Procedure, and 
the Rifque they (hould both run therein. This 
imperious Woman could neither bear his Ad- 
vice, nor his Remonftrances ; but taking the 
Habit of a Jenvefs y who came every Day to the 
Seraglio to" fell Jewels, Ihe difguifcd h erf elf 
therewith, and under that Cover went out of 
the Imperial Palace, attended only by one 
Eunuch, and got, without any Accident, to the 
MBars : There ihe found fcvcral Perfons of 
Diftinction who hadjoin'd the Confpirators, moft 
whereof were her Creatures, whom ihe had 
gain'd over to hcrlntercii by Dint of Prefents. 

Overjoy M at meeting them together, ihe made 
them ii horrible Defcription of the Misfortunes 
oi the Empire, and their own in particular, it 
the Seat of the Empire fliould be removed ; and 
breaking out into inveftives againft the Sultan* 
H She call'd him an impious and facrilegious 

u Tyrant, who trtfd under Foot both the Rett- 

" gioua 
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•« gion, Laws, and Maxims of the State, 
fl and governing himfelf only by his Caprice, 
refpected nothing but his own Paflfons ; that 
it was vifible he had no other Intention in 
« c the Defign he had form'd, but to put to 
«« Death the Princes his Brothers, and to exter- 
*< minate the Janizaries ; that they ought to 
u believe him capable of all Sorts of Crimes; 
*' fince, without having Regard even to Nature, 
« he had taken away the Treafures confe- 
«< crated at the Tombs of his Father and his 
f* Son ; that they could expect nothing under 
4t fuch a Reign but Lofles and Misfortunes ; 
*' which would infallibly be attended with the 
< l Downfal of the State, if their heroic Courage 
«< did not pull down this Monfter ; that the; 
*< might eftablifh the Happinefs of the Empire 
*< by fetting Sultan Amwatb upon the Throne; 

f| who >was almoft of an Age to govern by 

"himfelf; in whom none but Royal Inclina* 
*' tions could be difcovered * and who, together 
tc with a graceful Perfon, and uncommon V\ it, 
•* had all the great Qualities that could be 
41 defircd in an Emperor ; She concluded with 
*' telling them, that they might expect a bound- 
« lets Acknowledgment both from that Prince 
•* and her. 

Although the StWm$ and molt Part ol" the 
Confpirators, knew very well, that tiiis Sffhanty 
had her own Reafons for blackening Ofn/0 
and were convinced in their Hearts, that nevci 
Prince of the Ottoman Family, had ib many un 
common Virtues; the Intereltof their Fortune 
prevailing over the Jnftice and Fidelity they o\u 
♦nim, they unanimoufly applauded Kiofem's vSpeecii 
Then they foVmcd the Plan'of their Conffiracf 
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and the Seliftat Aga fent thefe Rebels, to fcize on 
the feveral Polls in the Imperial City, after which 
he bent alt his Thoughts on feizing the Ichoglan* 
who was to go with tne Gratd Srgmb/s Drier, to 
the Sfijjk oi Grand Cairo. 

By ill Luck the Galley, that was to have car- 
ry'd him to Egypt, had been prevented Sailing by- 
bad Weather ; and juft as he was ready to go on 
Board, he was ftopt by the Rebels; who having 
found the original Orders upon him, distributed 
Copies of it chro'out all the Quarters of Coxftanti- 
nopk. This authentick Proof of the Sultan's De~ 
ligii, filled all the City and Seraglio with Cries 
and Lamentations : One would have thought, on 
feeing the Confternationthat reigned every where, 
that the Empire was upon the Brink of De- 
finition. And 'twas given out every where, that 
the Sultan was going to abandon the Imperial 
City to Giaours or Infidels, which is the Name 
given by the Turks to the Cbrijliaus. 

Hereupon, the Sailors, and the Troops belong- 
ing to the Fleet, left their Vcffels, and joined the 
Rebels, as did alib the common People, more for 
the Sake of plundering the City, than ro prevent 
Ofman's Departure : And 'the Janizaries, who no 
longer hoped for any Pardon, but in pufliing 
Things to Extremity, no longer 1 pared any 
Thing. The Aga Tfuf y had already attacked 
them thrice at the Head of the Guard, and had 
been as often repulfed ; and at the laft Onfet 
they drove him before them, to the very Gates of 

the Seraglio,

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ftrained ; and being governed only by his Con- 
rage and Valour, would have Tallied out ar the 
Head of all his Houfhould, to fall upon the Re- 
bels, with Defign either to punifli them feverely, 
or loth his Life in the Attempt. But his Mini- 
lie rs , and the Emprefs, embracing his Knees, con- 
jured him fo earneftly not to expofe himfelf to 
this unbridled Multitude; reprefenting to him 
that he would thereby endanger all their Lives; 
having but a Handful of Men to make Head a- 
;atnft fuch Numbers of difciplined Troop?, im- 
widened, inraged, and ready to ma fiacre ever/ 
one ; that at laft he furfered himfelf to be over- 
come by their Prayers. 

The Emprefs taking Advantage of this Mo- 
ment which feemed k> favourable to her, and 
and being feconded by the Grand Pltier > the Bajfa 
Cofa, and the High-Treafurer, prevailed io Ut 
on him by her Reafons, her Tendernefs, and her 
Remouftrances, that flic got him to write a Note 
with his own Hand, wherein he allured them that 
his Voyage was laid afide, and he would always 
refide with them. This Note was immediately 
feat to the Rebels, by a Capigi, or Door-Kecpcr, 
and was forthwith read aloud to them all, and 
thoufands of Copies of it diftributed all over the 

City. 

The People and the Great Men, who onfjf 
dreaded thc&ffrfe's Departure, by Rcafon of their 
extrcam Love for him, were inftantly appealed 
upon the Reading of this Note ; and reaffurtiing 
their Affcaion for his Perfon, returned to their 
Duty, blamed the Violence of the Janizaries, m 
were ftffli&ed to the laft Degree, that they wk 
lot ftrong enough to force them to lay down 
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their Arms ; but the Soldiers pcrfevcring in their 
Rebellion, breathed nothing but Blood and Slaught- 
er : Kb/ems Creatures giving out, " That this 
" PronuTc was only defigned to lull them afleep, 
" in order to divide them, and that they would 
« be no iboncr ieparated, but the Sultan would 
« depart. That all his Treafures were put on 
« board the Veffels ; that he did not offer to lend 
« for them back to the Seraglio ; that before 
<( they talked of Peace, it was necefTary to have 
« all Things reftored to their former State, and 
" that the Sultan fhcmld grant them the Heads of 
*< all thole who had advifed him to abandon 
< ( them, naming the Grand Vizier, the High- 
«* Treasurer, and the Bajfa Cofa : But Of man 
" protefted that he would never deliver up his 
« moft faithful Servants, to the Cruelty of thofe 
{i Barbarians. 

At laft, the Night and bad Weather, having 
feparated the .Rebels, the Sultan taking Advant- 
age of their Abfence, had fome faithful Troops 
conveyed into the Seraglio, with Arms and Provi- 
(ion, ne fides which he drew up in the Va ft Gar- 
dens of that Palace, the Ifchoglans, Amrtfoglartty 
Boftanghi Baltagis, and in general, all who were 
deitin'd to the Service of the Seraglio, and were 
fir to bear Arms ; and after exhorting them by 
a fliort Speech, to do their Duty againft the Mu- 
tineers, and taking of them an Oath of Fidelia 
ty, he imagined himielf in a Condition to repel 
the Infults of thefe abandoned Wretches, 

But, alas ! a poor Relief, againft almoft fixty 
Thoufand Soldiers, were a Handful of Men, 
whofc Youth, Want of Experience, and fmall 
Numbers, rendered them as little to be feared, 

£ 2 as 
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as the others were by their Multitudes, and 
their Cruelty to be dreaded. The very next Morn- 
ing, A-Jay 19. 1622. as foon as Day appeared, 
the Rebels met again in yet greater Numbers aid 
with the fame Outcries, and Exclamations, de- 
manded the Heads of the abovementioncd Mini- 
iters Whereupon Dtlaver, who by a long Ex- 
perience knew, that 'twas impofiiblc to oppote 
this Corps when in a Fury > with fuch few Forces, 
threw himfelf at Of mans Feet, and begged him 
not to hazard his i he red Perfon for his Freicrva- 
tion ; adding, that he mould think himieif too hap- 
py if he could be a Victim fuificient to anpca'c 
the Rebellion, and that he conjured his Highnefi 
to give the Rebels fome Satisfaction, by taking 
from him the Seals of the Empire : He laid 
farther, that he thought it as much Glory to 
refign them to him on lo urgent an Occafion, 3s 
he had to receive them, when he did him fiiil 
the Honour to confer them upon him ; and that 
there was no Doubt, but this Action wov.Li 
appcafe the Rebels. 

Qfmaiiy on whom nothing made a greater* Im- 
predion than noble Sentiments, touched ro the 
Quick by thofc of DHm?y , which proved beyond 
Que (Hon, his inviolable Zeal for his Service, and 
who befides loved and eftccmed him for his Pru- 
dence, his Courage, and the Services he had done. 
him, at firfl rcfblutcly oppofed the diverting him 
of a Dignity, which he now deferved more than 
ever for his Difmterftedncfs ; .and there arofc be- 
tween the Emperor and Minifterfiich a noble and 
moving Contcrt, that all who were Witneftes there- 
of, could not forbear admiring the Greatn'els d 
Soul of borh the one, and the other. But Jphm- 
dina % who was pre fen t at this glorious Dispute, 

hoping 
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hoping that the Rebels would be fati.sfyed with 
feeing D Haver difcarded, preifed Of man ib eai- 
neltly, to accept of that M miller's rcligning, that 
he, ar laft, confented to ir, although wirh a len- 
fible Regret. He took therefore trom him the 
Seals of the Empire, and gave them to [{[fain Bajfa i 
whom he imagined to be agreeable to the Rebels* 

InEffe6fc,this new GravdVizier, inverted with all 
the Marks of his Dignity, ventur'd out of the Se- 
rapjioxo the Revolters, and fpoketo them with all 
imaginable Mildne:s ; careffing them, and alluring 
them, they had nothing to fear from the Saltans 
Resentment : He then call'd together theirLcaders, 

and pertuaded them to come to his Palace, and 
treat of a fair Agreement, that fhould be to the 

Satisfaction o! the Soldiers. The Sultanefs fiioftm, 
being informed by her Spies of all that parted, and 
hearing that the Chiefs of the Rebels were at the 
Palace of the new Vizier, to whole Wit and Ad- 
drels fhe. was no Stranger, alarmed at feeing him 
fuccecd in his Enterprise, not doubting but he 
would appeale the Sedition, hcfitated not a Mo- 
ment on putting the finifhmu Hand to her horrid 
Undertaking. Wherefore ihe immediately fent 
a confiderable Sum to the Rebels, who were at the 
Serarlb Gates, and exhorted them to terminate this 
great Affair, having but one Step farther to take ; 
alluring them that in depofing Of man, they would 
reftore Peace to the Empire; and that they ought not 
to rafter them Pelves to be blinded by Of man's fair 
Promifes, his Intention being ftill to extirpate 
tlicm. Although Gold has an almoft abfolure 
Power over rite lurks, that of the Sultana had 
left Efledfc upon the Rebels, than the Fear of be- 
ing pun i flicd as they defer veil : Wherefore with- 
out waiting the Rciult of what fhould be agreed' 

E 5 on 
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on at the Grand Vizier Uffains, they a {faulted the 
Gates of the Seraglio about Ten in the Morning, 
and incouraging each other, broke through and 
forced all the Paflages and Barricades that had 
been made within this Palace, meeting with but 
a faint Refinance from thole that guarded them; 
thofe raw, unexperienced Youths, trembling at 
the very Looks of the furious Janizaries. Ac- 
cordingly nothing flood before them, bur all fied 
precipitately at the very Glittering of their Scy- 
meters ; and the Janizaries not troubling them- 
felves with purfuing them, difperied themfelves 
without any Refpeclt all over the rnofr fecret Ap- 
partments of the Seraglio. The Noife, the Out- 
cries, and the Tumults, giving the Sultan to judge 
how Affairs went, he would have gone out to 
have reanimated his affrighted People, and at leaft 
to have died Sword in Hand. But the Emprefi, 
and all that were about him, prevented this raih 
Drfign, and forced him to retire into the Apart- 
ments of that Princefs ; a San&uary fo much 
the more Safe, as it was iacred and inviola- 
ble, even to the moft defperate ; no one daring to 
tranfgrefs the Law, which forbids any Man the 
Entrance in to the Appartments of the Ladies in 
the Seraglio. 

In the mean while, the Janizaries having pierced 
into the moft remoteft Parts of the Palace, and 
having found Dilaver and the Ktfler Jgafy, maf- 
facred them one after another ; and after cutting 
off their Heads and quartering their Bodies, 
fixed them upon long Poles, and fent them to 
their Comrades, who carried them through all 
the Streets of the City, crying out ; tfbofe were the 
Limbs $f the Tray tors, who would have delivered up 

Conflantuioplc to the Infidels. But if the Death 
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of the wife Dilaver caufed Companion, that Mi- 
niftcr not having deferved fo cruel a Deftiny, 
how ought one to admire the Decrees of Provi- 
dence, which ordained that the Fury of the Ja- 
rizarief, at the fame time that they iacrificed'the 
Innocent, jhould like-wife fall upon the Guilty 
KiflerJgtfy, who had betrayed his Matter for 
them, and that he flrould be one of thir firft Vic- 
tims : Divine Juftice having blinded them fo far, 
that they confounded him that had ferved them, 
with him that was the Object of their Hatred, 
that the Blood of the Traitor might ferve as a 
Sacrifice for the Blood of theGuiltlefs. 

In the mean while, the Rebels having loft all 
manner of Confiderauon, iearched the Seraglio^ 
but without attempting any Thing againft the Em- 
re fs's Apartments ; and ibme of thefe Traitors, 
more inveterate than the re It, having asked 
where was Afajlapha, an Ichcglan* or Page of the 
Preience, who had joined them, led l } :m to the 
Place where he lay confined : It was a Tower 
covered with a Dome, whofe Doors opened only 
into the Apartment of the Ladies of the ScragUo % 
where Men have no Admittance. But the auda- 
cious Janizaries removed this Difficulty, being 
fully refoived to re-eftablifh, Sultan-Mujlapha o.i 
the Throne ; for they found Means to climb 
up to the Top of the Tower, which received no 
Light, but by a fmall Oval Window, and taking 
off the Top of the Doom, three young Janizaries-, 
having furniffied thcmfclvcs with good ftrong 
Cords, Aid down thereby, and proftratcd thcm- 
fclvcs before Afttftapb/t, alluring him, that the Sol- 
diers reftored him to Liberty, and would let him 
agnia upon the Throne . 

E 4 This 
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This Prince, who was in a deplorable Condi- 
tion, hardly heard one Word they laid. He had 
neither eat nor drank for three Days that the 
Sedition had been at the Height; thofe who were 
appointed to attend him having left him ; whether 
Fear had made them run away, or they had been 
corrupted by the Sahanefs Kiofem, as tome have 
thought, and ib had dcfigned to let him die 
in that Manner. He held the Jlcoran in his 
Hand, but was fo weak, that he could not utter 
one ftngle Word ; the Moile and Clamour where- 
with lie had heard the Palace ring, perfuading 
him that they were only come to take him out 
of the Tower, to conduct him to his Death, he had 
prepared him f elf for it with Refignation ; and he 
was i'o much prepoflefled with this Opinion, that 
he neither law nor underftood any Thing which 

the Janizaries faid or did : They immediately 
fattened Cords about him, and drew him up out 
of his Prifon ; but when he was at Liberty, not 
being able to fupport himfelf, he lay along upon 
the Ground ; the Janizaries raifed him up in their 
Arms, and he fainted away; but they brought 
him to himfelf, by giving him a little Cordial. 

As he was fully pofl'efled in Mind, that they 

intended to put him to Death, he imagined itw.is 

Poifon, and refufed fomc Sherbet, which they 

brought to refrefh him; and would neither b* 

perfuaded to drink any Thing but a Glafs of clear 

Water, telling thofe that iupported him, they 

ought to be fati.sfyed with having deprived him of 

the Empire, without attempting to take away his 

Life, fincc he was then only a poor Dervis. The 

Javiz.ariesy to put this Notion out of his Head, 

motcfted to him the contrary a thoufand Times, 

and 
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and proftrated themfclves before him, calling 
him their Emperor and Matter, but yet could not 
make him change his Opinion: At laft, they. 
put him in a Bed, and in that Manner removed 
him to the old Seraglio * ibinc crying, Behold 
Muftafha our Sultan ; and others adding, May be 
live for ever. 

All thefe Cries and Acclamations informed 
Of man but too well of what pa fled : 'T would be 
impoilible to defcribe the Affliction of that un- 
fortunate Prince , and how infinitely he was 
grieved on feeing the Abyls of Misfortunes, into 
which his Defign, although juft, had plung'd 
all his Friends ; but above all, to what an Ex- 
tremity he had reduced the almort only Pcrfon he 
loved, and who was ftill faithful to him. The pru- 
dent Jpbendina finding it was no longer proper 
to let him lee her Tears, which did but redouble 

his A ft] icti on, refrain'd them as much as poflible 
that flie might endeavour to comfort him, and 

aflift him in finding out ibme Kerned y to fo 
manv Evils. *Tis true, fhe did not meet witli fo 
much Difficulty herein, as would have been re- 
quiiite with a Prince of a left generous Courage ; 
bat Of man y as great in his Fall as lie had been 
in his Profperity, was ienfibly affecled there- 
with, but without being dejecled : His Grief 
was not even for what related to hirnfclf per- 
(bnally, the Death of the Grand Vizjer, whom 
he highly valued, and the Treachery of thole 
whom he had honour'd with his Confidence, 
with the melancholly Condition to which the 
Emprefs was reduced, caufed alone all his Sor- 
rows. Nevcrthelefs, being in form M that the 
Rebels had carried Muftabha to the old Seraglio, 

where they had left a Guard with Office** to 

E 5 attend 
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attend him, he hefitated not a Moment upon 
•what Refolution he fhould take y but drawing 
together, with the grcateft Expedition, all thole 
who had continued faithful to him, he deter- 
mined to go in the middle of the Night, and 
attack Mttftapha in that Palace ; being perfuaded 
that his Death would put an End to the Re- 
bellion: And he had taken his Meafures fo juftly 
for that Purpofe, that he muft infallibly have 
Succeeded , had it not been written in the Book 
of Fate, that this Prince was always to be be- 
tray 'd, by thofe who approach'd neareft his 
Perfon. 

In Effect, an Eunuch, whom he had always 
diftinguifhed from the reft, without any Re- 

fpect or Gratitude to fo good a M after, ran 

and inform'd the Janizaries of his Defign. This 

alarm 'd them all, and obliged them to flock in 

Crowds to the old Seraglio, and carry him to 

their Camp, being a clofe Place in the midft 

of C on ft ant in of le, furrounded with Houfes pof- 

fefs'd only by themfelves : There they k- 

cured A/»flapha, in the fame manner as the 

Sultans are guarded when they arc at War. 

Then this Prince beginning to be convinced that 

he was going to be re-eftablifhed on the Throne, 

was fo exceflively overjoy *d thereat, that he 

again fainted away ; and this fecond Fit brought 

him to the Brink of the Grave; violent Con- 

vulfions having made him be twice taken for 

dead : However, he came again to himfelf, but 

Co weak, that they wore obliged to put him 

to Bed, he being neither able to ftand, nor to 

fit upright. 

The Suhamfs Kh/em, finding herfclf baulked 

of her Expc&ations by this Event, which had 

never 
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never enter'd her Thoughts, and judging that 
flie fliould be expofed to the Refentment of 
Phifotra, Mufiaphas Mother, began at the firft 
to repent her having pufli'd the Kevolc fo far ; 
fiace, notwithstanding all her caballing, and her 
exceifive Expences, it proved of no Benefit to her ; 
But as fhe knew how to make her own Advan- 
tage of every Thing, flie was eafily comforted, 
not doubting Mufiapbas Reign would be but ot 
fhort Duration ; and her Son would ftill aicend 
the Throne, much fooner than flie had Reafon 
to have hoped, if Ojman had not been depofed. 

In the mean while the Emperor, finding 
himfelf abandon'd and betray *d by all the World, 
the Seraglio beinir become like a Deiart, his 
Domefticks thernfelves avoiding his Prefence, no 
longer qucftion'd but his Misfortune was irre- 
trievable ; but not being willing the Emprefo 
fliould be Wknefs, of what farther Difafter9 
might befal him, he took a Refolution, which 
could only proceed from the moft intrepid Cou- 
rage, and the moft exalted Virtue. 

Having well weigh'd it within himfelf, and 
confirmed himfelf therein : « My dearcft Jphen- 
4t dim, faid he to the Emprefs, I believe you 
u may eafily judge of my Dcfpair, at the Con- 
41 dition to which I have reduced you ; never- 
H rhelcft, I flatter myfclf that you don't ao 
" cufe me of being the Caufe thereof; that 
41 you do Juftice to my Intentions, and that 
H you are convinced I have only ruin'd you 
"andmyfclf, by having re pofed Confidence in 
4i Wretches who have been ungrateful. Tb 
" a great Comfort to me in the Extremity I 
11 am in, tlpt I have nothing to reproach my 

" lclf 
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*' felf -with ; let it be alio one to you, whatevc 
** may befal mc : But you muft needs think i 
" will be unworthy of me to wait patiently, 'till; 
€l Company of Villains come and butcher mi 
<l before your Kace ; without my making the leaf 
u Attempt to punifh them, or to re-afcend ; 
M Throne, whofe Majefty has not been fully't 
** by any one of my Actions. 

<c Do not then oppofe my Defign of leavinj 
** the Seraglio, either to find fome Means tc 
deftroy thofe who have fo grievoufly injurec 
me, or to die glorioufly. Farewel, my dcai 
jfykendiM) continued he, embracing her, you 
are here in an inviolable Sandtuary ; I have 
<* nothing to fear for you ; all the Law.s fe- 
** cure you from the Rage of the Rebels; other- 
*' wife I would expofe my Life a thoufand Times 
** rather than abandon you ; And be afliired, 
€l that whatever is the Fate of the unfortunate 
u Ofman, he will only live for his Jphendhm, or 
** will die adoring her to the laft Moment of 
« his Life. 
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H E gloomy Homfrs of cheNight, 
and the melancholy Silence that 
rcign'd over that vaft Palace, 
addingto the Sultan s Words all 
that Terror can infpire moft 
dreadful to the Imagination, the 
Emprefs was icized therewith; 

Ofrnan in her Arms ; l< **No, my 

flie, you fliall not leave the Se ra . 

gJie> 
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" gUoy unlefs you will fuffer me to follow you ; 
*• Death doth not affright me more than your 
" felf ; I refblve toihare your Fate ; and neither 
11 know, or will have, any other Sanctuary but 
u what fhall be yours like wife : In the Name of 
" our Love, that Love which has been io ten- 
H der, fb perfect, and ib faithful, fuffer, my 
* deareft Prince, fuffer your dfhendina to ac- 
•* company you to your Grave. 

At thefe Words, this amiable Prince, who 
had till then fupported his Misfortunes with a 
heroick Conftancy, found he was not entirely 
exempt from human Weaknefi : His Heart over* 
flow'd with Tendernefs, and all the Horror of 
his Condition appeared before his Eyes : He re- 
prefented to himfelf his paft Greatneis, with the 
Happinefs he had enjoy'd, and whereof he was 
upon the Point of being immediately deprived; 
thefe Shocking Thoughts made him fetch feve- 
ral deep Sighs, and forced Tears from his Eyes, 
wherewith he watered the Face of that beloved 
Wife, who kept him faft lock 'd within her Arms; 
as believing that tender Chain would fecure them 
from all Dangers. 

But, at laft, the Sultan feeing that the Mo- 
ments were precious, prevailed fo far by his Kea- 
fons, and by % ttoufand Affurances that he 
would not expofe himfelf ralKly, that fte was 
forced to let him departs His Intent was to 
have pafs'd over to Scuun % fully aflurcd that 
his Friends would come thither and join him, 
and to have drawn together a confiderable Body 
of Troops, at the Head of whom he might be in 

a Condition to withstand the Rebels. 

Accord- 
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Accordingly) he went to the Sea-fide, attend- 
ed only by Hujfain Baffa> who would not aban- 
don him ; but finding there w a* never a Bofiangy 
to carry him over, his Sou* was (krtU with a 
mod lively Affliction : He returned to the Se- 
raglioy and reiblving to run ail Hazards to re~ 
afcend the Throne, put in Execution the Defigti 
he formed at firft. He difguiicu himfelf like a 

Spabiy P 1 ^ on a white Armour for the Back 
and Breaft, with all the reft of their Accoutre- 
ments, and before Day broke, went with the 
faithful Huffain, to Jly-Bajfa, Captain of the 
Rebels. He immediately knew him ; and not 
being able to withstand the auguft Majefty of 
his Sovereign, proftrated himfclf at his Peer, 
with his Face to the Earth : The new Vizier 
Ujfahy who was with him, did the fame. 

Hereupon, Ofman breaking Silence with a 
« diflainful Smile ; What ! lays lie, Jlj ! Do 
14 you now pay me the Refpe& you owe me as 
(l Emperor, when I am depofed, and reduced 
" to the Neceffity of concealing myfelf under 
*' the meaneft of Difguifes ? And did you rife up. 
4t in Arms againft me when I was your ab(b- 
44 lute Lord and Matter? What Fury has taken 
4 Pofleflion of you ? What Injustice have I done 
44 you, to induce you to fupport my Rebellious 
44 Subjects ? What Crime have I committed ? I 
11 would have withdrawn myfelf from the Tjf- 
(< ranny of Soldiers, who know no Laws but 
44 their Caprice and Intereft : Was I in the 
M Wrong ?

There needed no more to move a Prince, 
whole Soul entirely heroic, was always to be 
prevailed on by great Actions. Accordingly 
Jly's Sub million affected him in the molt feri- 
fible Manner ; wherefore, reaching out his Hand 
to him ; Rlfe 9 faid he, live to be ever faithful to ' 
we, and may your Repentance he as fincere as 
tny Re 'conciliation.' — Aly obey'd, and immediately 
the Emperor, the Grand Fizier y and the two 

Bajfas held a Council. As Time was very pre- 
cious, it was forthwith relblved that the Viz.hr 
and Aly Ihould go to the Camp of the Rebels, 
and make them very advantageous Propofals in 
the Sultans Name. That great Prince would 
not be made acquainted with them, for fear, 
that finding contrary to his Honour, he ihould 
be loth to confent to them ; but he affured them 
he would allow of -whatever they fhould agree 
to. Whilft rhey were confulting with theni- 
lelves what they mould propoie to the Rebels, 
Day appeared *, and the jfainzaries obliged the 
Cndik skiers to draw up an A6r, declaring that 
Of man was depofed on three Accounts: Then 
lending for the Common Crycrs to their Camp, 
they commanded them to publilh this hSt with 
a loud Voice, which contained as follows : 

" That the Soldiers being informal of Of- 
" matt* ill Behaviour, had depofed him as un- 

*' worthy 
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<c worthy of the Throne ; having defigned ti 
*' deliver up the Imperial City to the Giaour 1,0 
u Cbriftiausi being a Giaour hirafelf, and havinj 
u \riolated the fundamental Laws of the Empir 
4< in marrying. 

Thefe Cryers were guarded by two thoufam 
Janizaries , with their Mufquets poifed, am 
preceeded by their Drums and Trumpets. Kc 
ver was Confternation more univerfal than tha 
of the People on this Publication ; all were ii 
Tears and Lamentations , neither were the grea 
Men left dilconiblate : But the Superiority onto 
Janizarhi making them fear they would plun 
der the whole City, obliged them to concea 
their Defpair, infomuch that not a CreatuR 
durft ftir, having nothing but Tears to beiios 

upon the unfortunate Of man* 

This done, the Rebels having erefted a Throw 
in the midft of their Camp, they made Mftqk 
afcend it, and acknowledged him publicity a 
their lawful Emperor : Juft at this Interim th( 
Grand Fiver, and the Bajfa Jly arrived at tlx 
-Camp, where they declared to the Soldiers in 
Ofmans Name ; that he abhor'd the Thought 
of the intended Voyage ; that he would deliva 
up to them thofe who had adviftd it to be pu 
mfhed as they ftould think fit ; and that hi 
Highnefs engaged to give each Spahi and Jm 
xary fixty Chequins, and a Veft, as a Proof of tli- 
Return of his Favour, befides which, he woul 
augment their Pay two Afpcrs a Day duriiij 
their Lives. 

But To far were thefe Teftimonies of th 
Sultan* Goodnefs from making any Iroprefita

upon thefe Barbarians, as tney ymc ienfible they 
were unworthy thereof, and had carry *d their 
Infoience too far to deferve iuch Kindnefs, that 
their Rage and Fury increas'd co iuch a Decree, 
that venring it upon Of man's Minifters, they 
loaded them with Abufes, calling them Enemies 
and Traytors to their Country ; and no longer 
looking upon Aly-% whom they had chofen their 
Captain, but as a Deferter, they fell upon him, 
and cut him in Pieces with their Scymeters : 
And the Grand Vizier attempting to reprefent to 
them their Injuftice, and give them an Abhor- 
rence of their Rebellion, all the Anfwer they 
gave him was, to ftrike off his Head ; then judg- 
ing from the Difcourfe of the fe two unfortunate 
Officers, that Of man was at Aly's Palace, they de- 
tached a Party thitherto the Numberof fix Thoufand» 

The Palace was imrnediatelv inverted, and 
the Doors broke open ; after which, entring in 
Droves, they found Of man and the Baffa 
Hujfain: They ruih'd upon them, difarm'd them 
in lpite of their Refiftance, and without any 
Refpeft for the Name, Prefence, or Majcfty of 
their lawful Sovereign, rnaffacrcd the Baffa 
Hujfain. Of man finding himfelf in no Condition 
to oppofe thefe Villains, reftrained his juft In- 
dignation, and addrefs'd them with great Mild- 
iieis; remonltrating to them, " That he was 
" the cldeft Son of their Emperor Achmet, 
" whom they had fo much loved, and confe- 
" quently the lawful Heir to the Empire, where* 
(< of they could not deprive him, without be- 
" inc guilty of the utmoft Injuftice ; " adding to 
this Rcmouftrance a Promife of Pardon, and 
sven of great Rewards, if they would repent. 

Thi* 
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This that Prince delivered with fo much Grao 
that they could not avoid giving him the Heai 
ing ; they even look'd upon him Tome Momcm 
with a fort of Admiration ; the Sultan perceive 
it, and being willing to take Advantage thereo 
began again to promiie them feveral Favours 
•when, on a fudden, they broke into a frcf 
Fury, and would no longer give him the Heai 
ing ; and the Fear of the Punifhment they ha 
fo highly deferved, coming more than cverint 
their Thoughts, they gave him the moil abu 
five Language, and call'd him the moil odiou 
and injurious Nam-36. Whilft greateft part o 
them were thus villanoufly employ 'd, fix o 

them ran to inform Mujlaph.a that Of man wa 
In their Power, and ask a it he plea fed to havi 
him brought to the Foot of his Throne : Mujlt 
pha immediately anfwqre^j$bat he would no 
fee him, and that he detfstei&J him up to them, 
to be difpofed of at their Pleafure.-

Then thefc abandon d Wretches, imagining 
every Thing permitted them, rufiVd upon Of 
man y and f ore'd him to. mount a Horfe that wai 
hardly able to ftand under him : His Turbar 
happening to fall of, they clap'd upon his Heat 
a forry Leather Cap, and placing him in thi 
niidft of -them, with horrid Out-cries and Yd 
lings, they led him- in that Condition throng! 
all the Streets of Confiantwopk; bearing befor 
him the Heads and Limbs of his moft fkithfti 
Minifters, and efpecially the Head of p&m 
wjiich they continually held before his Eye! 
carrying their Infolencc lb far, as even to foro 

him to kifs it, * 
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The People, terrify 'd at this horrid Spectacle, 
retired into their Houfes : All the Shops were 
jliut up clofe ; and every one, not being in a 
Condition otherwife to teftify his Zeal to this 
unfortunate Monarch, refblved, at leaft, not to 
be fcen a curious Spectator of his deplorable 
Fate. Every Body in general was afflicted to 
the laft Degree; but the Infolence of the Jani- 
ums was grown to flic h a Height, that not a 
Soul durft make the leaft Attempt to oppofe 
their barbarous Inhumanities : One young vurk 
in particular, being more mov'd than the reft 

with their fhamefiil and unworthyTreatment,of the 
moft amiable Emperor, that had ever 'till then 
graced the Ottoman Throne, feeing that his Head 
was only cover'd with a forry Leather Cap, went 
p to him and put on his Turban, crying out at 
the fame Time, Osman, Os man, have a good 
Hearty there are Hopes ftilL Hereupon the Ja^ 
murks, exafperated at hi> Boldnefs, would have 
cut him in Pieces, had not the Nimblenefs of his 
Heels faved him from their Fury. This Exam- 
ple made every one keep a moft profound 
Silence about all their Actions : The injured 
Sultan would feveral Times have fpoken to them, 

but Kb/em's Emiflaries always prevented his be- 
ing heard. 

How dreadful was this State to a young 
Prince, who, fame few Days before, made Mil- 
lions tremble at his Frown; who had feen him- 
ftlf almoft adored by his whole Empire^; and 
whofe intrepid Courage had flatter**! him with 
the Hopes, that the Conqueft of all Europe ,was 
Kfervcd for him ! But Hkewife, what Reflections 
nuft Jic .riot have made upon the Inftability of. 
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fo much Pomp ara Grandeur, from which one 
Moment alone had cruelly precipitated him! \\ 
is impofiibie bi )fman, who had infi nice Wit, 
and whole Ur ending and Genius was vafliy 
fuperior to 8 • inary Capacities, muft at tha: 
Time have r • ■ very icrious Parallel, between 
his pa ft Glo •'*>. i lis Gondii ion at that Infant: 
All bis -Ah *>. - -w, Words on that fatal Day, 
give Root! < o. Mru , that he realon'd morefo 
lidly on rii i ■ • i h. -An.<\ than on any other, finee, 
without evvr fn.*v nj* the leaft Wcaknefs, he 
did not faii *& *t *' iiy a noble Senfibility of the 
horrid Outran* s the) torcea him to fufter. 

When i Ik- re inhuman Wretches had led him 
Enough about the City, they conducted him to 
their Camp. Upon his Entrance LiicrH i, the 
Rebels before whom he pais'd, ffir an<< ftamp'd 
with then Feet agiinft the Grouno, which a- 
rnongft thoic People are (b many JWrks of De- 
teftation; Tivn they made him alight, and fu 
upon d great Si one, after which they fur rounded 
hit ij , calling him an impious Robber, and a 
Giaour, or lnhdel, grinding ihcir. Teeth at him, 
and making a hundred Grimace?, and extravagant 
poitures, like fo many Madmen, and holding un- 
der his Nofe BShdlcs of burning Matches, halt 
cxtinguifhed. 

This done, beirtg refolvcd to make himfuftr 
all the Indignities that Mage and Fury^ could 
inflift upon him, they fet him up in the Cart ap- 
pointed to carry Criminals to Execution, and 
Jilaccd by him the SurhacU, or Hangman. Then 
t'was that this great Prince was fully fcufiblc 

of all ihe Horrors of his Dcftiny, and being no 

longer 
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longer able to keep Silence, cry'd out with a 
ftrong, but moving Voice ; 

Generous Muffelmen, take away my Life> but 
let me at lea ft receive my Death from the Hands of 
[0 many brave Soldiers , arid not from thofe of an 
ivfamous Executioner. 

But thefe hardened Villains were fo far from 
being moved therewith, that they took not the 
leaft Notice thereof; on the contrary, they again 
led him, iti this Condition, all over the City. 
This infamous and unheard of Inhumanity crown'd 
the Deipair of the Great Men, and the People 
of the beft Rank ; but neverthelefs their Gnef, 
Lamentations, and Complaints were of no Effect 
In paXTf »g by a Place where there 4tt two run- 
ning Springs, Ofman faid he was thirfty, and the 
Janizaries had Com pi ai fa nee enoi 

him ibme Water ; but afterwards \._._ 4 

with their ufual Out-cries and Yellings, 'till they 
came to the Seven Towers, where they conutiit- 
ted him to Prifbn. 

This done, thefe Barbarians ealPd a Council, 
to advife whether it was not their Intereft to 
put him to Death : Kiofem's Partizans were for 
compearing their* Crime, by taking away his 
Life ; alledgine, that if by any Turn of Fortune 
hefhould rc-aicend the Throne, he would fa- 
crifice them all to his Revenge ; but the lmtm$% 
who were amongft them, prevented this Coun- 
ters taking Plfice, on account of this Principle ill 
the Law of Mahomet : 

fhat thiU'fe of tho Prince is fared \ and no Body 
Mft dare m*k§ tbo haft dtumfi agaittft it.

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The reft of the Rebels Tiding with the lmm % 
it was refolved to let the unfortunate Of man live ; 
who being delivered from the Hands of thefe 
Barbarians, found a fort of Confolation in hi> 
Prifbn, as being much the lead dreadful of the 
two : But in this melancholy Confinement, whole 
Stillneis added to the Troubles of his Soul, the 
Image of Jphendina, which had been banifh'd 
his Thoughts during the exquifite Trials they 
had forced him to undergo, recurr'd to his I ma. 
gination with double Vigour : The deplorable 
Srate, to which he rightly judg*d, the Account 
of what he had fuffer'd would reduce her, af- 
fected him with fuch a lively Sorrow, that he 
was ready, juft at that Moment, to loie a Life, 
which his Courage alone had enabled him to 
iupport, notwithftanding the Horror of his Con- 
dition.

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But at laft, the fame Courage enabling 
to find a Source of Comfort in his own Vi 
he flatter'd himfelf with Hopes that Time would 
produce fome Incident which might turn to his 
Advantage. 

In the mean while the Rebels, fatisfy'd with 
their Crimes, went to Afujlapba, and gave him 
an Account of their Cruelties ; upon which thai 
Prince taking Poifcfiion of the Empire, for the 
firft Aft of his Sovereignty, caus'd all the Gaoli 
in Conftaminople and Peru to be thrown open 
and all the Prifoners therein, to be kt at Liber- 
ty : He alfo had his Motherfctch'd out of the ok 
Sttaglhy and gave the Seals of the Empire *tc 
Pan} Baffa, wl^o \»A*jUafA*Vk *'H 

fiiftcr,, a bold, cruel, anctfWood-jhufty Man, 

, ■■ . ■• and 
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and one who would facrifice every Thing to his 
boundlefi Ambition. The Suttifaefs Kfofem; whom 
the Acceffion of Muftafha to the Throne had 
very much fiirprifed, was willing that it fliould 
It leaft prevent her having another Competitor, 
who might difpute the .Empire with her Sea 
Amuratb: wherefore me bent all her Thoughts 
on getting Ofman difpatched, fearing fome Turn 
might happen in his Favour; not being ignorant 
of the Love all the Great Men, and People of 
the beft Rank had for this amiabk Prince- As ihe 
was no Stranger therefore to Daut's Temper, 
Jhe caufed it to be reprefented to him by the 
Bafa of Bofnia y who was entirely devoted to 
her, that it would be but Prudence in him to 
put Ofman to Death, fincc there was no depend- 
ing upon the Soldiers, who would change every 
Moment for their Intereft ; that this alone had 
made them depofe that Sultan ) and that it was 
to be fear'd," when once their Fury was grown 
cool, they might repent, and for the fame In- 
tereft might one Day re-eftablifh him upon the 
Throne ; which if it fhould ever happen, Ofman 
would not fail to facrifice to his Kevenge, all 
whom he fliould find attach *d to Afaftafba: 

It was not in the leaft neceflary, to have 
Recourfe to fuch ftrong Reafons, to perfuade the 
Grand Ptsjer % who was naturally inclin'd to com- 
mit the worft of Crimes, to perpetrate this. He 
had already proposed to him felf this horrible Sa- 
crifice, and if h& did not immediately imbrue 
Ws Hands in rJ the B^Iood of that Prince, it was 
.tacaufe/Ke was willbg firft to dive into the real 
Sentiments' dt th^^?ldierjr ; to this End, he 
Caufed it to be'jttttrted in the Camp of the 
Jfxtoriu, tlM^ffiman had jwft rhen been 

•F ftrangle4 
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ftrangled. At this Rumour aim oft all of them 
rau ta their Arms, and marchted in all hafte to 

the Caftle of the Seven Towers, crying, What 
is become of Ofmnn ? What has been oone with 
Of man ? That unfortunate Prince hearing them, 
and flattering himielf with the Hopes of fomc 
Turn in his Favour, went to his Window, ipoke 
to them with abundance of Sweetnefs, and with 
his ufuai Eloquence, faid feveral obliging Things, 
but all in vain. 

* 

They hearken \\ to him forae Moments, Iook'd 
upon him ftedfaftly, and fatisfy'd with having 
ieen him* return's back again to their Camp, 
without anfwering him a angle Word. ^ Was 
ever any Thing comparable to the Caprice of 
thefe Mutineers 1 They had depo&d him, and 
treated him with the worft of Indignities, even 
worfe than Death, and vet would not fufter any 
Attempt to be made agamft his Life^ 

But vtl\MDai<t zndKiofem were thus endeavour- 
ing to difpofe of a Life, which they ought to 
have held facred, the difconfolate ' dpbendina 
pafs'd hers in the moty cruel Sorrow. Whatever 
Care had been taken by thofc who approach'd 
her, to fofren in the r. elation .them pf to her, the 
inhuman Barbarities of the ?«£fe*r/t/, they told 
her enough to pierce her Heart with a thou- 
fand mortal Wounds : She fwooned away Givers 
Times in the Arms of her Women and the 
Sultanas who were attending about her ; and 
when by their Care flte was cor»c again to her 
felf, flie never opened her Eyes, but to fhed * 
Torrent of Tears \ or he^Mputh, l?Ut to utter 
iuch Complaints as wouIdpar< fluwtfd ; d«e m 
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As ihe had Examples enough in the paft Re- 
volutions, not to flatter herielf with any Hopes 
in this, fhe did not in the leail doubt but iboner 
or later Of man would be pur to Death : She 
fpoke not a Word but what plainly fhew'd flie 
no longer reckon'd him in the Number of the 
Living. In vain did they drive to comfort her ; 
all the Reafons they ufed to effect it, did but 
redouble her Defpair. She was in this melan- 
choly and difconfolate Condition, when a young 
Slave falling on her Knees before her, delivered 
her a Letter from the Afufty y which he had 
found the Means to get convey'd to her Hands, 
and which contain'd only as follows ; 

To the Empress, 

I Doubt not in the haft of your Defpair, all is 
loft ; hut in the midji of your Complaints call 
your Virtue to your Jjft fiance : Live to revenge 
what we have loft ; this is what is required of 
you both by the Laws, your Love, Gratitude, and 
pur Father.

Jphendina having read this, was for fom$ 
Moments in a dec£ Study, after which, breaking 
Silence all on a fuddctv; «« Yes, faid ihe, I 
" will live, fince niy Life is nccdTary for the 
11 Glory of ray dear pfman. Adorable. Prince* 
11 continued flic, letting fall a Shower of Tears, 
{< I offer you a greater Sacrifice in confent jng 
" to live, than I inould do in following you to 
44 the Grave ; finpe fVfry Day of mv Life, will 
H infallibly be aeaHripapy'd with the raoft ex- 
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In Effect, this beauteous Priricefs, to whom the 
new Emperor Tent Word that flie mould be fcrv- 
cd and refpe&ed equally as before, would not hold 
the lead Correspondence with any of t ho fe who 
app roach 'd Afujtapha ; but ihutnng herfelf up 
in her own Apartments, which might have pals'd 
of themfelves for a feparate Palace within the 
Seraglio, fhe lived there in an auftere Retire- 
ment, and in continual Tears; whoi ly employ'd, 
Night and Day, in endeavouring to take a me- 
morable Revenge of all the Enemies of her Im- 
perial Confort. 

In the mean while the Grand Fitter Daut, 
whofe exorbitant Ambition couid find no greater 
Pleafure than in iatisfying itfelf ; and who 
thought his Fortune not to be fliaken, if lie 
could once compals the Death of Of man ; obfer- 
ving the Alarm the Janizaries had taken at the 
Report he had caufed to be fprcad, and judging they 
might one Day repent, and re-eft a blifli him on 
the Throne, would no longer defer the ridding 
himfelf of this only Object of his Fears. Where- 
fore, going to Mujlaphay he gave him to under- 
ftand, that both his Safety, the Welfare of his 
State, and the fecuring him in the Poffeflion of 
the Empire, depended on the putting his Ne- 
phew to Death ; that the Soldiers had only pre- 
served him alive, with a View of making Vic of 
that Prince againft him on the Icaft O-cafion ; 
wherefore he demanded of him an Order for 
bis Execution.

Afitjlapha, who happened to be theft in op c 
of his Intervals of Re afon,, Imitated a long while 
upon the giving it ; rememomg that his Brother 

f W had 
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had recommended to him the Care of his Chil- 
dren, cfpecially Of man, and that the Throne 
belong'd of right to them : Wherefore he an- 
iwer'd Daaty that iuch a piece of Barbarity- 
would render him guilty both of Perjury and 
Parricide, and that both God and rhe Prophet 
Mahomet would undoubtedly punifli him for it. 

The Grand Vizier y on whom the Fear of Hea- 
ven made not the lealt Impreifion when his own 
Intereft was in Queftion, had forefeen Mufiafhas 
Timoroufnefs, and had therefore gain'd over 
forne Doctors of the Law, by Dint of Money, 
whom he introduced to that Prince, and who, 
under Pretence of the Welfare of the State, re- 
moved all his Scruples, and obliged him to fign 
the fatal Order, which he delivered to the 
Grand Vizier, This Monfter of Barbariry being 
once in Pofieflion thereof, Ivaftened forthwith ro 
the Cattle of the Seven Towers, aceompanyVi 
by the Gebechy Bachy, or Chief of the Armourers, 
i»nd fcveral Mutes with filken Bow-ftrings ; and 
caufingthe Doors of the unfortunate Of man's Pri- 
fon to be open'd, he accofted him with celling

t But the cruel Vizier, not a jot moved, returnM 
him only this fliort Anfwer ; Yqh mufi dye : 
Whereupon Ofman y without difcovering the leaft 
Wcakncis, defired mildly that Ive might h#vc

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Time to recommend his Soul to God, which the 
Vizier granted him ; but as a Favour. This Prince 
immediately fell on his Knees, and offer'd up 
his Prayers with abundance of Ze3l and Fer- 
vency ; but at the fame Moment feeing the 
Mutes enter, he rofe up with Fury, and looking 
upon the Fitters Attendants : H r hat I faid he, 
is there none of you will give me a Poigyiard to dye 
glorioujly, and not by the Hands of thrfe vile Exe- 
cutioners? As he utter'd thefe Words, he caft 
his Eyes on thofe who were neareft him, with 
Deitgn to have feized on one of their Scymeters: 
But Dauh who was apprehenfwe of his Valour, 
made a Sign to the Mutes to advance. Hereupon 
the courageous Ofman } relblving at lead to fell 
his Life dear, advanced to meet them, and with 
one Blow of his Fift broke the Cheek-bone of 
the firft, and dilabled him from any farther At- 
tempt ; then fehing the fecond with a vigorous 
Arm, he fent him with fuch Violence a gain ft

But Muftapha was willing to he fatisf/M 
thereof with his own Eyes, and to tlr.tt End 
cauied ins Body to be brought to the Seraglio , 
where, in ipite of his Devotion, and the 0*%\w 
he had made to his Brother Jchmet, he enjoy'd 
to the full, the inhuman Pleafure of having rid- 
ded himfclf of fo dangerous a Competitor : This 
he evidently difcover'd by uttering thefe cruel 
Words ; He once tumbled me from the rfhmwy 
and noil} I have precipitated him into the Abyfs op 
Darhefs.

Such v/as the End of this amiable Prince, who 
n*y*d at the Age of eighteen Years, having 
reignM but three ; and who, in that fhortTime, 
never thought, projected, faid or did any Thing 
but what was great, wife, and heroic: He was 
enctueii, with all the . perfbnal Accomplishments 
that- can render the Out-fide agreeable ; beauti- 
ful to Perfection, cxquifitely fine flvu£ed ? Mailer 
of the utfnoft Addreft in all his Exercifcs, and 
of thte greatelt Eloquence and Gracefulnefs in

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Speaking : His Infide was not lefs admirably 
adorn'd ; his Soul was of the nobleft, his Senti 
mcnts moft exalted ; he was a Lover of Virtue, 
required it in Friends, and prac~tis\i ithimfelf- 
he was prudent, tender, finccre, and the pro- 
fefs'd Enemy of all Sorts of Debauchery; he was 
full of Bravery and Courage, and never form'd 
any but great Enterpriz.es : To conclude all, he 
was well skill'd in all Sciences, and was not only 
Matter of a fparkling Wit, but of a profound 
and folid Underftanding. Such was Ofmattl. 
the nineteenth Emperor of the Turks, who fa- 
crificed him unworthily to their Rage, and who 
did not know the Enormity of their Crime, 'til! 
long after they had committed ir, no more than 
the Grcatnefs of their Lofs in being deprived of 
fb excellent a Prince. 

He was univerfally -mourn'd and lamented 
by the great Men, and the People of the befl 
Rank, and although the Inhabitants of Conftan* 
tintyle durft not difcover their Defpair for Fear 
of the Soldiers, the numerous Provinces of this 
vaft Empire were not influenced by the iamc 
Policy: The Mourning, Tears, and Lamenta- 
tions there were undilguiled ; and never was 
Affliction more finccre or more general. 

His Body was wafli'd and perfum'd, accord- 
ing to the Cuftom of the Mahometans ', and after- 
wards carried to the Great Mofque of St. Sophia, 
where it was placed between his Father Achmtt, 
and his own Son ; and although noJJbdy durft 
honour his Funeral Pomp for Fear ftTthe Muti- 
neers, who, to intimidate the Inhabitants, had 
difperfed themfelves in Companies rtjrojighour 

the City, and thrcatned wit& Dcpfhlifefc firft 

• Jftrfpn 
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Perfon who ihould pronounce the Name of 
Of man : Almoft all the Minifters and Baffas who 
who were at the P$rte affifted at his Burial, - hue 
without any Ceremony, without obferving any 
Ranks, and with a profound Silence, locking 
up within their Breath the Grief that pierced 
their Souls. 

Amongft the Imans appointed to perform his 
Funeral Eights, he who pulPd off his deaths, 
found about him a magnificent Pocket-Book ; 
As he apprehended it might contain fome thing 
of Confequence, he conceal'd it with Defign to 
duiver it to the Mufty y which he did as foon as 
this melancholy Ceremony was over. The Mufiy % 
who knew it again, becaufe it had belonged to 
the Emprefs, gave it in charge to an Eunuch of 
the Seraglio, devoted to the Service of that Prin- 
aft, who carried it immediately to a young 
Odalisk, named Eli f an a > in whom Jphendina had 
an entire Confidence, and who was her Fa- 
vourite. 

The Odalisk received it, and not doubting but 
the Sight of it would renew the Sorrows of the 
Emprefs, fhe put it up carefully, relblving to 
wait 'till that Princefs was more compofed in- 
Mind before flxe delivered it. This Favourite 
rightly forcfaw the cruel Effe&this Pocket-Book 
would produce, fincc'the Sequel will fufficiently 
fliew how fatal the Sight of it was to Jphendina. 

As fpy Muftapha y he gave himfclf up to all the 
Joy, that the Return or the Sovereign Authority 
can infpire ; and by the Council of the, Grand 
Wfcfor, cauftd Ofman's Brothers to be dole con- 
%,d, fearing, that the Rebels would make u(c 

►t 
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of them againft him on the firft Opportunity, 
The Sxhantfs Kiofem y whom Ofinans Death gave 
juft Reafon to hope for Jmuraitfs Advancement ; 
feeing the Throne pofleis'd hy a Prince that was 
weak, and incapable of Government, bent all her 
Thoughts on the Means of raifing her Son to 
the Empire : And in Order to etfeft this the 
better, not being ignorant of the Hatred of the 
Afufty, and mod of the Great Officers of the 
Porte, to all who had appear'd to have any 
Hand in Of man % Death, by a moft artful and ambi- 
dextrous Policy, ftie apply'd herfelf affiduoufly 
to make her Court to the Emprefs; intermingling 
Tears with her, and never fpeaking to her but of 
the Vengeance ihe ought to take of the blackeft 
Cruelties that had ever been perpetrated upon 
the Perfon of the greateft Prince that had till 
that Time reigned over the Muffulmen. To this 
flie added her particular Fears for the Fate of 
her own Children, whofe Lives were expofed to 
the Barbarity of the Grand Vtzier Daut y pre- 
reading to lament their Lofs in the Death or 
Ofman, who had always treated them with the 
Goodncfs of a Father. 

The mournful Jphetidina, whofe Soul was a 
Stranger to all Wiles and Subterfuges, and whofe 
Candour and Sincerity was equal to Kiofotns Ar- 
tifices, thinking herlelf obliged by the Concern 
ihe feemed to exprefs for her Misfortunes! gave 
Ear to her with Pleafure, thanked he& and af- 
fured her of U,cr utraoft Acknowledgnfcflf : And 
as flic had been the Deuofitory orW Imperial 
Confort's moft fecret Thought*, and knew be- 

Sond Queftion that he would never huve jut hit 
rothers to Death, but had always lovea them 

finccrety, ftc entered with the feme Goodjiefs 

Into 
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into the Suit ma *s Apprehenfions of their felling 
one Day a Sacrifice. 

When Kiofem had thus a flu red herfelf of 
dphewdinas Confidence, fhe acquainted her with 
ull fhe knew of the Grand Vizier* Defigns, 
whereof fhe was exactly inform'd by the Sajfa 
rfBofnia. « The fole Defigti of that Minifter, 
** faid fhe to the Emprefs, is to advance himfelf 
« to the Throne : As he has married Sultan 
iK Jchmet's eldeft Sifter, he will become the only 
« Heir, if he can compafs the Death of the five 
11 Princes, who are all the Remains of the Qt- 
u toman Family ; fully per fuaded that after their 
4C being taken off, no Body will be able ro dif- 

* pute the Empire with him : And knowing, as I 
" do, his cruel and bloody Mind, I have every 
11 Thing ro fear for my Sons, of whom, only J- 
11 murath the eldeft, is capable of revenging the 
M auguft Ofmatij his Brother and your illuftri- 
" oils Conlbrt. 

J-phendina, whofe lively Sorrow the Ieaft 
Thought of Revenge flatter'd, enter* d immedi- 
ately into all her Sentiments , and as fhe knew 
that Amurmb was actually Matter of part of the 
fine Qualities that had been fo much admired in 
the Emperor Ofman y fhe was as apprehenfive as 
Khfem t of being deprived by his Death of the 
Hopes flie bailt on him. 

Wherefore, after ftudying a Moment upon 
what fhe had juft difcovered to her, " I know 
M hit one Way, ahfwer'd flie, to fecure the 

* Princes fVotn Daut's wicked Attempts; and 
that w, to procure me an Opportunity, of 
f ftcfdtuig with the two principal Eunuchs, whom 
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u my dear Ofrnan placed about them; Thef 
" have always been very faithful to that great 
€< Prince, and undoubtedly they will value his 
** Memory fufficiently to hazard every Thing, 
** rather than fuffer the Lives of his Brothers 
M to be attacked, efpecially when I fhall corn- 
« f mand them to be watchful over their Prefer- 
*« vation : The only Difficulty that remains, is 
" to furniih them with Arms to defend them- 
« ielves in cafe of Neceflity " The Sultaveji 
Kief em, who found nothing difficult when her 
own Intereft was in (^ueftion, overjoy'd at the 
Propofalmade her by the Emprefs, allured her 
flie would fupply the two Eunuchs with Arms 
furlicient for thcmfelves, and all about the 
Princes ; and that fhe would take upon hcrfelf 
the Care of introducing them to the Emprefs, that 
fhe might be able to give them her Orders. 

i 

All thefc Meafures being taken, Khftm, who 
had an infinite Number of Emilia ries in the Se- 
raglio, managed Matters fo well that flie fent for 
the two Eunuchs, and brought them iecretly to 
Jfhendina. That great Princefs could not 
again behold thofe two faithful Servants of 
Ofmatiy without Ihedding a Flood of Tears, where- 
fore with a Voice interrupted with deep Sighs ; 
« We have fent for you, laid ihe, topreferve the 
" Princes you attend, from all.thc wicked Attempts 
-i that may be made againft them : We are in- 
* form'd their Lives are in Danger ; and as we 
«« know how faithfully you were devoted to 
4< your great Matter Ofman, we flatter ourfcW 
•• you will not be Ids fo to his Brothers ; 
«• tfpecially Prince Amurath % wjiqm he dearly 
" loved, and who being the eldeft, is more 

« expofed than the xei, to the Ambition of 
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" Traytors. The Suhanefs Kiofem will procure 
« you Arms to defend him, and we are both 
« fully allured, that on your repelling briskly 
« the firft Attack, they will never dare to make 
11 a fecond. Swear then that you will be in- 
« violably devoted to their Service, and that 
«« your profound Submiffion to the auguft Ma- 
" fter you have loft, will make you refpeft the 
11 Orders of your Emprefs. 

The two Eunuchs, who fincerely lamented 
Of man every Hour of the Day, and whom Amu- 
rath's fine Qualities made look upon him as the 
only one worthy to fucceed him, fwore, without 
Hesitation, to the Prince fs, by the moft facred 
Oaths, not only to fhed the la ft Drop of their 
Blood in his Defence, but to engage all who 
ferved him to do the fame. The Sxhanefs 
Kiofem^ as AmuratVs Morlier, pre fen ted each of 
them with a Purle of a fhoufand Suhanins, in 
Order to gain them to her Interefts, and got con- 
vey "d to them what Arms were neceffary, with- 
out any one's having the leaft Intimation thereof. 

After this Precaution for the Safety of her 

Son's Life, being willing likewife to acquire the 

Confidence of all who mourn'd O [maris Lofe, 

and to gain them over to her Interefts ; rightly 

judging that this was the only Means to get the 

People to favour her ( Son's Advancement; fhc 

caufed the Mufty to be told, that flie abhorrM all 

who had any Hand in the depofing and putting to 

Death that great Prince, and that fhc was ready 

to join with him jin tfo revenging it She 

caufed the fame to be infinuated to the B*jf*s> 

and Great Officers of the f #r#, and left no Stone 

unturn'd 
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unturn'd to make them believe flie a&ed with 
no other View than that of Juftice. 

v. 

Although both the Mufty y the others, and all 
the Divar?, were very fenlible that this politick 
Woman had her own private Views in fpeaking 
after this Manner ; and did net doubt but her 
Artifices had had no final! Share in Ofmans de- 
plorable Cataftrophe, they were fo much bent upon 
revenging hi.s Death, that they did not in the lead 
hefitate upon accepting her Offers, knowing very 
well they would be of great Advantage to them 
on the firft Revolution : Wherefore, diflembling 
their Thoughts, they caufed her to be told, 
that they ihould be always ready to teftify their 
2eal for her Service ; that they were very fenfi- 
bly affected with the Efteem flie exprefs'd for 
Ofman's Memory, and that they would fhew her 
their Gratitude in the Perfon o\ Amwaih, when- 
ever Opportunity ihould offer. 'Twas after this 
Manner this ambitious S*hanefs> had theAddrefs 
to make fure of thofe whom flie had the mod 
Rcafon to dread ; and that after having caufed 
the Death r>f the rnoft amiable of Princes, to 
bring her Son near the Throne, flic likewife 
made Ufc of his Aflies as a Step to mount him 
thereon. 

The Cruelty of Da*t fbon fcirniflTd them with 
the Occafion they defived ; this Mfaifter, think- 
ing* he might venture upon any Thing, beta 
fcrc of getting it approv'd or by the weal 
M*ftapk*s fent the G*fy*J£k ! mthi fcteral G* 
Ms, to carry off Prince '^ftMtfft* ifi tht; JIWM* 

Jtame; '-VlmCtlfrJjjfa ^Mk the Awrt- 
mettl where! he 1 was eonflri'dy oommtnUcd- Wns to 

; follow 
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follow hirn. Amttrath was then but thirteen Years 
old, but his Wit and Penetration being beyond 
his Age We was immediately fenfiMe oftheDanger 
that threatned him, and anfwer'd him with a 
loud and refolute Voice : What I Ftllain, <wo$ti& 
jm treat me as yon have before done my Bf other ? 

And at the fame Time filling his Apartment 

with his Cries, he added : Is there no Body then 
alout me, of thofe who have been faithful to mf 
Father and my Brother, to defend me again/? thefe 
bafe Jjfajfins ? Thefe Words were the Signal 
for the Eunuchs, who appeared ac the fame In* 
ftant, all armed, and vigoroufly oppofed the 
Capy-Jgas Retinue, who uied their utmoft Ef- 
forts to feize on Amurath \ and Salek, one of the 
Eunuchs who had fpoken to the Emprefs, placing 
himfelf between the Prince and the Capy-Ag#> 
who was very zealous to have executed his Or- 
ders, ftruck off his Head with one Stroke of his 
Scymeter: The other Eunuchs, encouraged by 
the Death of this Tray tor, drove away his At- 
tendants Scymeter in Hand, and they no longer 
having any Leader, made but a faint Refiftance, 
but fought their Safety in their Flight, 

On the firft Noife that this Attempt made, the 
Sultanefs Ksofem y filPd the whole Seragfa with 
her Outcries, demanding Juftice of Mufiafha and 
the Divan upon the Contrivers of thw villainous 
Enterprixc ; interweaving artfully the Name of 
Ofman with her Complaints, and giving out that 
thofe who had deprived that Prince of hto LifcJ 
wanted alfb to deftvoy the only one who w«» 

ftblc to re-cftabliflt. the Glory of the Empiw. •' 

At 
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At this News, all the City was in an Alarm* 
and the Grief for the Lois of Of man, which the 
People had concealed through Fear, having a 
freih Pretence to break out, nothing was heard 
every where but the Cry of Revenge : As jfyfan- 
irna like wife had not been idle fince the Sultans 
Death, having written to all xht£affas in the moft 
remoteProvinces concerning thatPrince's deplora- 
ble End, they had all taken up Arms, and would 
no longer obey Jhufiaphas Orders; declaring open- 
ly, and caufing it to be publiflied every where, 
that he was the Murtherer of his Nephew, and 
had no Right to the Empire, and demanding that 
he ihould be depofed. 

Thefe Alarms, theft Murmurs, and theft In- 
furrections, breaking out in all Parts at a Time, 
ftruck a Terror into the Heart of Laut ; and the 
morfc when the Divan met, and fent to demand of 
Miftapha y if it was by his Orders the Attempt had 
been made upon Amuratb\ Life. The Saltan re- 
turned for Anfwer, that the Days of that Prince 
were dear to him, and he exhorted them to dit- 
cover the Authors of this enormous Crime, and to 
yuniih them feverely. This Anfwer redoubled the 
Murmurs of the Divan % and every one crying out 
that the FtzJer was guilty, and deferved tne worft 
of Punifhments, Orders were immediately given 
for leizing him, and bringing him to the v'waju 

But Daut having timely Notice of thefc Pro- 
ceedings, and being as fearful in Adverfity, as ar- 
rogant and haughty in Profoerity, fled from Con- 
ftantimph, and concealed htmfeif on the Borders 
of (he Blacky Sea, accompanied with only one 

Man 
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Man, named Serranck, -whom he. bad raifed to 
the Dignity of fitter of the Bench: ^ The Sultan- 
nefs Philatra y Mxftapbds Mother, feeing the Storm 
that hung over that Prince's Head, and being^e- 
firous to ward it off, fentfor the principal Officers- 
of the Janizaries, and carreffing them highly, 
told them that the Advancement of her Son being 
the Work of their Hands, they were bound in 
Honour to fupport it. They uromifed her they 
would, and advifed her to diftribute fome Money 
among ft the Janizaries ; ftie accordingly fent 
them a Million of Sultanins, and as flie faw no Pro- 
bability of her Son-in-law fiaut's, being reftored, 
ihe gave the Seals of the Empire to Mahomet Gi~ 
urgi Baffa, an old Eunuch, whom his Merit had 
raifed to the higheft Employments. After all 
thefe Steps, Ihe imagined herfelf in Safety, and 
in order to retrieve the Affections of the People- 
who are generally delighted with Shews, flie ap- 
pointed a Day for the Sultans making a Cavalcade 
through Cinftantinopk- 

But all her Care and Precautions were to no 
Purpofe ; the Pre fence of Mujtapha, only added 
to the Contempt they before h^d of this Prince, 
and renewed their Grief for the Lofs of Ofman^ 
whofe Praifes they fang aloud \ comparing his 
graceful Appearance and Behaviour on fucn an 
Occafion, with the aukard Air of Afuftapha, 
which provoked a general Laughter. In fliort, 
every one difcovered, without anyRefbedt or Rc- 
ft taint, the Love he bore the deceaied, and his 
Hatred and Contempt of the Living. The Valide 
being informed of the Dtiaffe&ion of the People 
to her Son, relblved never more to expofe him in 
Publick ; and having likewife heard that 'twas in 

every Body's Mouth, that the Arrogance of the 

new 
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new Grand Viz.it v, would compleat the Dcftrufti- 
on of every Thing, and that alluding to his be- 
ing a Eunuch, they gave out that rhe Empire 
Was now governed by two Women, ihe took from 
him the Seals, and delivered them to UJfm 
JBaffa. 

In the mean while the Baffas of Afia had al- 
ready raifed feveral Armies, which under Pre* 
teuce of revenging Ofmans Death, committed hor* 
rible Diforders. The Imperial City, and the ft- 
* 'tkglhy were full of Troubles and Pactions ; the 
''Janizaries were then looked upon with Horror; 
' ' attd the People who found t hem i elves fupportedby 
the Difconrent of the Great Ones, and the In- 
furre&ions of the ProvincevS, no longer conceal 
ed their Dcteftation of them, loading them eve- 
7)" Moment with Curfes and Abu icy, as being 
[guilty of all the Great Ofmans Misfortunes. 

The Janizaries^ at firft, juftified themfelves with 

Infolence ; but finding themfelvesinfulted, deteli 

£d> and abhoi*red throughout the Empire, they 

began to be fenfible of all the Horror of their 

'Crime ; and repenting their giving Way to 

their Fury, laid all the Guilt of his Murder upon 

Daftty whom they curfed every Day. The Em- 

prefs being informed by the Mtfty her Father, 

how the People were affected; that the whole 

' Empire demanded Vengeance on thofe Bar hanmh 

for all the Cruelties and Indignities they had ex- 

ercifed upon her' unhappy Husband ;, and that it 

/Was now Time for her to difcover her juft Rt- 

"fentirient, never hcfitated a Moment upon what 

'Cotirfc flic Humid take ; but went directty to the 

Dkuitt, attended by all her Ladies, and all the 

i&B&n of her Houfhold. i 

The 
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The Affembly was very numerous ; but tlie 
pretence of that greatPrincefs, immediately caufed 
a profound Silence, every one being impatient to 
know what had brought her thither ; and they 
received her with fuch Marks of Refpedt and 
Admiration, as iufficiently fliow'd they had not 
forgot, flie was the illuftrious Widow of the 
great Of ma v. This incouraged her to fpare no 
Puns to incite their Souls to Vengeance. In or- 
der to this, ihe gave them a (uccinft and particu- 
iar Account of all the Cruelties and Indignities 
they had exercifed upon him, from the Time of 
their firft felting him, to the violent and ignomj- 
ous Death they had made him rufter \ accompany- 
ing this melancholy Recital, with fo many Tears, 
that the Veil which covered her Face was wet 
through with the piteous Shower, 

The whole Affembly could not forbear fympa- 
thizing with her. The Majefty of Jphtvdina ) the 
Gre.ccfidrtefs (he retained even in the Excels of 
her Grief; the Energy of the Expreflions fhe 
ufed to call to their Remembrance the Virtues, 
Innocence, and cruel Deitiny of Ofman\ ail 
wrought fuch an Effect upon their Minds, that 
rot one had Refblution enough to get the better 
of the Emotions of his Soul ; all were fa Tears, 
and all promifed her Juftice upon the Authors 
and Abettors of fo black an Enterprise. The 
Sultnnmfs Kiofcm^, who had been informed of the 
Procedure of the Emprcfs, entered at the fame 
Time, and complained of the Dcftgn that t)ad 
been formed againft Jmterath) demanding that 
the Contrivers thereof might be l^vcrciy pu^ 
triJhed. She could not have taken a mor^ fa- 
vourable Opportunity for obtaining her Defirc, 

Jfbendtna's 
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jfphendinas Difcourfe had put the Divan into fuch 
a Flame, that they could not refufe the Reverse 
that was required of their Juftice ; and they took 
that very Day all the Mealures neceffary for that 
Purpofe. 

In the mean while, Daut y flattering himfelf 
that Mtftapha and the Valide would fcreen him 
from the Punifliment due to his Crimes, caufed a 
large Sum of Money to be diftributed among the 
Soldiers; after which, pulhed on by his un- 
bounded Ambition, or rather by the invifible 
Hand of divine Juftice, which hurried him on to 
his Fate, he returned to Ccnftantivofle ; with a De- 
fign to re-eftablifli himfelf upon the Ruins of Ca- 
lily Captain Bajfa, or high Admiral, whom he 
had the Audacioufnefs to accufe in a full Divan t 
as the Author of all the Misfortunes of the State. 
He pretended, that this Bnffa alone, had been the 

Caufe of the Rebellion of the Bajfas of Jjfyria> 
and Bagdaty who maflacred without Mercy, all 
the JanizArks that fell into their Hands ; that 
thefe Baffa's were related to Cahl, who had adopt- 
ed them, having no Children of his own ; and 
that his Defign was to gain them entirely o- 
verto his Intereft. and to pufli on the Revolt, 
till it Iprcad even to Confi 'antinopk , and over- run 
all the Imperial City ; that the Soldiery were very 
well informed of his fecret Machinations, info- 
much that they had even aflaultcd him in the 
Streets, as an Enemy, both to the Sultan and the 
State. 

The perfidious Daut maintained thefe Accufa- 
tlons with the more Boldnefs, as he had himfelf 
been the Author of thefe Reports about CVrW, 
and had hired Soldiers to aflaffinate him, that by 

his 
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bis Death he might get Pofleffion of his Place, 
which was the fecond Poft in the Empire : And 
to leave nothing,unfaid, that might effectually 
ruin him, he like wife laid to his Charge, his ha- 
ving differed the Levantines to leave their VcfTels, 
which gave them an Opportunity of committing 
fuch infinite Ravages in the Imperial City. The 
Captain Bajfa, who was then prefent in the Diva ft, 
eafily juftified him (elf from thefe Calumnies, and 
repelling Lies with Truth, proved Dmt the folc 
Author both of Oj "man s Death, and the Defign a- 
gainft Amurath. 

Daut thinking to confound his Enemy, pro- 
duced Mujlapha's Order for the Death of Of man ; 
but as to what concerned Jmurath^ he made fuch 
wretched Excufes, that all the AfTembly who al- 
ready abhorred him for his firft Crime, fcruptfed 
not in the leaft believing him guilty of the-, fe- 
cond ; and as they were juft going to pronounce 
his Sentence, three thouiand Janizaries in Arms, 
appeared before the Hall of the Divan y and de- 
manded to have the Authors of thefe two black 
Attempts condemned to the worftof Punifhments. 
The head Officers of this Body were in the late- 
re fts of the Sultanefs Kiofem y and it was not 
doubted, but they had been brought thither by 
her Orders. 

Their Outcries and Clamours alarmed the Tray- 
tor Daut, who inftantly made his Efcape into the 
Seraglio • but the Janizaries foon dragged him 
from thence, as well as Gebechy Bechy, who had 
cut off one ofOfman's Ears. The latter was try'd 
upon the Spot, and condemned to Iofe his Head, 
which was done that Inftant. As for Daut % 
he had Recourle to all manner of Artifices to a- 

void 
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void the fame Fate \ but the Divan found hirn 
lb guilty, that they condemned himaifo to be be- 
headed. This Sentence being pafTed upon him, 
be was that Inftant delivered into the Hands of 
the Hangman; who haying flrript him of his 
Robes, carried him to the Side of a Fountain, 
where having placed him on a fort of Stool, after 
the Manner. of the Turks > he was juft going to 
give Mm the fatal Stroke, when a Troop of young 
fyahhy called out to the Executioner to hold his 
Hand. This Refpite gave Bant fome Hopes ; 
but the Viziers rightly judging, it was the Validt 
had fent them to lave him, had him conducted to 
the Cattle of the Seven Towers, where about 
Four in the Evening he wasftrangled. 

f Here one cannot too much admire the vifible 
I&Fe&s of the divine Juflice, which decreed, that 
tins' Tray tor fliould be drawn to the Seven Tow- 
ers in the fame Cart as Ofman, that he fliould 
drink by the Way at the fame Spring, and that 
he mould fuffer the famePuniiliment, in the fame 
Chamber and Place, where he had caufed the 
Death of that great Prince. 

Thefe two firft Vi&ims began to fatisfv Part of 
the Great Ones and the People, .who breathed 
nothing but Hatred and Revenge againft Ofmaris 
Murthere^s. ^ Jphendina herfelf felt a Sort of Con- 
folation therein, but it was not yet enough for all 
in general, and their Lamentations could not be 
entirely appealed, as long as the Soldiers fhould 
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ine being the humbling pf the JavlwrUS) and 
£ppfing of the Sultan, the JJ/rJfas who had taken 
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of the one, by cutting off Hoot and Branch as 
many as fell into their' Hands, not giving any 
Quarter even to their Wives and Children. They 
took PoffeiTion of all the ftrong Holds, and con- 
verted to thwir own \Jfe, the Revenues of their 
refpective Provinces, without any ones oppofirg 
their Violences * fuch an Afccndant over every 
one, did the Pretence of revenging Ofman's 
Death afford them 

This News being carried to Conftantinople, hat£ 
different Effects : The Creatures of the Fdlide 
were alarmed thereat, and the great Ones, and 
Perfons of the beft Rank rejoiced ; but ishefe 
contrary Sentiments, only added to the Diforders 
that already reigned in the City, and the Seraglio* 
The Validc, who had hoped to fatisfy the DiMj 
fe&ed, by delivering the Seals of the Empire tp 
Ijan-Baffa y found herfelf deceived in her Ex- 
pectation, by the Violence of the jfavtzaries' \ 
tthofe R^ge being (till fomented by Kiofem r and 
who be fides hoping to expiate their Crime by diP 
approving of the prefenr Government, ran in 
Crowds to the Palace of this new Vizier y obli- 
ged him to give up the Seals, and forced 'the 

hltde to confer them on J!y-Bajfa t one of their 

Leaders. *"

This Princefs however, did not lofc Courage, 
and even affedfced an Air of Conftancy and Tran T 
quility ; but fearing Muft^phas Extravagancies, 
which increafed every Day, would at lalt caufe 
Ins Downfal, flie refolved ur'on removing him out 
of the Power of thofc Mutineers* by carryih^ 
him to a Pleafurc Houfe about a League from don-

To 'give fome Colour for this Departure, the 
Suhanep had it given out, that Change of Air 
was mecefTary for the Sultans Health ; how- 
ever 'twas rightly judged that it was only to con- 
ceal the better the Diforder of his Brain, to get 
him our of the Power of the Seditious, In Effect, 
he was contemn'd to fuch a Degree, that there was 
ho longer any Obedience paid to" his/Qrders, and 
frefli Troubles arofe in the State every Day ; but 
the moftMangerous of all, and which cauied at laft 
the Ruin of both Mother and Son, was, the I:i- 
fur rection of j4baza y Governor of -Erzerum. He 
had already refufed to lay down his Government; 
the Bajfa of Aleppo had done the fame ; and both 
the one and the other had fent Word, Jthat they 
would not refign the Poft the great Qfmm bad 
conferred upon them, until they had fully re- 
venged his tragical Death.

The Baffas of the other Provinces, and efpe- 
cia'Uy thole which lay contiguous to Perfia f had 
made the fame Anfwer ;' and alLpf them cloaking 
their real Defigns, under the Pre&ncc of reveng- 
ing Q/wd;;, and prcferving the remains of the Ot- 
toman Family, declared by Manifefto's ported up 
in all the Cities under their Jurifdiction, that the 
janizaries, and Spahk, were the Enemies of the 
State, and the Parricides of their Emperors, c*- 
ihorting the People to exterminate them as publick 
JSJufances. 

But Jhazn did not ftop at Writings alone ; ltf 

laifcd an Army, which he increafed to the Num-

fieged Jcifavy which he rook by Storm, putting 
to the Sword the whole Gam ion, confining of 
ei*ht Thoufand Janizaries. From thence pu fil- 
ing on his victorious Arms, he made himJelf Ma- 
tter of Part oi'NatoIia, and laid Siege to the City 
of C/fraifatf within a {cw Days March of Con- 
Qarttinopk : And in order to add the more Weight 
and Credit to his Arms, he caufed it to be given 
our, that Sultan Of man, had appeared to him iti 
a Moique, all over covered with thofe Indigni- 
ties which the inhuman Soldiery had put upon 
him, and had addreiled himfelf to him as fol- 
lows. 

Generous MuiThlman, the faithfulleft of my Slaves 
rmnge my ignominous Death, by the Slaughter of 
Sixty tfhoufand Janizaries and Spahis ; niarcb, baft 
a-ivayy Fort I'm (ball accompany your Jrms f and 
I Wiry pall crown ) our Labour. 

This was tranflatcd out of the *furki(h % into the 
Arabian and Per ft an Tongues, and diftributed all 
over the Empire. Thole People, who are fupcrfti- 
tious to Excels, and who be/ides, only wanted a 
favourable Opportunity ro di (cover their Hatred 
to the Soldiers, fcued eagerly on the Pretence of 
this fuppoicd Apparition to iutisfy it, thinking the 
Blood of all the Janizaries and Spahis CcarcQ 
fufficicnt, to revenge the Death of an Emperor 
who had been (b dear to them, and whofe Me- 
mory they dill highly chcrifhed. Wherefore all 
the Soldiers of thole two Corps who fell into their 
Hands were immediately lacrificcd to Qfmans 
Ghoft. 

G j4haw y 
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dbaza-, who lamented this Prince Night and 
Day, whom he loved with an extream Tender- 
Delis, and whole Deipair for his Loft, had made 
him void of all Pity for his Enemies, carry *d ills 
Fury yet farther, to cxtipate entirely that info- 
lent Generation ; caufing even the Bellies of all 
the fatiizswks and Spahis Wives co he ript open, 
and 'thus deftroying at once both Mother:, and 
Children. But what is nioft extraordinary is, 
that this uncommon Barbarity ft ruck no Body

The News of aii thefe Occurrences being 
pun6tually brought to Cc-njlxntinopfe, filled the 
whole City with Alarms -d\\d Commotions. The 
Val'tde ufed her utraoft Efforts to appcaie them ; 
but the Suit am •fs Khfem y by her Intrigues, rcn- 
der'd in a Moment ineffectual all flic cmM 
do. By her Means it became known that Mujl.v 
phAS Folly was grown to fuch a Height, tfctt 
there was no longer any Hopes of his Amend- 
ment ; and that it fcemed as if the Stings of a 
troubled Conference added to his Phrenzy.

He would rife frequently in the Night, andr 
into the Gardens of Ills Soli:udc, crying with % 
loudVoice : Os m a n ,0s m a M f rome Again ^ and take 
the Re fas of thy Empire ; its JVcfrht if too J>eavj 
for me \ 1 cant fa] fori it ; it hears me down, ami 
I pall Jink under the Burthen* This Di ("order of 
liia Bruin, reduced his Mother to LMpair ; but 
her Sorrows were at the Height, on hearing that 
the formidable Ah a? a had beaten the Troop lent 
againft him, under the Command of the Baffin 67- 
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Q^aly to force him to raife the Seige of CV 
raifar\ and that he had deftroyed, wirh Fire 
and Sword, all the Janizaries and Spahis who 
had fallen into his Hands ; inlbmuch,^ that it was 
computed he had already faeriiiLed fifteen thou- 
sand of them to Qfmans Memory. 

The Janizaries, fearing that after the re- 
ducing Caraifary he would march dire&Iy to 
Covflavtinopky and cut them all in Pieces, held 
a Council in their Camp, wherein it was re- 
folved ; that all their Corps in general fhould 
march againft Mnza in a Fortnight, without ex- 
empting the Viziers', the Ams, or any of the 
other Great Officers of the Pcrte, on any Pre- 
tence whatfocver. The Spahis, atrcr their Exr 
ample, met together betore Solimans Moique v 
and came to the lame Resolution ; and alt ho*, 
almoft on every Occafion, thefc two Corps arc 
of contrary Opinions, yet as they had committed 
the fame Crime, by joining together in the 
lame Rebellion, and knew thcmfclves equally 
guilty, the Fear of that Pimifhmcnt they all 
deferved a -like, again re- united them. 

But whilft they were thus endeavouring to fe- 
cure thcmielves " from their due Punifhmenr, 
Muflaphas Mefidencc at Daut feemM to Ktojeni 
fo 'favourable an Opportunity for (hiking a 
bold Stroke, that flic refblved not to let it flip: 
Wherefore, being fupported by the Em pre 1$, 
for whom all the Great Officer.-, had a moft pro- 
found R cfpcdt, a n d by t h e C i c d i t of t h e Alvffy 
Iut Father, who breath'd nothing but Revenge, 
Hie (cut Word to the frizicrs, Baffas, and Jgas^ 
that the Time was now come to render the 
Juitice they had promisM to her and Jplevdiva\ 

G z and 
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and that they might now in one Day only, re- 
venge Ofman, and appeale the Troubles of the 
Scat.;, by depofing AJuftapha y and letting Amumth 
on the Throne. 

As there was not one of them who did not defire 
a Change for his own private I nte reft, exclufivcof 
the Juftice of advancing to Amuvath the Throne, 
and the AJufty was continually inciting them all 
to revenge, they aflurcd Kiofcm that they were 
ready to 'ccond her with all their Power. There 
remained then no more for that artful Woman 
but to qsin the Grand Vizier, and the principal 
Agas of the Janizaries, who ow'd their Em- 
ploy men rs ro trie Rebels, and lov'd AJuflapha be- 
ptule of his great Liberalities, preferring their 
own fordid In re reft to the Good of the State, 
without troubling themfcives about its Welfare, 

or the ill Government. 

But the fubtlc Kidfem, who knew they began 
to repent of their Cruelties to Of man, and were 
afraid of having the Vengeance of the formi- 
dable Abaza fall upon them, enlarged with fo 
much Art upon the Victories of that famous 
Captain, that in a fecret Aflembly, where icveral 
Viziers were met, with the Mufty at their Head, 
havin°" reprefented to them that fvlalc-Adrniniftra- 
.rion was the Caufe of the Revolt of the Pro- 
vinces, and that the Bajfah, who had taken up 
Arms to revenge Of man, would undoubtedly lay 
rhem clown, when they fhould fee him depoiLd 
that put him to Death, and had placed Atmtvalh 
the lawful Heir to the Empire, upor the Throne; 
for whom they knew the great Of man had al- 
ways a fifteen; Afleftion ; that in an In/lant flic 
united all who were of a contrary Opinion, and 

encaged 
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engaged them with one Accord to in treat the 
Jlhtfiy to deliver the Fetfa of AJuftapba's Depofi- 
tion : That High Prieir, who deiired nothing 
more ardently, took the Pen that Moment, and 
delivered it in this Manner : 

tfhat according to the Law of Mahomet, the 
Muflulmen were forbid obeying a Madman. 

This Fetfa being communicated to the Grand 
I'iver, he immediately fummoned an Jgaik Di- 
van, or a Council where every Thing is deba- 
ted Handing, to {hew the Extremity ro which 
the State is reduced, in the Mofque of Soliman II. 
and there in Confequencc of the Felfa, which 
was read aloud, the whole Aflembiy concluded, 
That for the Good of the Empire Muftapha. 
fiiould be depofed, and Sultr.n AmMtith be let 
upon the Throne. 

After which, the Grand Vizier having repre- 
sented that the Trcafury was quite exluufted, it 
was refolved that the Soldiers fhould require no 
Donative, becaufc that Mufljpha ought not to 
have been advanced to the Empire, to the Prc- 
judiee of jtchmct'a Children, who were the law- 
ful Heirs. This having been all agreed on, bep- 
iemher 13, 1623, the Grand IJz/fr went thot 
very Day ro Daut y with feveral Attendants of an 
approved Courage, and had the Boldnefs to read 
toM/Jlapha the Refill t of the Council, and the 
Alttjiy'* Fetfa. 

The Wcakncfs of that Prince made him hear 
Ms Sentence with lnfenfibility, and without cx- 
prefling the lead Mark of Refentment : But the 
Sultana Valide^ who was p relent, reproach 'd tha

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fitter highly for his Treufon and Ingratitude : 
and carrying the Sultan immediately buck to the 
Seraglto> and fhutting herfelf in her Cabinet to 
coniider of fomc Means to divert this Storm, 
preferve the Empire for her Son, and not Jail 
herfcif from the Height of Greatncfs, Hie re- 
folved upon the mo ft horrid Defign, that Ambi- 
tion and Rage could infpire. She iummoned To- 
gether her Eunuchs , and moft faithful Do- 
mefticks, and giving them Silken Halters, deli- 
vered them an Order from the Sultan to go and 
ftranglc the Sidtancfs Kiefem, with AmHraih, and 

all the Princes his Brothers, 

Thefe Meffengers of Death -went accordingly, 
thinking to rind their Victims in their Bads; 
but the Grand Vizier y who had judged what the 
Valide was capable of, by the Fury fhe had dif- 
cover'd at the Reading of the Fetfa y had taken 
the Precaution to conduct the Salt am js Kizjem, 
■with the Princes, to a Paviliion in the Seraglio 
Gardens, over which he placed a good Guard, 
which he bimielf commanded ; and hereby the 
fatal Defign of this cruel Woman proved abor- 
tive. When flic heard fhe had mifs'd her Aim, 
her Rage and Defpair grew to fuch a Height, 
that flie (eked one of the Silken Halters flic had 
given 10 the Eunuchs, and putting it about her 
Neck, was going to have ftrangled herfelf, if all 
her Women and Domcfticks had not got about 
her and prevented her.

But fhe ftrugglcd fo long in their Hands, that 
being quite fpent with her Efforts, fhe fell down 
in a Swoon, and the Fit held her ib long tl\^ 
'twas thought flic would never have recovered ; 

however, at laft flic came to herfcif, and jwfi'd 

the 
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the reft of the Night in all the Defpair that an 
ambitious Woman can feel, who fees herfclf up- 
on the Point of falling from the highcil For- 
tune of being expoled to the Contempt of thole 
who had adored her, and alio to the Di force ion 
of thole flic had offended. 

Whilft fhe was thus tormenting herfelf with 
unavailing Grief, the Suit aw fs Kiofem y who was 
yet a thouiand Times more ambitious, and who 
had only attain'd to that happy Moment by 
numberlefs Intrigues and Crimes, celebrated her 
Succefs by the tender Embraces flie gave her 
Son, entertaining him with the Greatnefs to 
which he was going to be railed, and inftrucling 
him how he fliould act when they came to ice 
him upon the Throne. 

Amnraihy who already flie wed what he would 
be one Day, hearkened to her with Rcfpect, but 
v.ith an Air that fhew'd her he had no need of 
her Lcflbn.s ; and when flie had done fpcaking, 
without anfwering her to what flic had been 
fiying, ask'd her after the Emprefs, and whether 
flie was informed of this Event { Kiofcw was a 
little furprized at this Qneftion, and being flung 
with Jealoufy, was fome Time without opening 
her Lips ; but being prefs'd by ihis young Prince, 
Die was forced to anfwer him, that Aphcndin/i 
was not only no Stranger to what had pais'd ; 
but had even contributed to the getting him 
advanced to the Empire, which his Uncle Mtfta- 
fha had ufurped, to his Prejudice. 

I expected no lcfs from that Princefs, (aid 
Amtrath, and I will fhew her my Acknowledg- 
ment by applying my f elf ftrenuoufly to the Re- 

G 4 vcnging 
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venging Of man, my Brother and her Spoufe. 
Thefe Words redoubled the Aftoninimcnt of 
the Suit ana , not being able to imagine what 
fhould induce her Son ro teem more ieniible of 
what he thought he owed his Brother's Widow, 
than of the Glory of Reigning : But {lie did not 
know that this Prince, from whom the Vahk 
had not had the Precaution to remove the Du- 
meftickb the Emperor Of man had placed about 
him, had been wholly entenainM (nice his Death, 
with the Indignities that had been put upon 
luin, the Infoience of the Janizaries, and the 
melancholy and languiihing Life led by the 
Km pre is, who they laid expected her Revenge 
only from him. 

This Difcourfe, continually inculcated to liim, 
together -uith his Remembrance of the Arle&ion 
Offtwn and J-phendhw had always teflifyM for 
him, had given him as much Hatred to the 
Janizaries as his Brother, and fo great an Eflecm 
for the Emprefs, that he only dcfired the So- 
vereign Power, that he might have an Oppor- 



t unity of flic wing it to her : This it was made 
him talk in this Manner to his Mother ; but as 
he had derived from her the Art of diflcmbling, 
he let her know nothing of his private Senti- 
ments, not being willing to difcovcr them 'till it 
ihould be a proper Time. 

In the mean while, as it was not by a Revolt, 
or through Caprice that Mufiapha was^ depofed, 
but by the general Confent of the Soldiery, the 
Great Men, and the People, it was refolvcd to 
obferve Ibme Form of Jufticc in his dethroning : 
To this End the Mfpff and the Heads of the

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Divan ' y canted the Seraglio to be inverted by 
break of Day, with above fifty thou fluid Men, 
who demanded Mnpapha to appear in the bi- 
v.triy and mnder that Jultice vhich lie owed 
to his Faithful Subjects ; and abou: Su in the 

Morning the Jfttjfy, the Grand f'"/z?er f a:.u *«1- 
molt ail the M in liters went to that Prince's 
Apartment, and told him that his Subji els 
waited his Commands, and that he w^s dtfiivd 

to come to the Divan- 

As they were all fcnfible of M'ft sfLA Wealc- 
nefs, they judged that cither ma »»ores or 
Actions would evidently prove his Incapacity, 
wherefore they made this Demand only to oblige 
lntn to appear in Publick, that every one might 
be convinced of the Neeeffity there was ol de- 
posing him ; but thofe the Fa tide had placed 
about him prevented his going out : However, 
he fpoke to them with ib little Senfj or ileafon, 
thai all the AlVembly pitied him, and there 
needed no more to convince them of his Folly. 
Wherefore the Mufty, and the oilier Minifies, 
going back to the Divan, and giving them a 
faithful Account of his Behaviour, a thou fund 
Voices cry'd out unanimously, Long !/ie Sultan 
Amuraih \ and that very Moment the lame De- 
puties carried that Prince the Mews of his Ad- 
vancement, 

The J/////1 who was the Spoke fman, had no 
/boner told him that the Divan and the People 
had cholcn him their Emperor ; but Ammaih 
anfwered, that he was the more obliged to them, 
as he was fen fib le he was yet too young to govern 
fo powerful an Empire ; that therefore lie did 
not accept it, as believing himfeli worthy thereof; 

Q l 5 but 
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but only becaufe he knew it was his Right by 
Inheritance, and with Hopes they would teach 
him haw to Reign ; but that being inforrrTd the 
Treaiury was empty, he was not m a Condition 
to give the Donative to the Soldiers which they 
required from every new Emperor ; that his 
Brother's tragical Death was always before his 
Eyes ; and that it would be very cruel to fee 
Mrnfelf railed ib high, to fall afterwards by the 
Caprice and Greedinefs of thofe whom God had 
only created to obey. 

So wife and fenfible a Speech caufed Admira- 
tion in the Minifters, and made them judge they 
had every Thing to hope from Amuraih : But 
the Aftor.iflimcnt of his Mother was yet greater, 
in hearing him fpeak in this Manner of his own 
accord ; the Instructions fhe had juft given him 
having no Conformity with what he had then 
fa id, flic having difeourfld him only about 
Glory, Grcatnefs, and Politicks. However, the 
AJttfty having allured Amuraih that a Remedy 
had been found for the Inconvenience of the 
Donative, and that he was (ecu re from the Ca- 
price of the Soldiers, the Deputies cloathM him 
with a Robe of Cloth of Gold and Silver, and 
fearing him upon a Sofa of Crimfon Velvet em- 
broider 'd with Gold, carry'd him in that Man- 
ner to the Divan, where they placed him upon 
the Throne that was there prepared for him. 

Although Jmmnfh iiad not the Beauty of Of 
man, nor the lame Gracefulness as that amiable 
Prince, and his Looks already fliew'd the Seve- 
rity of the Ottomans, yet as ne was well made, 
and his Air was grave and majeftick, he was (rill 

thought handibme, and had fcveral Admirera. 
b The 
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The Mufty was the fir ft 'that approach'd the 
Throne, and kifs'd his Hand; after which, turn- 
ing to 1 he AiTembly, he a.sk'd them if all in gene- 
nil and in particular, did not accept of Amuraih 
with Joy for their Emperor : They anfwered 
him only with repeated Acclamations, upon 
which the Mufty cry'd out with a loud Voice, 
hong live Amurath IV. our Emperor ', the fame 
Words were repeated by the whole Divan y with 
a Noife that informed the Soldiery and the Peo- 
ple what was doing in the Seraglio, who inftanrly 
made the Palace re found with a thou land joyful 
Shouts. 

The fame Day the Divan gave Orders for 

Amuraflfn Proclamation, which was performed 
with univerfal Applaufe, in Hopes of feeing Of- 
mans innocent Blood revenged, and an End pur 
to the publick Miferies. After his Inauguration, 
ifaftapha was conducted back to his Cell, whi- 
ther he luffercd himfclf to be led without the 
leail Complaint ; too happy in that the Maho<- 
weian Law renders the Lives of Madmen [acred 
and inviolable : His Mother was again put into 
the old Seraglio, and the Suhancfs Kwfcm de- 
'ciared VaM*\ 




As the Ambition of this Sultanefs began now 
to be fatisfy'd, and file had only let fo many 
Wheels a going, and committed ib many Crimes 
and unjuft Actions to attain to this Height of 
Glory, flie was no foorter in Pofleffion thereof, 
but fhe fupply'd the Place of her former AuoV 

ciouihels, Treachery, and Diflirnulation, with 
Equny, Pnidcnoe,-and SiricerTtv. Equally endued 
withy icea and Virtues, as Ave \m made Ufe of the 

fir ft 
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firft to raife hcrfelf to Sovereign Authority, 
fhe had Recourfe to none but the laft to main- 
tain herfelf therein. 

The Minority of her Son leaving her JSliftrcfs 
of his Education, and of* the A dminift ration of 
Affairs, fhe acquitted herfelf thereof with fo 
much Succefs, that the moil experienced Mini- 
fters could not refufe her their Admiration. 
'Tis true, fhe found fuch a happy Difpofition 
in Ammaihy that fhe had the lcfs Trouble in 
governing the Empire, that Prince feconding 
her with a furprizing Application, his forward 
Genius giving him an Infight into the molt 
difficult Things. 

He was no fboner difengaged from the Cere- 
monies of his Acceflion to the Throne, than his 
hrft Care was to go and vifit the Emprefs, which 
he did with all the Pomp and Splendor be- 
longing to his Dignity. j4phendina y who did not 
doubt but he uould fhow her that Regard, re- 
ceiv'd him with a refpectful Majcfty, wherein 
fhe was neither wanting in what fhe ow'd the 
Emperor, nor in what was due to hcrfelf. Al- 
though fhe was in a moft profound Melancholy, 
and her Drefs was deftitute of all the Ornaments 
ihat might fet off the Luftre of her Charms, her 
modeft and languishing Air, with ibme Tears 
which the Sight of Ammaih made her &ed f 
render'd her io beautiful, and fo much to be 
refpected in that Prince's Eyes, that he was 
jfcit/d with Admiration at the Sight of her. 

After fomc Moments Silence, u I am not 
M come, laid lie, to call again to your Mind a 

« roclanr 
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u melancholy Remembrance, nor to difplay be- 
<( fore you the Pomp of the Sovereign Power, 
t( I am only come to render you what all Men 
" owe you, of whatever Rank they be; and to 
" let my Subjects an Example, which may in- 
H duce the.m to look upon you and refpect you 
" as their lawful Sovereign. I mourn what you 
il lament, and ihudder with Horror and Anger, 
11 when I think that I only owe the Empire 
w to the moft dreadful of all Events ; and I 
* ( could wifli to be ft ill far from it, and to fee 
" again upon the Throne my Brothel* and yous 
H Spoufe. 

Amuvath faid this with a peculiar Grace \ 
Sincerity was painted in his Face ; and although 
the Emprefs could not refrain her Tears all the 
while he was fpeaking, fhe nevertheless felt a 
fcnfible Confolation therein. " My Lord, an- 
H fwered flic, thefe Sentiments are worthy of 
** Jcbmefs Son and Ofmaris Brother ; I never 
11 doubted but your Heart entertained them \ ac- 
u cordingly it is not the prefent Event that caufes 
" my Tears : The Throne is your Inheritance - r 
" and 'tis with all the Joy -whereof my melan- 
u choly Fate renders me capable that 1 fee your 
** Higlmefs afcend it : 'Twas even an Addition 
" to my lively Grief, that your tender Years 
" prevented your poffeffine; it at the Time of 
" Of maris Death, you would already have re- 
H venged him : But at lad, great Emperor, (con- 
" tinued flie, with a more vefolute Voice) the 
<( illuftrious Brother, his Widow, and all the 
41 Empire, expect his Revenge only from you : 
<( Remember that thofe Acclamations which you 
14 tytcjy heard at your Acceflion to the Throne* 
i{ thofc joy tul Shouts a thoufand Times redoubled, 

« thofc 
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u thofe Marks of Love and Admiration ; ai.i 
u thofe Bicffings which are heap'd upon you, 
u are but the fame Emotions with which all 
lt Hearts feemed tranfported at your Brother's 
*' Acceffion ; and neverthelefs, thefe lame Hearts 
il forgot their Love, their Joy, their Adniira- 
u tion and their Bleffings, to betray him, de- 
u throne him, load him with Ignominy, and 
u maflacre him. Let this Example, great Amu* 
u vnthy ferve as a Torch to light you in your 

« Conduct ? and in revenging us. 

The deep Sighs with 'which the Emprefs in- 
terrupted the End of her Speech, drew Tear?, 
from all who were prefent at this Interview, 
Jmarath was highly moved therewith ; his Eyes 
fparkled with new Fire; a lively Colour over* 
fpread his Face ; and addreffing himfelf to her 
with an Air that already ft rock a Terror into the 
Beholders : " I have fworn it, great Empreis, 
iL faid he, and if your juft Grief can receive any 
*' Alleviation from the Care I will take to ia- 
*< tisfy you ; from this Moment you may let 
u your Heart at Eafe. 

The reft of this Convcrfation pafs*d aim oft 
in the fame Manner, and concluded with new 
Proteftations from Armtraih, and finccre Marks 
df Efteem and Friendship from rhc Emprefs. All 
that this Prince fs fairi to the Sub mi, made fo 
deep an Impreffron in his Mind, that he could 
no longer mention Of man without ihed ding Tears, 
nor pronounce the Names of the Chiefs of the 
Jawizavhs -and tyahisy whhour Horror and In- 
dignation ; and from that Moment he form'd a 
Plan 'of Revenge agninft thefe Aflaffins, whofe 

$ucceft was infel'l'ible, to the End he itiight 
*- exter- 
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exterminate them, without expofing his Life 
and his Empire, 

But what was moft admirable was, that this 
Prince, as young as he was, knew fo well the 
Importance of his Defign, that he had the Pru- 
dence to conceal till the Inftant he put it in 
Execution, without even acquainting his Mother 
therewith. That Prince fi, however, was too 
penetrating not to perceive, that Amurath*$ per- 
fect Efteem for Aphendina would incite him as 
much to Vengeance, as the Juftice that was due 
to Of mans innocent Blood : But as her Ambition 
was fatisfy'd, and by her Precautions fhe w r a3 
fafe from being comprehended in the Number 
of the Guilty, fhe never endeavoured to divert 
the Sultan from his Defigns ; on the contrary, as 
ihe was perfuaded, fhe could not make herfelf 

either loved or feared, but by exprefling a fen- 
fible Concern for Ofmans Fate, by hating h.13 
Enemies, and fecming willing to extirpate them 7 
flic never talk'd with her Son but about the De- 
firc flie had to fee him revenge his Brother, 
whilit flie cmploy'd all her Skill in Politicks, to 
appeafc the Troubles and Revolts, the Pretence 
of this Revenge had occafion'd throughout JJta. 

Many of the Baffas y whofc Governments bor- 
dcr'd upon Perfia, had entcr'd into an Alliance 
with the Sophy, to maintain themfelves in their 
Provinces, and make them hereditary in their Fa- 
milies. Neverthclefs the Sultanefs Kiofem, ma- 
naged fo well by her Stratagems, Subtleties, and 
infinite Pains, that fhe prevailed on them to re- 
turn to their Duty ; Jbaza alone would not be 
moved either by her Threats or her Promifes : 

As he was the moft formidable, bpdibythe power- 

fui 
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fal Army he commanded, and by his Valour 
and Capacity, the P'alide thought Hie had done 
nothing as long as he continued her Enemy. 
This Man, who was Matter of ail the Qualifica- 
tions that form a great General, and whom For- 
tune feem'd to lead by the Hand in all hi> 
Enterprises, after the taking of Caraifar, had 
advanced aimoff. to the Heart of Nato/ia, where 
he put all to Fire and Sword, exhorting the 
People to fecond him, in revenging the Death of 
the Great Of man. The extreme Zeal of rhu 
famous Rebel had render' d him very dear to the 
Emprefs, and the Mufty her Father, who had 
both of them written to him to thank him, and 
incourage him to purfue the Janiw'tes to the 
laft Man. 

The Sultavefs K?ofe???> who had her Spies 
everywhere, was no Stranger to the good Un- 
derftanding between slbax.ct and the Mufty and 
Emprefs ; fhe even knew that this General had 
allured Jphe?idina but a little before, that he 
would never lay down his Arms, till he had 
facrificed to Of man a Ghoh\ all who had con- 
tributed either to his Dethronment or Death. 
And rightly judging fhe fhould never gain this 
Enemy, unlefs fhe could bend the Heart of the 
Emprefi, fhe refolved to leave no Stone untunui 
to effect it. With this Defign fhe went one 
Day into the Apartment of that Princefs, where, 
after the firft Civilities, having turn'd the Con- 
verfation upon Affairs of State, fhe acquainted 
her with the Difficulty fhe had met with in 
bringing back the Rebels to the Obedience they 
owed the Mian ; <( But, continued fhe, looking 
«' on her with Confidence, the mod formidable 

f< of them is too hard for my Politicks; and I 

«< fee 
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tc fee 'tis for you alone that Heaven referves the 
" Glory of (ubduing him. 

(t JhazA-i the invincible Abaza> arm'd for the 
(i juftefi and moil righteous Caufc, defpifes both 
" Promifcs and Threats ; and as his Victories 
(( feem to juftify his Rebellion, he is void both 
(< of Kemorfe and Fear; but, Madam, the Ex- 
" cefs of his Zeal for OJmctn expofes the Empire 
u to imminent Danger. The Pretence of this 
<{ Revenge has put Aftct In a Flame ; Abazas 
n Revolt has embolden'd feveral others, who, 
{t under the Name of the Revengers of Ofma7t> 
li labour only for their own private Intereits, in 
" Order to fhake oft* the Yoke of their Em- 
(< peror, make themielves Matters of our Cities 
" and Provinces, and come and give us Laws 
" even in Conftaniinople. Neverthelefs all thefe 
<{ Evils will be at an End if you fay but one 
<{ Word ; Abazx adores too much the Memory 
is of your auguft Spoufe, not to be obedient to 
t( your Orders ; and Sultan Amurath will be 
** eternally indebted to you, if you would un- 
" dertake to bring him to an Accommodation ; 
" his Highnefs will leave you Miftrefs of the 
c< Conditions, and will keep, with an inviolable 
11 Fidelity, whatever you fhail promife. 

The virtuous Aphendin&y who from Kiofem's 
firft Words had a Sufpicion what they tended 
to, anfwer'd with her ufual Swcetnefs ; u That 
11 if Abaza had been a Rebel to the Emperor^ 
" flic fhould never have eftcem'd him ; but thaC 
" this great Man did not deferve fo odious a 
" Name ; that it was true, he was arm'd againft 
" great part of Amurath's Subjects ; but that he 

i( made War againft them as being Accomplices ia 

« the 
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** the Death of the moft amiable Prince that 

11 ever was; and not upon his Emperor, whole 

*' Authority he had fo evidently acknowledged, 

€< that fhe was well inform'd as foon as ever he 

11 heard of his Acceffion to the Empire, he had 

** made his whole Army, -whom they term'd 

<* Rebels, cry out, Long live Sultan Amu rath, 

€< and -perifh all Sultan Of man'* Emmies ; that 

" this iaft Point was the only Motive of his 

11 taking up Arms ; that he could notdeftroy [lie 

" Soldiers, and especially the jfanizaries, but by 

** attacking the Cities and Towns where they 

*' -were ; and that fhe was fo certain he had no 

" Defign againft: any but thoie Barbarians; that 

u if fhe fhould fee him in the middle of the 

** Imperial City with his Army, fhe fhould not 

u be apprehenfive of any Danger to the Emperor 

" or the Empire : That nevertheleis the Re- 

" venge fhe owed herSpoufe, not inclining her 

" to trouble the State, Ihe would willingly uu- 

*« dertake the reducing Abaza to Terms, if his 

11 Highnefs himfelf would aiTure her, lie had 

*< Confidence enough in her, to leave to her the 

« treating this Important Affair. 

The Valide^ who found by Aphendina's Dif- 
courfe, flie was afraid they wanted to difarm 
AhaxAy only with Defign afterwards to play him 
fome (curvy Trick, pro mi fed her that Amutaib 
fhould come himfelf and defirc her to take in 
Hand this important Affair; as alfo that he 
fhould give hci 4 any Security that ihe mould 
demand : In effect, that Sttltanefs having fhewn 
her Son of what Confequencc it was to the Em- 
pire to bring that Rebel to Terms, he went with 
her the very next Morning to the Emprefs, and 

conjured her to ufe all her Power with Abaw 
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to reduce him *, adding, that he was perfuaded, 
by her good Offices, fhe might make of" this 
famous Rebel the faithfulleft of his Subjects, and 
that he would become the Pillar and Support of 
ills Authority. 

Aphendma made no manner of Scruple of 
confirming him in thefe Sentiments, being well 
allured that Abaza fully defer ved them ; but not 
being willing to run any Hazards, before fhe was 
convinced they did not make ufe of her Me- 
diation fo defrroy this General the more eafily, 
fhe took alL the neceflary Precautions that Ihe 
might have nothing to fear on that Side ; and as 
Kiofem was then fin cere in her Intentions, and 
the Emperor had privately a tender Efteem for 
Jbaza> they both did all the Emprefs required 
of them for his Security. Amurath even pro- 

mifed her, that it was not to flop the Courfe of 
a jnft Revenge, he defired to fubdue this Baffa ; 
that his laying down his Arms fhould not render 
the Soldiers a jot the more happy, for he would 
concert his Meafures fo well, that all who had 
been concerned in the Rebellion againft Ofman$ 
fhould be entirely cut off. 

A Promife that carry M fuch Confolation with 
it, for a tender and faithful Wife, whom no- 
thing but the Defire of revenging her Spoil fe 
had prevented following him to the Grave, de- 
termined the Emprefs to do what they defired of 
her ; and the very next Day Hie delivered the 
Valide the Letter file wrote to Ahatjty which 
that Snltanefs took upon her to get convey'd to 
his Hands. Accordingly it was punctually given 
him in the midtt of his Camp. That General 

recciv'd it with a profound RefpecT:, but not 

being 
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being willing to create any Sufpicion in his hend 
Officers and Soldiers, he read it with a loud 
Voice in their Pre fence, as follows : 

tfhe Emprefs Aphendina, • 
*to the gmerons A baza, Revenger of 

the Great Osman. 

INvhicibk Abar.a, the Confidence I rep of e in you, 
for the indefatigable Zeal you exprefs every Day 
for the Memory of my Spoufe, your augufi Mafe.y, 
makes me hope you "will not refufe to lay down 
your formidable Arms, and employ them hereafter 
only againfi the Enemies of Sultan Amurath, Bro- 
ther > and lawful Sitcceffor to the Great Ofiman, 
whom God and our Prophet have -placed upon the 
throne. His Highnefs e fie ems you, and by my 
Means will give you undeniable Proofs thereof] if 

you will re fore Peace to all Afia, by accepting the 
advantageous and honourable Conditions which I 
have engaged to proa/re you. 

Aphendina, Emprefs. 

No fooncr had Abaza read this Letter, but he 
affembled his Council, where every one told 
him they perceived it was one of Kiofem's Arti- 
fices, and that fhe had Recourfe to the known 
Integrity and Sincerity of the Emprefs, to draw 
him into the Snare, that was undoubtedly pre- 
pared for him ; that all the Propofais that could 
be made to him would only be to divide his 
Army, and thereby deprive him of 'the Means 
of* being affifted ; that there was no Room to 
doubt but the Emprefs had been obliged to this 
Step, and that perhaps flic was not over ancj 

above fatisfy'd with U hcrfclf ; that it was in- 
cumbent 
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cumbent upon him in Prudence to run no Hazards 
in iuch a delicate Affair, before he had evident 
Proofs of the Sincerity of the Porte s Intentions, 
and of Jfhendinas Approbation. 

This Reafoning was too fenfible to meet 
with any Uppofition from A baza y the more, be- 
caule the Fury with which lie was animated 
againft the Janizaries and Spahis was not yet 
iarbfy'd, their Heads, the principal Authors of 
Of mans Misfortunes being not yet punifhcd for 
their Crimes : Wherefore it was re'blved, he 
fhould anfwer the Emprefs with all the Refpe6t 
that . reat Princefs deferved * but that never- 
thelefs he fhould give her to undcrftand, that 
judging of the Virtue of others by herfelf, flic 
fuffered herfelf to be deceived by falfe Appear- 
ances, and that the only Defig.. m difarming 
him, was, to flop the Courie of his Vengeance, 

and to protect thofe inhuman Villains who had 
dethroned and put to Death her Imperial Con- 
fort. 

Whilft Maza and his Council were forming 
this Refolution, the Suit am fs Lwfem following 
always her u'ual Policy, toreruui herlelf Praiie- 
wortliy, fprtad abroad the Re ort that a Treaty 
was on Foot with Ahaza-, anu hat in all Ap- 
pearance it would be lo the Sa isf clion of all : 
This gave fo much Joy to tin I idiery, that 
they went in a Bodv to thank liii* Mianefs for 
it, who far from undeceiving fhr r confirmed 
them herfelf in this Opinion. Uya: this Alfu- 
ranee, the chief of thole who bat dethroned 
0/w/rw, to the Number of eight thou land ei- 
ther Spahis or janizaries , who, iinec the begin- 
ning of the Troubles, had never ftirr'd from 

Conflan- 
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Covftaniinople, aifembled together in order to 
go and fee their Families Tney pais'd over 10 
Scutari, and there choie Officers to command, 
and conduct them to Curdifian, where they were 
to part : And although they did not in the lcail 
doubt of what the I'alide had told them, they 
did not omit providing againft what might hap- 
pen, by taking By-Roads to avoid dbmas Troops. 
But Providence, which had now prepared them 
the Punifhment the Enormity of their Crime de- 
ferred, render'd all their Care ineffectual. 

Abaza ) who had almoft as many Friends at 
Conjtantinople as it contain d Inhabitants, and 
efpccially among the Doctors of the Law, was 
inform'd of their Defign, and Departure, almoft 
as foon as they put it in Execution ; as alio of 
the Meafures they had taken to avoid him. As 
foon as he Was well appm'd of their Rout, he 
march'd at the Head of fifteen thoufand Cavahy, 
each of which carried a Foot Soldier behind him, 
and made fuch great Expedition, that he ar- 
rived before the Spahis and Janizaries at a Plain 
furrounded with Woods, through* which they 
muft. neceffarily pafs. 

As he was perfectly well acquainted with the 
Country, he placed half his Troops in Ambufh, 
in the Woods by which the Enemy were to enter 
the Plain, with an Injunction not to fhew theni- 

felves on Pain of Death, nor to attack them rill 
lie made the Signal agreed on between them. 
is done, he enter'd the oppofne Woods with 
the red of the Troops, where he waited not 
long for his Victims ; for two Days after he was 
inform'd, that they would pais the Plain next 

Morning before Noon. Ncvcrtlieleft, on their. 

approach- 
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•approaching the Woods, the General of the 
Sf/ihis and Janizaries made a Halt, and tent 
ionic Spahis upon tiie Scout ; but they only 
titling along the Skirts of the Woods, returned 
to their General, and told him there was nothing 
to fear, infbmuch that thefc miferable Wretches 
advanced with great Confidence to the middle 
o\ the Plain ; but when they were arrived there, 
Jh.iza gave the Signal by great Fires, which he 
had kindled for that Purpofe. Thefe fudden 
Flames aftonifhed the Janizaries, and feeing 
the Troops fully out of the Woods on all Sides, 
they no longer doubted of their Deftruction ; 
Their firft Thought was to turn back ; but 
fading they were furrounded, dicy took the 
gc erou.s Re'blution to defend themfclves bravely, 
and fell their Lives as dear as pofliblc. To this 
E"4 they form'd them 'elves into a Square Body, 
which was iuppbrted on each Side by the Spahis, 
divided into four Squadrons *, and in this Order 
tliey advanced boldly againft Abaza. 

ujz this General received them in fo terrible a 
M.timcr, that after two hours righting obfHnarcly, 
their whole Body was broken ; and thefe poor 
W retch cs, feeing the mfe Ives furrounded on all 
Hands, threw down rlicir Arms, and fled 
towards the Woods, hoping to find therein fome 
Place fit to conceal them : Bur they were all 
tiken or kilTd, and thole who hud got into the 
Woods were mafiacred rhere by the Pcnfant^ 
whom Abaz«\ March had drawn thither. Fifty 
W argons laden with the Elrccfc* of thefe mifcrar 
ble Men were all pliindera md their Wives 
and Children kill'd ; neither the Sex of the one, 
or the tender Years of me other, being able to 
•iftop the Fury of their Enemies. 

Even 
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Even they -who Viad furrendered voluntarily, 
met with no better Fate ; Abaza cauied them 
all to be impaled, infomuch, that it became a 
Scene of the utmoft Horror. In the height of 
their Torments he reproach *d them with their 
Cruelties to the Great Of man \ adding, that he 
only executed the Order* of that auguft Prince 
in putting them all t6 Death ; and that the Pro- 
phet AJahowet referved yet a more terrible Pu- 
niihment for them after their Dcccafe, when 
they would eternally be tormented for their ex- 
ecrable Barbarities : In fhort, of eight thoufand 
regular Troops, and above four thoufand Ser- 
vants, not one cicaped to carry back the Nfoi 
of this entire Defeat. 

Abaza* firft Care after this Victory was, to 
acquaint Amurath-, and the Dhah therewith, and 
to 'Tend a particular Account of it to the Ero- 
prefs, on purpofe.to convince every one he had 
no other Dcfign or Ambition but to revenge 
Of man. It is hardly poffible to^tprefs the Joy 
which this News cauied in Conjlanthiopie ; every 
Voice join'd in finging the Praifes of Abaza, and 
celebrating his Glory in having chaftifed the 
chief of the Rebels. What was molt GngiAtf 
was, that Aphevdina rcceiv'd almoft at the lame 
Time, Ahaza* AnlWer, and the Account of his 
Victory. She immediately lent the latter to the 
young Emperor, who, notvv it hftand in g his natu- 
ral Diffvmulation, could not help tcft trying die 
Pleafure this Expedition gave hi in : He even 
went in all hafte to Apbendina'H Apartment, tfi 
jexprefs his Joy to her, and admire with her the 
Condudt) Expedition, and Courage of Abaza 
v/hom he highly cxtoll'd. Khfcm alone wa; 

extremel) 
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extremely vexed, to fee the Reputation of this 
"veat Man increafe every Day, whom fhe fear'd 
with fo much the more Keafon as fhe could nor 
undertake any Thing agalnft him, without ruin- 
ing herfelf : But her ready Wit ftill fuggefting 
to her how to turn every Thing to her own Ad- 
vantage, flie took the Opportunity of this frelh 
Victory, to convince the Emperor how neceflfary 
it was for him to gain over this General, and 
oblige him to lay down his Arms. Jphendina 
feued on that Moment to fhew the Sultan his 
Anfwer, which he immediately read aloud be- 
fore his Mother. It was to this Effect : f '

TWs Letter produced different Effects in the 
JMind* of the S/'ftartj Jphendina, and the VAlit. 
The latrer was iliiMg-to theQnkk, feeing plairJv 
that Jbaza had a Jealoufy of her ; Jwuraw 
had an ardent Dcfirc of Hcigning alone, and 
(halting off the Yoke of hi* Moth eY, to wlj.M'c 
intrigues he was no Stranger ; and the Empire, 
to whofe Memory this Letter recaliM a molt 
fatal O/apurophc, without troubling. herfelf about 
the Affairs of State, gave full $£ope to her 
Grief, and flicd a Torrenr of Tears, whi-h 
forced a PaiTa^c from her Eyes in fpite of die 
Emperor \ Pretence. That Prince (ccmai moved 
therewith, and took his Leave, not to lay any 
Rcftraint on her, telling her lie would relied 
imrurely upon Jbaza s Letter, and let her know 
the Rcfult.

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Troops fled, ALaza^ however, caufed his Men 
to puriu- the, Run-a ways with iuch Succcfs, 
that they brought back twelve thoufand Piifo* 
ners to his Canlp ; ana all who were jfanizaries 
and Spah>s, had either their Throats cut, or were 
impaled, ua being acceilary to Qf maris Death. 

This Victory affli&ed*the FhlMe highly, but 
the lnhabhatus ot Conjhantinople rejoiwd at it, 
as much as they »\oild have done at a Defeat 
of the Chrijlians or Perfians* Aba^a immediately 
ient the Mufty an Account of the Particulars of 
this great A6tion, to which he fubjoined a Lift 
of al^ who had a Hand in the Dethroning, and 
Death of, Of man ; de firing him to warn Amurath 
to be cautious of all therein named, being the 
greateft Enemies of thtOttcman Blood and Family, 

The Mtfty inftantly went and delivered to 
'Anuwath the Lift and Account : That Prince 
read both of them with abundance of Attention ; 
after which, he enjoin'd the High Pried an in- 
violable Secrefy, being rcfolv'd, as he faid, to 
examine carefully , whether all whom A baza 
named were really criminal, with Defign to pu- 
nifli them without any one's being able to op- 

!)ofc his Juftice. The Mufty too ardently de- 
ired the Death of Of man 10 be revenged, not 
to be filent as to any Thing thit might advance 
it : Wherefore he affured the Sultan of his Se- 
crefy, who, without communicating any Thin^ 
of his Defign to the Valide^ nor even to hxs deareit 
Confidents, diffembled fo well, and informed 
himfelf of the Truth with fo much Addrcfs, 
that he found Abaza had not advanced any Thing 
which was not very certain ; he even dHcovered 

more than that General had dared to tell him ; 
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for thofe to whom he had entrufted the making 
the Enquiry, being prefi'd by his Orders not to 
conceal the leaft Thing from him, gave him to 
underftand that his Mother herfelf had fomented 
the Sedition, and had contributed as much, or 
more than any one, ^fc Of maris Misfortunes. 
Amttrath, who every Jj(y faw more and more 
into her, did not in the leaft queftion it ; but 
re fpeiting the Laws of Nature, he kept within 
his own Breaft the Horror he conceived at her 
Conduft, and refblved onj ^Jfo jtf nifh thofe who 
had been her Agents in trnSWM^ataftrophe. 

In effect, every Day, on different Pretences, 
he found the Means to put ibme of them to 
Death ; There even happen'd fomething very 
lingular, which gave him an Opportunity of de- 
ftroying, without much Danger, the mod refo- 
lute ot Of maris Enemies, whom Ahaz.it had 
placed at the head of his Lift. This was Gafief 
Bajfa y Spahikr Agafy y or General of the Spahis. 
This Officer, who had favoured Kiofem in the 
Infurre&ion of the Soldiers againft Ofman, and 
in whom that Stilt ant fs had repofed great Confi- 
dence, was then the only one in the Divan who 
continually oppofed all her Defigns, and would 
not^ ftiew a blind Submiffion to her Authority. 
This Princeft, whofe Power was arrived at the 
higheft Pitch, by her Addrefs in giving the 
Government of Provinces, and the principal Em- 
ployments at Court to her Creatures, having 
honour'd with the Seals of the Empire Mahomet 
&Agul Bajfa, one of her Sons-in-Law : She was 
extremely exafperatcd that Cafref fliould dare 
crofs him at every inftant, in the tnidft of fo many 
great Men, who paid a blind Obedience to the 
lcaft of his Orders. 

H 5 Her 
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Her Anger on this Occafion, having got if-e 
betrer of her ufual Prudence, witliout confider- 
ing thar the Per (on flie defigtid to ruin could 
difcover horrible Things of her in Return, flic 
complained of him to the Sultan : Amtvmi}^ 
overjoy *d that his Mother, of herielf* gave him 
the Means to rid himfelf of him, feem'd to ap- 
prove of her Refentment, and prcis'd her to be 
reveng'd of him : The Valide having got his 
Confent, did not in the leaft fcruple iatisfying 
herielr* but lent Word to the General of the 
Spahis, that for a fecret Affair, of the greateft 
Importance to the State, he muft come imme- 
riurely to the Seraglio, to receive the Emperor's 
( ) ;*d j rs . Cajref, -who fu (pc ct c d n o t h in g , i n fta n 1 1 y 
obey'd * but he was no f boner in the Sultarn 
Apartment., then he was feized ; and Amur nth 
appearing, -reproached him with the Murder of 
his Brother, and the barbarous Indignities he 
had, together with the Janizaries-, inflicted on 
that Prince .; after which he condemned him to 
be beheaded. 

Grfref, who had not in the leaft expected fueli 
a Sentence, had the Impudence to ask the Saltan, 
jf that was his Reward for placing him upon 
the Throne 1 And as he was about to juftify 
•himfelf at the Valide s Expcnce, Jmmath fearing 
to hear too much, made a Sign to them to take 
him away, and execute his Orders. Accordingly 
he was immediately carried into the Gardens, 
where they placed* him upon a Stool on the fide 
of a Fountain, and ftruck off his Head into the 
Fountain. The Sultawfs hbfim commanded a 
C&pigi to take out the Head, and throw it before 
the j3oor of the Li<van y to make the Vtwvs 

fliew more Refnect and Deference to her Orders.

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TIih S/flf.77?efs y blind. 'd by Malice, lmagin'd 
flic had done a mighty Matter herein ; bur, in 
iitfeet, flic had I oil in rhi.s General the Subject: 
who was the moft devored ro her Service. He 
was one of rhe bell- made Men in the Empire, 
and full of Wir and Courage ; K/cfrm had always 
made Vic of him in all her Lurunics ; he was 
the very ,Soul of her Councils ; ihe had never 
undertaken any Thing without con ful ting him ; 
he had received from her immenfc Sums which 
he had been enrrufted with diftiburiii^ amongft 
the Rebels, infomuch, that both the Divan and 
the City were furpriz'd to the Lift Degree, that 
flic had cauied the Death of a Man whom me 
had always ieem'd to •iillrngxiiili from all others ; 
and thofe of the greater! Penetration laid, he 
was more a Victim of Jealoufy, than of the State. 

But it was not known that Jmuraih, "who was 
informed of ail that I have mentioned, being at 
a Lois how to rid himfchf of this Head of dve 
RcbcU, by Reaibn of his Mother's great Af- 
fection for him, had immediately t.d<en hold of 
the Inihint of her Paffion to compafs his Ends ; 
and had made ulc of that PrinccfVs Refentmenc 
to fatisfy his own; fmce if Cafref had not been 
guilty othenvifc, Jmnrath would never have 
cntcr'd Co far into his Mothcr'.s Sentiments. But 
thus Providence makes Vic of the lead Faults to 
jninifh the grcateil ; Co true it is, thai Wir, 
Courage, and other fine Qualities, are of_ no 
Service, when fully 'd by Iniquity ; and that it is 
better not to excel fo much externally, but to 
obferve exactly the Duty of a prudent and fiith- 
ful Subject, ami to limit one's Ambition to Living 
and Dying in Maintainaucc of ihe Rights of a 

lawful Power,

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In the mean while the Spahis, who had a 
great Love for this General, ran to Arms to re- 
venge his Death : The Janizaries join'd them 
in hopes of plundering the Palaces of the chief 
Miniiters. They all drew up in the Hippodrome 
from whence they fent their Petition, wherein 
they demanded the Heads of the Sultana Valide^ 
and the Grand Vizier. Amuratb refufed them 
boldly; but the Rebels fent for Anfwer, that 
if he did not fatisfy them that Inftant, they were 
refolved to dethrone him, and put his Brother 
Bajazet in his Place. The SuHan y enrag'd at 
this Infblence, would have anfwered them again 
haughtily, but the Valide more fearful, chofe 
rather to deliver up her Son-in-Law than to run 
a greater Rifque : Thus the poor Wretch was 
the Victim of the Mutineers, who maflacred hire 
upon the Spot, and this Suharto who had amongft 

them many of her Creatures, caufed a Sumof 
Money to be diftributed amongft them, which 
obliged them not to mention her any more. 

However the Rebels f embolden'd by tin's 
Eafinefs in granting what they ask'd, had the 
AudacioufheJs again to demand the Heads of the 
Mrfty, the Jga of the Janizaries^ and the High- 
Treafurer. This Infolence, which recall'd to 
Jmttratb's Mind O/man's unhappy Fate, made 
him Ihuddcr with Rage; wherefore he fent them 
Word that the Mufty was in the great Mofque, 
and that if they durft lay their facrffegious Hands 
upon the San&uary, and upon their High-Pricft, 
they might go thither and find him, and for 
the two others, they had made their Efcape. 

y\\c Rebels, on pretence of fcarchingfor them v 

plundered feveral Palaces, where not finding 

thero> 
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them, they return'd to the Seraglio, and demand 
ed to fee the new Grand-Vizier Ragib\ {JmuraiFs 
Broth er-in-Law, to whom that Prince had been 
forced to give that high Digniry, although he 
hated him, well knowing he was of the Rebels 
Party) on feeing him, they made a choufand Ac- 
clamations, and gave Achmet the Hearing very 
peaceably : Then they ask'd to fee Sultan Ba- 
jaiety and they were obliged to bring him out 
into a Balcony by Amur at h f who had the Morti- 
fication to fee them clap their Hands in TeiTi- 
mony of their Joy, and to hear them fay that 
the AJuftys Life mould be anfwerable to them 
for the Lives of Bajazet, and the Grand Vizier, 
So many repeated Inferences inflam'd young 
Jmuraih's Courage to the higheft Degree, info- 
much that lofing all Patiencc> he call'd for his 
Arms, and fally'd out upon the Rebels at the 
Head of his Guards ; but when he propofed it to 
them, he found them cold and motionlefs ; al- 
ledging as their Reafon, that they fcrupled fhed- 
ding the Blood of their Companions. This An- 

fwer plung'd Amuratb into the moft cruelDefpair, 
wherefore he retired to his Apartment, vowing 
within himfelf to be meft feverelyreveng'd on 
the Mutineers , for the daily Affronts oflcr'd 
to the Majcfty of their Sovereigns. 

In the mean while the Grand pfaier, who- was 
actually in their Interefts, fearing the fuperiour 
Merit of the Aga of the JamzArhs y and the 
High Treti/fvrer, whom Amurath greatly efteenTd, 
made fo ftri& Search after them, that he found 
the Place where they had taken Refuge, had 
them feized, and by his own Authority alone,, 
delivered them to the Rebels, who, after a thou- 
sand Indignities, hang'd them both on a Tree, 

H 5 This, 
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This heroick Exploit having fatiated their Fury, 
they grew cool, and returned to their Duty. 

But Amur nth, gricvoufly afflicted at the cruel 
Death of theie two great Men, examined (b 
carefully who could be the Author of it, that 
he difcovered all the Vizier's Treachery ; and 
from thatiriftant propofed to himfelf to be levere- 
1); revenged-onhirn. To this end he diffcmblcd 
his Grief and Anger till a favourable Opportunity 
fhould offer tb di (cover both : The Suit amp 
Ktofem, who was herfelf a perfect Miftref. of 
DiHimulation, law partly into her Son's Defi^n, 
and gave the Grand Vizier warning to be upon 
his guard. Upon this Advice, he Jabour'd to 
form to himfelf in the Affections of the Soldier*, 
a ftrong Rampart againft his Mailer. The Sulfur., 
itiform'd of all thefe clandeiHac Practices, dif- 
Tembled more than ever, treating htm familiarly, 
1pd ; always behaving to him with ib nmh 
Franknefs, as if he had nothing upon hi* b\*\nx* 
He had already afted in thi-' ' miner a confider- 
able Time, without discovering in the leair that 
re remembred the Death of his two Favourites; 

and the Vizier, flatter'^ by the Marks of Di 

. ilinftion he daily recciv'd from him, laying afide 

all his Sufpicions, returned to hisformerTranquility 

But one Day, when Amurath gave a great 
Entertainment in the Seraglio to his whole Court, 
whilft the Guefts were pleafing themfelves in fee- 
ing fome Fireworks play'd off that were prepared 
.before the Palace, the Sultan being in a Balcony 
*witl> the Grand Vizier^ whifper'd him in the Ear 
to go into die next Room : The Ffz.hr was 
"alamTd thereat; and ypuld htive' jrcply ? d ) but 

Amurath vepeaunc his Oder witfiMi'Air that 
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would make one tremble ; and there being no 
way to avoid it, he obey'd and went into the 
Koom, where he found the Cafy-Aga with fix 
Mures, who gave him an Order written by the 
Grand Vizier himielf, whereby he commanded 
him to bring him the Head of his Fojler Father , 
which is flic Name given by the Sultans to the 
Grand Vizier Ragib took the Order with He- 
lped:, and whilft he was employ *d in reading it, 
the Gapy-Aga made a Sign to the Mutes, who 
fell upon him, and ft rang led him that Moment. 

Thus did Amuraih begin to revenge both 
0[»ian$ and his own Injuries, by facriheing to 
ib jtift a Relentnicnt the Chiefs of the Rebels ; 
The VaJide was ftung to the Qiiick with the 
Death of her Son-in-Law, and yet more with 
the Sultans having made fuch a Secret to her 
of it, rightly judging that he would ibon de- 
prive her of all her Authority. Accordingly, 
ionic few Days after this Action, he told 'his 
Mother, it vva* now high Time for him to take 
the Government upon himielf, and that he did 
not intend to be any longer under Guardianfhip. 
The Sitltanefs had nothing to anfwer to fuch a 
iharp Speech, wherefore all her Remedy was to 
retire to her Apartment, and give a free vent 
to her Tears ; which fhe did, ready to burft with 
Rage, Sorrow, and Defpatr. 

The Stttt#nfw\w vifitcd Apbendim almoft every 
Day, gave her an exact Account of all he did, 
lodging in her Bread his molt important Defigim, 
and vecpiviog lieu $.dv ice and Lift ructions with 
the grdatcftTMbrencc. The Validc, who was no 
Stranger to his frequent V id ts, did not in the 
lead doubt but Amuraih was prompted in all his' 
• * ' Actions 
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Anions, by the Mufty and the Emprefs ; but not 
having it in her Power to be revenged on them, 
flic diffembled in her Turn, and continued ftill 
to live in the fame Manner with both of them. 

As fo on as Ammath had taken the Govern- 
ment upon hirnfelf, he broke his Guards, of 
whofe DifafFectton he had full Proof, and fub- 
ftituted in their Room a Body of chofen Men, 
of approved Valour and unviolable Fidelity ; 
and not doubting but the Grand Vizier $ Death 
had again exafperated the Soldiers, by whom he 
was adored, he refolved to intimidate them by 
bold and re fo lute Actions. To this End he rode 
out one Day at the Head of his new Guards, 
and took feveral Turns about Conjlart'woph with 
the general Acclamations of the Inhabitants ; 
this done, he went to the JarJzaries Camp, 
which he rode round with a terrible Air, look- 
ing from Time to Time upon thofe Rebels, with 
an Eye full of Scorn and Fury. 

His daring Courage made them tremble;, they 
were alarmed at it, and began to fear his Re- 
lentment. Next Morning after this Cavalcade, 
he leized on the moil in (blent of the Leaders of 
the Spahisj and had them publickly put to Death 
by different Torments. Then it was that Ahaza y 
inform *d oFall jthimaiFs Proceedings, and be- 
ing willing to prove to him the Generofity of 
his Conduct made his Army advance within 
three Days March of Confiantiraple y and caufed 
Notice to be given him by the Jkfojh* that he 
only approach 'd fo near the Imperial City to fly 
to his Afliftance, in cafe the Rebels fkould have 
the Infolence to take up Arms againft him, and 

that he conjured bim to go oh in revenging his 

Brother's 
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Brother's cruel Death, fince thereby he only 
executed the Orders of Heaven, and would ren- 
der his Glory immortal. 

Amuraih was very fenfibly affe&ed with this 
Adtion of jibazas ; being fully convinced of the 
Sincerity of his Pretenfions, oy the Order and 
Difcipline that reign'd in his Army ; not com- 
mitting any Acl: of Hoftility, nor in the leaft in- 
commoding the Country People, with whom his 
Soldiers lived in good Intelligence, which proved 
that he was only there to wait his Commands : 
Amuraih thank'd him for his Offer, and aflured 
him that in a little while he fhould have the 
Satisfaction he defired. In fhort, the Suit an 
taking Advantage of the Confternafion Aba- 
Xa\ approach had fpread^ among the Soldiers, 
no longer fpared them, his Guards being fully 
employ *d in feizing on the Rebels, whom they 
maflacred without any Form of Juftice, and 
threw their dead Bodies into the Sea. 

Thefe daily Executions were pufrYd fo far, 
that the Mouth of the Black Sea was ftopp'd feve- 
ral times by the vaft: Quantities of dead Car- 
caffes. The very Inhabitants of Conftantinople 
feconded the Juftice of Amurath \ for when any 
Janizaries or Spahjs fell into their Hands, thty 
outchcr'd them without Mercy, as Aceeffaries to 
Ofmans Death,, the Memory of that Prince be- 
ing ftill fo dear to them, that they thought they 
could not Ihed too much Blood to revenge it. 

Moft of the Rebels, to whom the Suhanefs 
Kiofim had given Employments in the different 
Provinces of this vaft Empire, and who had 

railed thither, hoping tfiifre fo enjoy peaceably 

the 
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the Fruits of their Theft -arid Rapine, imagining 
themfeives fate from Ammaih** Refentment by 
their Diftance from the Imperial City, hugg'd 
themfelves every Day for their having left it ; 
but the Sultans Juftice and Revenge rcach'd 
them even in the moft remote Part of their Re- 
tirements, and lie gave his Orders to Pcrfons ib 
faithful that they were all faerificed ; infbmuch, 
that from the Eajl to the IVcfi of his whole Em- 
pire, nor one efcaped his Relentment ; and when 
he received the News of their Death, he imme- 
diately communicated it to the Empreis, as a 
Tribute he owed to her Sorrows. 

That great Prince ft, who from the Time of 
Ofmans Deceafe, had been in a declining State 
of Health, was now aim oft dying, by Rcafon of 
the Alarm given her, in the laft Sedition, for the 
Mufiy her Father's Life ; and although the Sultan 
had iworn to her to defend it at the Peril of 
his own, fhc had not been able to get the better 
of her Fears, which had brought her to the 
Brink of Death. Jmmaih found Co many Charms 
in her Converlation, that he very fcldom left 
her, and his whole Study was to find her ibme 
Subject of Confolation. As he thought none 
would more fenfibly affect her thau thole which 
related to Of mans Revenge, he took particular 
Care to inform her of them : This virtuous Prin- 
cefs often return *d 'him Thanks, with a charming 
S.weetnefs, complaining to him of the Rigour 
of her Deftiny, in being obliged to rejoice at 
the Death of fo many Men, who nevertheless 

for all their Numbers, could not retrieve her 
irreparable Lofs. 

i 
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This Reflexion drew Tears from her Eyes e- 
very Moment, and when the Excefs of her 
Grief forced her to Ihed them before Amuratb y 
fhe conjured him not to be offended, with fee in g 
her lament fo bitterly the Death of a Prince, 
whofe Life would have delay'd the Time of his 
Reign. The Sultati, whom all thefe Words 
touch'd to the Quick, anfwer'd them with a.re- 
fpe&ful Tenderneis, protecting to her that he 
thought her Sorrow fo juff, that far from 
blaming it, he fhar'd in her moil fincere Afflicti- 
on, by owing the Throne only to the Death of a 
Brother fo great, fo amiable, and fo worthy to 

poflefs it. 

Thus did thefe auguft Perfons, mutually af- 
flict and comfort thcmielves, almoft every Day. 
In fhe meanwhile, thefe terrible and numerous 
Executions, had fo much weaken'dthe two Corps 
of the Janizaries and Spahis, that they were no 
longer to be known. Amur>\th took upon him- 
felf the Care of recruiting them, and fufterM 
none but young Men to enter therein, who had 
already given good Proofs of their Valour, and 
of whofe Fidelity he was allured. Over thefe 
he fee Officers of an unqueftion'd Courage, and 
when they were com )lear v . he reviewed them in 
Perfon ; then to ma cc himfelf both loved anol 
feared by them, he often went to their Camp, 
and enquired into their Behaviour; belides which 
he ufed to fee them (hoot at a Mark in the 
Hippodrome i wher.c he would reward the moft ex- 
pert, and fometimes 'fliopt himfelf with them- 

Tis even affirmed, that one Day> he was fp 

well nka fed with then- Conduct, that he diftrL- 

butcd' above fix Thoufaiid Chequlris amongft 

them. 
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v them. This Generofity gain'd him entirely the 
^Hearts of theie new Soldiers, and when he was 
'fecure on this Side, he bent all his Thoughts on 
binding Abaz.a to his Service, and obliging him, 
by fair Means, to lay down his Arms, and deli- 
ver up to him the Places whereof he had made 
himfelf Matter. But not being willing to em- 
ploy any of his Minifters in this great Affair, he 
again had Recourfe to the Emprels and the 
Mufty, whofe Mediation he judged would be ne- 
ceflary to him in that Aflair. 

To this End, he made a Vifit to Jfhendina % 
whither he fent for the Mufly% and when they 
were all three together, Amurath addreffing him- 
felf to the Emprels : u You know, faid he, mod 
virtuous Prince fs, all I have done to revenge 
my Brother's Death ; you have feen after what 
u Manner I have gone about it ; neither has it 
li it been altogether without Danger, fince the 
" Rebels threucen'd to depofe me, and to fet 
iC Ba'yzrt upon my Throne. Keverthelefs, I 
** call the holy Prophet to witnefs, that there 
** are no Dangers to which I would not 
tl have* expos'd myfelf, to revenge OJtnan, and 
" punifh the Infolencc of the Rebels. 1 believe 
u I have fully accomplifh'd it, and though by a 
" fatal Decree I cannot again refforc that great 
M Prince to Life, I have at leaft appeafed the 
11 Refentment of his Manes.

u Nothing then remains now but to overcome 
u AbmA , not by Force, but by the Ways of 
u Friendship : I have follow'd his Advice, I 
u have facrificed all he has named, in fhort, he 
49 ought to be fttisfied. 1 know he has no De- 

« fign to rebel againft my Authority, and that 

•• ho 
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Emperor; of the Turks. 161 

** he took up Arms only for ajuft and lawful 
" Caufe ; but that Caufe being now no more, 
* c he ought to lay down his Arms, and induce

" good Offices, wife ^phevdwa, that I will be 
u indebted for this great Man, who will be then 
" fo much the dearer to me, as it will be you 
11 alone who have bound him to my Service." 

Here the Sultan ceas'd fpeaking, and the 
mournful Jfhend'wa finding that her Father kept 
Silence, to give her Leave to anfwer firft, " My 
" Lord, faid fhe to the Sultan^ if the cruel 
" Lo fs I have fuffer'd could have been retrieved.

u your Highnefs's Care, Tendernefs, and g 
ct Offices, would have effected it; and in the 
i( Horror of my Deftiny, I can't forbear ac- 
" knowledging, that it has been an infinite and 
u plcafing Confolation to me, to find in the Per-

" rous Brother, and the Revenger of my Hus-

The Mtifly ocprefs'd himfelf to the fame Pur- 
pofe, and Amurath overjoy 'd, to find them difi- 
pofed to undertake thii Negociation, left the 
Conditions abfolutcly to them, without any 
manner of ReftricYion, promifine to ratify, with- 
out llcfervc, whatever they mould agree to.

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Whereupon it was concluded that the Em pre 1 ?

than by sfyboidina, her Rank not permitting her to 
negociate in Per J on, with a Subject of Amura t l/s 
They fet about it that very lliy, and when all 
was ready, the M'fty Tent away one of: his lie- 
rinue ? named Cffah, whole Add reft and Fidelity 
he had often experienced, with Orders to deliver 

the Difpatches to none but Abaza himielf, and 
in the moft private Manner. 

He fet out from Conftantfaople, difguis'd like a 
Ferfian Merchant, with a large Quantity of the 
fineft Jewels in the Eaft, and under that Quality 
he introduced himielf to Ababa's Camp. He 
went firft to the PavilHons of the head Officers, 
to whom he {hewed his Gems, which they lik'd 
exceedingly, and bought feveral, fonie of them 
going to their General with their new Purchaic.s, 
-did not fail to extol the Beauty of the Merchant's 
•glittering Treafure, upon which Jbaza imme- 
diately fen r for him, and was nor long before he 
cheapen'd fome of the moft Valuable. But as 
among the reft there was a Ruby, which feem'd 
to him particularly fine, he went to a Window 
to examine it the more attentively, and in a 
better Light. Ujfain follow'd him thither, ami 
taking Advantage of the Opportunity, which 
i opera fed them from the Crowd with which he 
was furrounded : My Lord, faid he, in a low 
Voice, I have Orders to put into your Hands, in 
private, a Jewel of u far greater Value than that 

J/Q[\ are looking on. Ahaza immediately appre- 
lendcd part of the Myftcry, and gave the pre- 
tended Merchant a Look, which fliew'd he had 

heard 
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heard him. Then the General going again to 
his head Officers, Aid aloud to Cjjaw, that he 
took the Ruby at the Price he demanded, and 
would pay him in a few Minutes. Some Time 
after, having ordcr'd him to follow him, they 
rent together into his Cabinet. Uffain imme- 
liij.feiy delivcr'd him the Letters of the Emprcfs 
and iUujiyt which he receiv'd upon his Knees ; 
and after putting them upon his Forehead and 
his Heart, open'd and read them. Aphendinas 
Letter contained but thefe few Words.

u Arms, lb it was not that which induced him to 
41 to lay them down ; that he would never re- 
41 fule the glorious Marks of his Emperor's 
44 Goodnefs, but that he Ihould always think his 
44 Duty his Reward ; that he only conjured his 
** JHighnefs, that in the general Pardon he was 
u willing to vouchsafe him, neither himfelf nor 
44 any of his Followers might be termed Rebels 
M nor Traitors, fince not one of them had ever 
44 been ib ; that his Army was composed of the 
u belt Troops in the Empire, brave, obedient, 
44 and faithful] that they had been difciplin'd 
u by his own Hand ; and that the two principal 
u Corps of his JHighnefs's Troops having been

Amuratb y who 
had counted the Days fince Vjfains Departure, 
wirh the Impatience of a Man, who ardently de- 
fires Succefs in his Undertaking, not doubting but 
flic had heard from Jbaza, haften'd to her with- 
out delay; and this Princefs having delivered him 
Abazas Anfwers, he was overjoy 'd to find that 
General's Sentiments fo agreeable to his Inten- 
tions. Wherefore that very Day he caus'd the 
Patent to be draw n up, containing a general Am- 
ncfty for all Jbazas Army^ with extraordinary 
Commendations both of him and ^ his Troops ; 
declaring that he retain'd them ftill in his Ser- 
vice, and not only promifing to pay them their 
Arrears, but to allow two Afpers a Day more 
than before, and ^heti it had pafs'd all the necef- 

fury Fo rms, Ufun was again order 'd to carry it to 

Abaza. 

During the Interval, the com pi eating this Ne- 
gotiation required, AbdXA hairing a Mind to pro- 
pok to his Army the Agreement he was about 
making, cauled his principal Officers, in whom 
he repofed great Confidence, and who were en- 
tirely devoted to him, to gire our in the Carap;

" upon the Parte, during the Rebellions that 
" had lately happened ; and that he alone was

This Difcourfe, which feem'd flung out by 
Chance, had all the E#ect he could have hoped, 
infomuch that nothing was to be heard through- 
out the Camp but Amurath\ Praifes. His Army 
were in this favourable Difpofition, when C'JTm 
arriv'd with the Patent. j4haz,a immediately 
communicated it to his Council, where all hii 
General Officers approved of his Courage, and 
his Prudence, and it was there rcfolved that ir 
fhould be made pub lick next Day,, to take Ad- 
vantage of the prefent Difpofition of the Sol- 
diery, in Favour of the Sultan. According 1 ;. 
the next Tfaj >> Ahcmi drew up his Army in B-;rrk 
Array ; after which the Heralds publifh'd the 
Parent with all poiTible Magnificence : And as i: 
abounded with Marks of jtfmuratb's yoorinei> 
and Efteem for all the Army, it fill'd every 
Efeart with Joy, which the Soldiers tcftificd by

This - done, Jluxza made an Encomium on 
the Sultan, exhorting the Officers and Soldiers 
to be always faithful and obedient to him, and 
promifing them in his Name fucli Rewards, n 
fliould make them amends for all their Sufferings* 

in revenging the Murder of the great Ofnwiu 

Every 
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Every one approved of his Words, and they 
unanimoufly iiibmitted. 

Some few Days atrer, the Emperor's Commif- 
fioners being arrived at the Camp, Abaza with- 
out Hefltation deliver'd up all his Authority in- 
to their Hands. The. Array was immediately 
paid oft* what was their due, -and feat away to 
different Parts, upon the Frontiers of Per/la; af- 
ter which Abaza. refign'd up all the Places where- 
of he was poiTcfs'd, into the Hands of the Goro> 
mifli oners. During thefe Tranfa6tions, Amu- 
rath caufed the Amnefty of A baza and his Troops 
to be publifh'd like wile at Conjlawtiwople ; here- 
upon the Politicians of that great City rcafon'd 
mightily upon the Event. The Negociation had 
been carry 'don withfuch Secrecy, that no Body 
had the leait Knowledge of it 'till that Moment ; 
and although the Sultana Valid e faw. this impor- 
tant Affair concluded with Pleafure, her :Grief 
for her Son's having made fuch a Myftery of it 
to her, got the better at that Time of the Wel- 
fare of the State, and fore'd from her abundance 
of Tears. 



Amurath, who knew her Ambition, and who 
bad no Mind lhe fhouJd think, he fufpeefced her 
of having contributed to the Revolts of the Sol- 
diers h gain ft Ofmartt that he might not make heir 
( ;uiie rii icon (b late, gave her feveral Affairs in 
Charge, of Confer uence great enough to have 
fathfied a Woman Ids ambitious : But her 
Third after Power was unbounded, and rightly 
judging that the Sultan acted by the Omtfa 
fcis of the Emprefs and the Mufiy, me con- 
ceived an implacable Hatred againft them, which 

ncvcrtheleii was of no KHec't, fincc her Autho- 
rity 
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rity could not extend any farther than Amwath 
was pleafed to permit it. 

Whilft this Prince waited the coming of 
Jbaztt) he went to pafs a few Days at Daut^ a 
Pleaiure-Houfe before-mention'd, about a League 
from Cartftantitiopki and full of a thoufand Charms. 
The firft Nigtit he lav there, whilft he was bu- 
ried in a profound Sleep, he was awaken'd by 
feveral prodigious Thunder-Claps, and dreadful 
Lightnings. The Claps became at laft fo fre- 
quent, that the young Monarch began to be a- 
larm'd at them ; but he was cerrify'd to the laft 
Degree, when he perceived that the Lightning 
had fallen upon his Chamber, and he faw it all 
on a Flame. He rofe on a fudden to feek fome 
Place of Refuge, and was no fooner out of Bed, 
than the Flames feiz/d hold on it. Ammaih 
more frighten'd than ever, ran to his Cabinet, 
■with Defign to retire thither. This violent and 
fubril Fire follow'd him there alio, and pafling 
under his Arm, burnt his Shift ; and whether it 
Vas the Pain lie felt, or the Bffedt of his extreme 
Terror, he fell on the Fioor in a Swoon. His 
Pages being by this Time come to his AUiftancc, 
having been alarmed by the Isoile he made, and 
his Cries before he fainted away, found him in 
this melancholy Condition. 'J' was with great 
Difficulty they brought him to himielf, and when 
they had eftefted it, his firft Care was to humble 
himielf before the Lord of Lords, who when lie 
pleaies can reduce the moll \,t jwerfi.il Empires to 

Aihes, and make the greatelt of Monarch* to 
tremble. 

The Friday following, ."iiich is a Day con- 

fecratcd to Devotion among lLc Mahometans, as 
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Sunday is among the Clmjliavs, Amaraih returnM 
to Covftanihwple, and demounted before St. So- 
phia y which the tfurks call the great Mofque, 
where he appeard with a Modcfty and Devotion 
that edify 'd all Beholders. He returnM God fo- 
lemn Thanks for having preferved him from fuch 
Danger; after which he made a Covhan^ or Of- 
fering of three hundred Sheep, which he or- 
dered to be distributed among the Puor, together 
wirh fifteen thoufand Chequins. Next Day, go- 
ing to vifit the Emprefs, he related to her lib 
Adventure; Jphe??dhia, and the Mufty, who let 
{lip no Opportunity that might be advantageous 
to the Revengers of Ofman, and to AjiwalV& 
Greatneft, laid hold on this to remonflratc to 
him, that to render himfelf worthy of the So- 
vereign Authority, he mud let Juftice and Equi- 
ty be the Guide of all his Actions , that the 
6anger he had efcaped, was a Warning to him 
from Heaven, to behave himfelf in fuch a Man- 
ner, that no Body fhould have any Thing to re- 
proach him with ; fince he might fee that God, 
whoruleth the Thunder, can deftroy all Things 
in a Moment ; that he was not more firmly feat- 
ed upon the Throne, than the unhappy Qfwm ^ j 
had been before him ; and that he could not renV •*"" 
der himfelf agreeable to God, but in protecting' 
openly that Prince's Friends, and in puniflring 
his Enemies. The Sultan received this Leflbn 
with his ufual Goodnefs, afluring the Emprefs, 
there was nothing he eftcem'd more than the 
Memory of his Brother* and thate he would give 
manifeft Proofs of ir by his extraordinary Recep- 
tion of Abaza 

In fhort, three Days after, Jphendhw having^ 
inform'd him, that this General was arrivM at* 

1 Scut ay y§ ' 
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Srufary, and that his Impatience to fee that great 
Man would foon be fatisfied, he immediately or- 
dered the Cap-am Baffa to lend away four Gal- 
leys to bring him over the Bofpkonts. This Ho- 
nour, which had never before been fliewn to any 
but Grand fivers, furpraed all the Council, who 
would have reprcfented to the Sultan, that iiich 
lingular Marks of Diftindtion might be of ill 
Confequcnce ; but he itopt all their Mouths, by 
telling them that his Favours were not ty\l to 
Titles or Dignities, but only to true Merit, up- 
on which he was the M after to beftow them as he 
pleafcd. The Galleys fet out, Abaza embark'd 
on Bgard, and pafs'd the Bofphorus. The Shore 
was ddvcr'd with an infinite Number of People, 
•who cry'd without ccafing, 'Ibis is the great 
Aea'ia, the 'Terror of the Wicked, the Mew?~ger 
of the great Osman, and the Defender of the So- 
... ve reign Authority I May he be for ever Hapfy ! 

Abaza receiv'd all thefe Praifes and Blemngs 
without Pride, and was no fooner arrived, but 
he went directly to the Muftfs Palace. They 
could not behold each other without mingling 
feme Tears with their Joy ; the Memory of Of 
'J/Jtimt) his Virtues, and his Misfortunes, were a 
; Iteng Time the Subject of their Entertainment. 
After this Abaza defired of the Mufiy a fmcere 
Character of Amwraih , and this High- Pried ha- 
ving no Rcfcrves to fo illuftrious a Friend, gave 
him a Defcription of the Sultan, fuch as he then 
•was, and fuch asdifecrning Men judged he would 
one Day be, *$%, endued with both the Virtues 
ahd'thc Vices of the Ottomans : Great, politick, 
and cruel, hut juft; haughty and terrible to tire 
Grand ccs, humane and tender to his Subjects 

Onccre in his Friendflup, but difl':Jnbliug in his 

flue red ; 
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Hatred ; voluptuous to Excefs ; a Lover of War, 
and one that feem'd not in the Ieatt to degenerate 
from the Courage and Valour of his Anceftors. 

This lively Picture made the gxzztJhaza figh ; 
the Mufty did not fail taking Notice of if, and' 
guefling his Thoughts : 1 ice plainly, (aid he 5 
that you figh at not finding a iecond Of man in 
the Sultan \ but, brave Jhaza, all great Men 
don't refemble each other ; Of man feem'd not to 

have been born to command Aluffuhmn ; his un- 
common Accomplifhmcnts diftiijguifli'd him too 
much from them : Reafbn and Wifdom ferved 
him as a Law; and he diftlain'd to comply even 
with the Law itfelf when it was not founded up- 
on thole two Virtues : This was acting and 
thinking with too much Delicacy for groveling 
Souls, who neither love nor efteem fuch Things 
as are above their Aral low Capacities. Sultan 
Os m a n c s extraordinary Merit was the fble Cuufe 
of all his Misfortunes ; Amwaih, will not be 
Mailer of ib many fliining Qualities, and for 
that very Reafbn he will be the more fortunate: 
His Defects rendering him more like his People, 
they will extol the more what fine Qualities he 
pollefles, and his Subjects, in Favour of thole 
Vices he has in common with them, will excufe 
him thole Virtues that arc above their Under- 
(landing. What would have renderd Of man the 
grcateft Monarch of the Univcrfe in any other 
Empire, was the Occafion of his Dcftruction in 
this ; and what would make Amwaih hated on 
another Throne, will maintain him upon his own.

This^Rcafoning, as judicious as it was, could 
not put a Stop to Jbazan Tears ; but as they 
were to no Purpofc. and it was ablblurely impou 

I i iible 
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fible to recall Ofman to Life, he made them give 
way to his Duty, and defircd the Adufty to procure 
him an Audience of the Grand Seignior the next 
Morning, but the Adufty was better than his De- 
fire, and obtained him one that very Day. Amu- 
rath omitted nothing that might render it magni- 
ficent, to which End he was iurrounded with all 
the great Officers who were then at the Porte y 
and all the Heads of the Divan. As for Abaza, 
he appcar'd at the Entrance of the Seraglio, with 
extraordinary Pomp ; being attended by all his 
General Officers, at the Head of fifteen Hundred 
Men richly habited, and each mounted upon a 
beautiful Arabian, with fine Accoutrements. The 
Sultan had placed himfelf at a Balcony to fee 
them pafs by, and could not help joining with all 
his Court, in Admiration of Abaza's good 
Mien, and warlike Air, with the noble Confi- 
dence with which he appear'd, in a Place to be 
dreaded even by the greateft Favourites. But 
what made him look'd upon by every one as a 
moft extraordinary Man, was, his Courage, Va- 
lour, and Prudence, in fupporting himfelf with 
a Handful of Men, againft the whole Forces of 
fuch a powerful Empire, without its being pofli- 
ble, either for Envy, Hatred, Cunning, or all 
the Stratagems of the moft refin'd Policy to fub- 
due him.

When he was come to the Entrance into the 
Grand %«;ors Appartments, the Adufty took him 
by the Hand, and led him to the Foot of the 
'Throne. Anmrath, being willing, in the Pre- 
sence of his whole Court, to favour him with 
the greateft of all DiftincLions, gave him his 
Hand to kill*, inftead of the Hem of his Veft.

*< Shade, thofe impious Villains who had fo cruel- 
ly betray'd and mailacred him, in order to 
teach the Mujfulwen what Refpedt and Obe- 
<* dience they owed to the lac red and inviolable 
«* Blood of \ht Ottoman Family.*' 

The Grand Signior feem'd moved with this 
well-turn'd Compliment, and anfv^r'd him o- 
bligingly ; that it was only the Confidence he re- 
poted in him, which induced him to be defirous 
of binding him to his Service ; then after a thou- 
sand gracious Carcfles, he prefented hi:n with 
three rich Caftans, to convince him that he was 
perfectly in his Favour, and confer'd on him 
the Government of Bofnia.

Awumib, who was defirous of 
having fomc familiar Converfation with Jbazdj 
no fooner faw them, than he led them into his 
Clofet, and not giving the latter Time to com- 
plain, fiiid to him, that he had obferved his fe- 
cret Emotions at the Sight of Caluf \ neither was 
he ignorant of the Contempt and Hatred he had 
exprefs'd or him : " He fliould already have 
M fufter'd the Death due to his firft Crime, pur- 
w fued he, if I was not bound in Tuftice to cha- 
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« (life him fevercly for a fccond, which requires 
*< a mod exemplary Puniftiment. Then the 
« Sultiin informed them, that a rich rfurkijh 
" Jeweller, being defirous of complying with 
" the Mahometan Law, which enjoins all AJifJful- 
" men to vifit their Prophet's Tomb once in 
« their Lives, had intruded, at his Departure, a 
11 Box of Jewels of infinite Value to Dodtor 
i{ Calufi and that having demanded it at his 
** Return, that Doctor had deny'd the Tnift. 
<( The Jeweller, reduced to the utmoft Defpair, 
not having any Witnc fifes to the Faft, and be- 
ing afraid that Cahtf would bring him into 
" Trouble, did not dare to complain ; but having 
(( had the good Luck to relate his Misfortune 
" to one of his (the Bultanf) Mcftip or Fa- 
u vourites, he had informed him ofr it, and Ins 
u Highnefs had immediately ordcr'd him to bring 
il the Merchant before him ; and that this Man 
<( having particolariz'd to him the Quantity and 
li Form of the Jewels, he had promised ftrict 
" Juftice, as (ben as he could get fufficient Proofs 
i{ again ft Cahtf. 

i( That in order to effect this, he had thought 
11 he could not do better than dilfcmblc ; that 
u therefore lie had fent for Cahtf and pretend- 
" ing that the Fame of his Merit and Under- 
H (landing having reach'd his Ears, he waswll- 
" ling to put him in a Place where he might 
" difplay them to the beft Advantage, he 
u had to this End made him a Vizier of the 

Bench ; that to this Dignity he had -added 

fuch extraordinary Honours, that all the Di~ 
" van had been furprized at it, but that it 
" had all been only a politick Fetch, r he better 

to deceive Cahtf ; that ha vine receive d-Jbazn's 

J I 4 b ' « Lift 
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much about the fame Time, and finding there- 
by that this very Wretch had been one of Of- 
maris bittereft Enemies, he had taken a frcfh 
u Rcfolmion to make him die under the moft 
u exquifite Tortures ; but that the Punifhmem 
41 of the Theft being a Thing of the utmoft 
41 Confequence for the Security of the Properties 
** of his Subjects, he had been willing to defer it, 
*" 'rill he could get fome Proof of that likewife, 
That he had not waited long in Sufpence for 
u ir, becaufe Caluf being intoxicated with his 
44 Greatnefs and the Favours he had conferred 
upon him, believing himfelf above the Reach of 
Fortune, had, within thefe few Days, adorn'd 
himfelf with feveral of the Gems the Jeweller 
<c had defcribed to him, and efuecially with an 
a extraordinary rich Pair of Beads, which he 
" wore on the Day of Jbazas Audience ; that 
41 thefe Things had been too well particularized 
*« for him to be mifoiken therein ; and that he 
u wanted no other Evidence than that of his own 
41 Eyes, to punifli Caluf rigoroufly for all his 
*' Crimes at once. This, continued jtfmuraib, 
*« is the Reafon of that Tray tor's Advancement; 
" if I fliould put him to Death, only to revenge 
•' my Brother, without proving his Theft, my 
44 People would every Day be expofed to the 
« Diflionefty of fuch as he ; and I will give my 
11 Subjects, at one and the fame Time, two far 
<« mous Examples in the Punifliment of Caluf > 
** that of being Loyal to their Emperors, and 
** that of an inviolable Integrity in whatever 
** is left intruded with them.' 

This Piece of the mod refined Policy, fitf- 
prixed Jbaza and the Mufly to the laft Degree; 

aud they infinitely cxtoll'd the Sultans Conduit 
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in this Affair, giving him a Thoufand Thanks for 
his Goodnefs in communicating ir to them ; and 
as Amuraih had no Mind to defer Caluf's Fate 
any longer, being fufficiently convinced of his 
Theft, he caufed it to be propofed the very next 
Day to the Divan> under fictitious Names ; pre- 
tending, that the Governor of one of the re- 
motcft Provinces, had lent to demand, what fort 
of Punifhment ought to be inflicted upon this 
Man, and requiring the Opinion of every one of 
them in Particular. 

The Divan immediately confulted on this Af- 
fair, after which each Man's Opinion was com- 
mitted to writing : Thefe were carried forthwith 
to the Sultan-, who being impatient to fee Caluf % s y 
read that fir ft. It was, That a Man convicted of 
inch a Crime, ought to be put alive into an iron 
Mortar, and there to be Pounded to Death. Hi's 

own Opinion ferved him for a Sentence, for as 
he came out of the Divan, going to make his 
Court to the Sultan as ufual, adorned with the 
above-merit ion *d rich Beads ; Jmurath, after 
loading him with Favours, pretending to be 
mightily taken with the Beauty of the Stones fr 
and to have a Fancy for them ; Caluf, whom they 
had as yet coft nothing, made no Scruple of pre- 
senting it to him •, as foon as the Sultan was po£ 
fcfs'd of this Part of the Theft, he had him, 
feized, and the fame Moment fent Officers to 

his Houfc, with Orders to fearch for a Casket 
made in fuch a Manner. 

They found it, without much Difficulty, fill'd 
with the fame Jewels that had been given Cahtf 
in Truft ; then he was examin'd, and feeing fuch 
roaniteft Proofs of his Crime, confefs'd all ; upon 

I 5 which 
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which Amurath immediately commanded the Ad- 
vice he had given to be exactly follow'd in every 
Point. Accordingly this miferable Wretch was 
led away to the Place of Punifhment, and pound 
ed alive. His Highnefs like wife order'd a great 
marble Pcftle and Mortar to be placed at the 
Gate of the Divan, round which Cafufs Story 
iliould be ingraved, to lerve as an Example to 
Poftcrity . 

Amuraib then order*d all the Jewels to be re« 
flored to the Jeweller, and to make him Amends 
for the Trick Caluf had play'd him, gave him 
beft Part of his Effects, which were very con Ci- 
der able. This terrible Execution having fatis- 
fy'd 'the Hatred Abaza bad to that Tray tor, he 
•waited on Amurath to thank him for it ; and the 
Sultan told him he was glad he was fatisfy'd, but 
he would give him a yet farther Satisfaction, 
which fhould be fo much the more agreeable to 
him, as it was every Way to his Glory. It is, 
continued this Prince, that of feeing the Em- 
prefs, whither I will conduct you my (elf AhazA 
bowM down to the Ground at thefe Words, and 
own'd to the Sultan, that he had impatiently 
long'd to throw himfelf at the Feet of that great 
Prince ft ; but that not being ignorant or the 
Laws of the 8er<t[rHo y he had not d^r/d to ask him 

ib extraordinary a Favour. 

Aphcndhms uncommon Merit and Virtue, Cers 
her above the Laws, fa id Amttrath ; my Brother, 
who perfectly knew her Value, has given me 
the Example to break them ofthr for her. Al 
tliefc Words, having bid Abaza jgHow him, to- 
gether with the Mufty, who war^rcftnt at this 

Convention, he led them to the JEmprefs's Ap- 
* partment. 
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partment. That beauteous and afflicted Priticefe 
could not fee Abaza at her Feet, without fhed- 
ding a Flood of Tears, and whatever Efforts 
file made to fpeak, fhc could never bring her 
Mouth to pronounce any Thing but the iingle 
Word Osman. Abaza moved to the laft Degree 
at Aphendinas unutterable Sorrow, together with 
the Grief he flit himfelf, bath'd the Hand the 
held out to him to kifs, with his Tears, and this 
affecting Sight forced ibme likewiic from the 
Eyes of Jnnirath. In the mean while the Em- 
prefs furmounting her deep Sighs with the ut- 
.' mod Difficulty : Generous Abaza, faid fhe, my 
Tears at the Sight of you, are as much the Marks 
of the Acknowledgment I owe you, as the Ef- 
fects of the fatal Remembrance that never leaves 
me. Then having asked the Sultans Permiflion 
to give Abaza fome Proofs of her Efteem, ffie 
order'd a little gold Casket to be brought, from 
•whence fhe took a Girdle all embroider' d with 
Pearls and Diamonds, to an ineftimable Value, 
which fhc pre fen ted with fuch a Grace to A baza 7 
that this great Man threw himfelf a (econd 
Time at her Feet, not fo much to receive the Pre- 

fent with the more Rcfpecl:, as through the 
Erfecl: of the Admiration that feb'd him on- 
looking on that Princefs, who to do him the 
more Honour had unveiFd her Face. Her 
Languor, her Melancholy, and her Tears, fcenVrl 
to have increafed the Luftre of her Beauty ; and 
the Saltan himfelf, who faw her every Day, cou- 
fefs'd he had never feen her lb worihy A dmi ra- 
tion, as at that Time : But fome Days after 
that Interview, the Satisfaction fhc the,n gave 

them was changed into the greatcft Affliction. 

The 
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The Suhavefs Khfem 7 whofe Hatred to Jplen* 
Atna was grown implacable, by Reafon of the 
Eft c em and Reipec~t daily fliewn her by the 
Emperor, took the execrable Refolution to make 
her the Victim of her Jealoufy ; and as ihe could 
not fucceed therein but by unwarrantable Means, 
that of Poifon feem'd to her one of the leaft 
hazardous ; Wherefore, without confulting any 
Thing but her Paffion ? flie pick'd out with her 
own Hands a Basket of the fineft and fcarceft 
Fruits, having firft taken care to impregnate 
them with a Poifon fo ftrong, that it afluredher 
©f the Death of whoever tafted them, and fcnc 
them as a Prefentto the Emprefs by one of the 
Softangis. dfhendina return'd Thanks by the 
Bearer, but not being difpofed then to eat any 
herfelf, immediately diftibuted them amongft the 
Odalhhs that were with her, without referving the 
leaft Tafte for herfelf As the Fruits feem'd 
very tempting to die Eye, the unfortunate Oda- 
lisks began to eat them very eagerly ; but had 
hardly fwallowed them before rhey were all 
feiVd with dreadful Convulfions. The Odahsk 
Eh f ana, Favourite to the Emprefs,. having; been 
the firft that tafted them, was alio the firft who 
felt the terrible Eftccls of them ; and Jphen- 
dinas Apartment muft certainly have then been 
a moft moving Scene, to behold in one Inftant 
fo many beautiful Maidens in the Jaws of 
Death. The Cries and Shrieks with which 
every Room refounded at that Moment, made 
all the Women and Eunuchs of the Seraglio fly 
thither with all Speed ; and the Confufion and 
Alarm became fo great, chat it at laft reach *d 

the Ears of the Snttap, who happen'd then to

be fhut up in his Clofet, with the Mafty and 
Jbaza, about Affairs of Importance. That Prince 
immediately demanded the Reafon of the Koife 
he heard, and as Stories always change, in paf- 
fing through different Mouths, fornebody anr 
fwer'd ; That the Emprefs was poifonU, and lay 
a dying. 

Thefe cruel Words made Amwaih tremble, 
and he immediately flew to that Princefs's A- 
partment, follow'd by the Mufty and Jbaza y 
•who were yet more terrify 'd than the Sultan, 
As they pafs'd through the Anti-chambers,, they 
beheld fo many melancholy Objects- as made 
them ihudder with Horror; and when they came 
to Jphendtna, they found her employ'd in [en- 
deavouring to recover Elifana y whom fhe en- 
tirely loved. The Sight or her having difpelled 
their Fears for her Safety, Amuvath would be 
xnform'd of the Truth of the ihockingCataftrophe, 
which the Emprefs having told him, without 
concealing the leaft Particular, he was flruck 
with the utmoft Horror, and return'd Heaven 
Thanks for having preferved her from fo eminent 
a Danger : Bm it was decreed, that this fatal 
Adventure fliould neverthelefi be the Caufe of 
the Death of that beauteous Princefs. 

The Emperor having conjured her to go into 
another Apartment, to remove her from the Sight 
of Elifana y who was at the laft Gafp, fhe con- 
fented ; fome Minutes after, that OdalisH having 
given up the Ghoft, one of Jphendtna' s Women, 
who had undrefs'd her, having found about her a 
Pocket-book of uncommon Richneft, carry 'd it 
to that Princefs, who immediately remembMng it 

to be the fame ffie had presented to Qfhwn, gave a 

great 
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great Shriek "when foe received it from the Hands 
of the Slave. 

The Mufty, who knew whence her Aftonifh- 
rnent proceeded, thought to free her from it 
by telling her, that this Pocket-book had been 
delivered to him by an J man, and that having 
feen upon it thefe Words, tfo the Emprefs y he 
had given it in charge to an Eunuch of the Se- 
raglio, with Orders to put it into the Hands of 
Eli/ana ; but that this Odalisk fearing to renew 
her Grief, had not deliver'd it to her.

The Emprefs who tranflated this Letter jp| 
flic read it, in order to render it intelligible to?"' 
the Sultan, had put ib great a Conftraint upon 
herfelf, to fuppre fs the deep Sighs that inter- 
rupted her every Moment, that flie fainted away 
as foon as Ihe had ended it. Amurath, who 
faw therein convincing Proofs of his Brothcifs- 
Affe&ion, was all in Tears ; and Abaza and the 
Mfftv gave full Scope to theirs ; but' all of them 
fenfibly alarm'd i at Aphendina's Condition, forgot:
